ditional grounds  will  be  to  them.

John  Davenport,  Esq.,   Acting  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Education  : 

Sir, — I  have  received  from  you  a  copy  of  the  following 
resolution,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  20th 
ultimo,  to  be  found  on  page  34  of  the  minutes  : 
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"Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Board  of  Education 
be  and  hereby  is  requested  to  repoit  to  this  Board,  at  its 
next  stated  meeting,  his  opinion  as  to  the  legal  right  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  order  this 
Board  to  submit  all  plans  and  specifications  for  school 
buildings,  and  to  obtain  the  approval  of  said  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions before  any  appropriation  can  be  applied"  {see  "note" 
on  page  16  of  the  Jounial.) 

The  "note"'  referred  to  in  said  resolution  is  appended  to 
the  Final  Elstimate  for  the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
year  1886,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1S85,  and  is  as 
follows : 

["Note. — The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  above- 
mentioned  buildings  for  the  Board  of  Education  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
and  by  them  approved  before  the  appropriations  therefor 
can  be  applied."] 

Certain  buildings  are  mentioned  in  said  Pinal  Estimate, 
and  the  sums  appropriated  therefor  and  for  all  other  pur- 
poses are  stated,  but  no  reference  is  made  to  any  plans  or 
specifications  except  in  said  "note,"  which  follows  after 
said  Final  Estimate  is  fully  completed. 

The  powers  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
meot  are  defined  and  its  duties  prescribed  by  statute. 

Section  IS!)  of  the  New  York  City  Consolidated  Act  of 
1&82  (pageDof  the  Manual),  provides  that  "The  said  Board 
■tiaU,  annually,  t)6tween  the  first  day  of  August  and  the 
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first  day  of  November,  meet,  and,  by  the  affirmative  vote 
of  all  the  members,  make  a  provisional  estimate  of  the 
amounts  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of  conducting  the 
public  business  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  in 
each  department  and  branch  thereof,  and  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  for  the  then  next  ensuing  financial  year.'' 
**  Such  provisional  estimate  shall  be  prepared  in  such  de- 
tail as  to  the  aggregate  sum  allowed  to  each  Department 
and  Bureau  as  the  said  Board  of  Apportionment  shall  deem 
advisable.  For  the  purpose  of  making  said  provisional 
estimate,  the  heads  of  Departments  and  the  Board  of 
Education  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  said  pro- 
visional estimate  is  required  to  be  made,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, send  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment^ 
an  estimate  in  writing,  herein  called  a  departmental  esti- 
mate, of  the  amount  of  expenditure,  specifying  in  detail 
the  objects  thereof,  required  in  their  respective  Depart- 
ments, including  a  statement  of  each  of  the  salaries  of 
their  officers,  clerks,  employees  and  subordinates.  The 
same  statement  as  to  salaries  and  expenditures  shall  be 
made  by  all  other  officers,  persons,  and  boards  having 
power  to  fix  or  authorize  thorn.  A  duplicate  of  these  de- 
partmental estimates  and  statements  shall  be  made  at  the 
same  time  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  The  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  shall  consider  each  departmental 
estimates  and  other  statements  in  making  the  provisional 
estimates  herein  provided,  and  in  approving  the  salaries 
of  the  officers,  clerks  and  other  persons  before-named." 
After  such  provisional  estimate  is  made  it  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  who  are  to  consider  it 
and  return  it  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, with  any  objections  or  rectifications  which  they 
may  have  made  thereto,  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
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Apportionment  are  to  consider  such  objections  or  recti- 
fications and  ''make  a  final  estimate,"  before  making 
which  tax-payers  are  to  be  heard.  '^  After  the  final  esti- 
mate is  made  in  accordance  herewith,  it  shall  be  signed  by 
the  members,  and  when  so  signed,  the  said  several  sums 
shall  be  and  become  appropriated  to  the  several  purposes 
and  Departments  therein  named." 

The  Board  of  Education  is  specially  mentioned  in  said 
section  because  it  is  not  and  has  not  been  since  the  Charter 
of  1873  a  Department  of  the  City  Government. 

Under  the  provisions  of  that  section  the  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  in  relation  to  the 
estimate  to  be  made  by  said  Board,  seems  to  be  limited  to 
a  statement  of  the  sums  of  money  to  be  appropriated  as 
therein  provided.  I  do  not  find  that,  in  said  section,  or  in 
any  statute,  power  has  been  conferred  upon  said  Board  to 
impose  any  condition  or  restriction  upon  the  application 
of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  Board  of  Education  to 
the  several  purposes  named  in  said  estimate.  If  any  such 
power  is  claimed  it  must  be  by  implication,  the  founda- 
tion of  which,  if  any,  I  have  failed  to  discover;  and  if  had, 
it  was  not,  in  my  opinion,  exercised  as  to  said  plans  and 
specifications  by  the  ^*  note"  above  mentioned.  The  esti- 
mate of  the  sums  of  money  to  be  appropriated  was  fully 
made  and  completed  without  reference  to  any  plans  or 
specifications,  and  such  '*  note"  must,  I  think,  be  regarded^ 
in  either  case,  as  surplusage  and  of  no  effect. 

Certainly  there  is  no  law  which,  in  terms,  confers  upon 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  any  power  to 
require  the  plans  and  specifications  for  school  buildings  to 
he  submitted  to,  or  to  be  approved  by  that  Board. 

On  the  contrary,  special  provision  is  made  by  statute  for 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  such  plans  and 
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specifications,  and  the  making  of  contracts  for  school 
buildings  consented  to  and  for  which  appropriations  shall 
be  made  by  said  Board  (see  Sections  1029  and  1037  of  said 
Consolidated  Act,  pages  23  and  29  of  the  Manual);  and  it 
may  be  assumed,  I  think,  that  this  special  provision  can- 
not be  affected  except  by  direct   legislation  in    regard 

thereto.

For  the  Cleaning  of  the  Streets,  for  the  Removal  of  Snow 
and  Ice  therefrom,  and  for  the  Collection  of  Ashes, 
Garbage  and  Street  Sweepings,  and  the  Removal  of 
the  same,  in  the  First  Street-Cleaning  District  of  the 
City  of  New  York.

Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  will  perform  the  said 
work  or  any  portion  thereof  for  such  period  of  neglect  or 
delay,  and  charge  the  whole  expense  of  the  same  against 
the  said  person  or  persons. 

Bidders  are  required  to  state  in  their  estimates,  under 
oath,  their  names  and  places  of  residence,  the  names  of  all 
persons  interested  with  them  therein,  and,  if  no  other  per- 
son be  so  interested,  they  shall  distinctly  state  the  fact; 
also,  that  it  is  made  without  any  connection  with  any 
ottier  person  making  any  bid  or  estimate  for  the  above 
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work ;  and  that  it  is  in  all  respects  fair,  and  without  coDu- 
sion  or  fraud;  and  also  that  no  member  of  the  Common 
Council,  head  of  a  department,  chief  of  a  bureau,  deputy 
thereof,  or  clerk  therein,  or  other  officer  of  the  corporation, 
is  directly  or  indirectly  interested  therein,  or  in  the  supplies 
or  work  to  which  it  relates,  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits 
thereof.

bond  required  by  law.  The  adequacy  and  sufficiency  of 
the  sureties  offered  shall  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller. 
The  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  contract  may  be 
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awarded  shall  deposit  with  the  Comptroller  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  on  or  before  the  execution  of  the 
contract  or  agreement,  eight  thousand  dollai-s,  in  cash 
or  securities  approved  and  accepted  by  the  said  Comp 
troller.  as  an  additional  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  all  the  terras  and  conditions  of  the  contract  or 
agreement,  and  as  a  fund  to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  Street  Cleaning,  to  pay  for  expense  that 
may  be  incurred  under  the  contract  or  agreement  by  the 
said  Commissioner,  or  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
monalty of  the  City  of  New  York,  by  reason  of  the  failure 
of  the  party  or  pai-ties  to  whom  the  contract  may  be 
awarded,  to  faithfully  comply  with  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  contract. 

Bidders  will  state  a  price  per  annum  for  doing  the 
work.

of  Street  Cleaning  of  the  City  of  New  York,  party  of  the 
second  part,  witnesseth,  as  follows: 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the 
undertakings,  promises  and  agreements  herein  contained 
on  the  part  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  to  be  per- 
formed, fulfilled  and  kept,  doth  undertake,  promise  and 
agree  to  and  with  said  party  of  the  second  part,  to  f  «Lr^ish 
all  the  labor,  materials,  machines  and  implements  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  the  purpose,  and  to  clean  and  cause  to 
be  cleaned,  all  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  places,  gut- 
ters, wharves,  piers  and  heads  of  slips  in  the  First  Street- 
Cleaning  District  of  said  city,  except  such  as  are  within 
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any  park  under  the  control  and  management  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Parks,  and  keep  the  same  at  all  times 
tiioroughly  clean,  and  to  remove  from  said  district  as  often 
as  required  by  the  following  specifications,  all  dirt,  ashes, 
garliage.  rubbish  and  sweepings,  and  all  materials  which 
may  be  gathered  in  the  process  of  street  cleaning,  and 
will  remove  as  fast  as  collected  such  ashes,  dirt,  garbage, 
rubbish  and  sweepings,  and  all  material  gathered  in  the 
process  of  street  cleaning,  from  the  said  district  to  the 
dumping  places  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Street  Cleaning. 

The  First  Street-Cleaning  District  of  the  City  of  New- 
York,  designated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
of  'said  city,  pursuant  to  law,  shall  consist  of  all  that 
I>ortion  of  tbe  City  of  New  York,  bounded  as  follows: 

On  the  north  by  the  southerly  line  of  Fourteenth  street, 
from  Broadway  westerly  to  the  North  oi'  Hudson  River; 
im  the  easterly  side  by  the  westerly  Hue  of  Broadway,  from 
Fourteenth  street  to  Battery  place;  on  the  southerly  side 
by  the  southerly  line  of  Battery  place,  from  Broadway 
to  the  North  or  Hudson  River,  and  on  the  westerly  side  by 
Ihe  North  or  Hudson  River,  from  Battery  place  to  Four- 
teenth street. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  undertakes,  promises  and 
agrees  to  do  and  perform  said  street  cleaning  and  the  re- 
moval of  all  material  hereinabove  mentioned,  in  such 
manner  as  to  fully  comply  with  the  conditions  and 
provisions  of  Chapter  367  of  the  Laws  of  i881,  and 
all  laws  and  ordinances  and  provisions  of  the  Sanitary 
Code  in  foi-ce  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  so  as 
aot  to  create  any  obhgation,  claim  or  demand,  nor  furnish 
any  just  ground  for  any  action,  suit  or  legal  proceed- 
ing  against  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the 
f  of  New  York,  or  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning 
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of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  to  do  aU  the  work  herein- 
above mentioned  in  strict  conformity  to  the  following  spe- 
cifications, which,  with  the  schedules  and  map  therein 
mentioned,  and  which  are  annexed  to  this  contract,  are, 
and  are  to  be  taken  as  forming  part  of  this  contract. 

Specifications. 

First. — Whenever,  in  this  agreement,  the  word  * 'streets" 
is  used  it  shall  cover  all  the  public  avenues,  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  places,  wharves,  piers  and  heads  of  slips,  within  the 
First  Street-Cleaning  District,  except  such  as  are  within 
any  park  under  the  control  and  management  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Parks;  as  to  streets  and  avenues,  the 
area  of  the  road-bed  between  the  curbs  is  intended. 

Second. — In  the  execution  of  this  contract  all  ashes, 
garbage,  dirt  and  street  sweepings  collected  by  the  Con- 
tractor, by  his  agents  or  employees,  shall  be  dumped 
upon  scows  or  boats  furnished  by  the  Department  of 
Street  Cleaning,  or  by  any  of  its  agents,  employees  or 
contractors,  at  the  dumps  or  dumping  boards  along  the 
river  front  on  the  North  or  Hudson  River;  but  whenever 
a  scow  or  scows,  boat  or  boats  is  or  are  not  present  at 
said  dumps  or  dumping  boards  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
king  the  said  ashes,  garbage,  dirt,  and  street  sweepings 
on  board,  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  shall 
cause  the  said  ashes,  garbage,  dirt  and  street  sweepings 
to  be  dumped  or  placed  upon  the  respective  dumps  or 
piers,  and  shall  cause  the  same  thereafter,  without  any 
extra  expense  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  to  be 
shoveled  or  placed  upon  the  scows  or  boats  furnished  by 
the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  its  agents,  employees 
or   contractors,   when  they    arrive;  or  if  the  Commis- 
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sioner  of  Street  Cleaning  shall  so  require " 
in  writing,  signed  by  him,  the  said  Conti-actor,  his  agents 
or  employees,  shall  remove  the  said  ashes,  garbage,  dirt, 
and  street  sweepings  to  the  nearest  dump  or  dumps  where 
scows  or  boats  are  ready  for  the  removal  of  tlie  same, 
not  higher  or  more  northerly  on  the  North  or  Hudson 
River  than  the  dump  at  the  foot  of  West  Nineteenth 
street,  and  on  the  East  Kiver  uot  higher  or  more  north- 
erly than  the  dump  at  the  foot  of  Market  street. 


Third. — The  following  are  the  dumps  or  dumping 
places  to  be  used  by  the  Contra  tor  hereunder,  to  wit: 

1.  At  the  foot  of  West  Twelfth  street.  North  Kiver, 

2.  At  the  foot  of  Canal  street,  North  River. 

3.  Pier  12,  East  River. 

The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  reserves  the  right 
to  increase  or  lessen  the  number  of  dumps  or  dumping 
places,  or  boards,  or  to  change  their  location  from  time  to 
time  as  he  may  determine,  and  the  Contractor  shall  uot 
receive  any  extra  compensation  in  consequence  of  any 
aich  increase  or  lessening  of  the  number  of  the  said 
dumps  or  dumping  boai-ds,  nor  by  reason  of  any  such 
(iiange  in  their  location. 

PODRTH. — Whenever  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Clean- 
ing shall,  in  writing,  so  oitler,  the  Contractor  shall  deposit 
ashes,  and  street  sweepings,  or  either  of  them,  within  the 
said  district,  to  till  in  any  sunken  lots,  lauds  or  places,  so 
far  as  it  may  be  legally  permissible  to  do. 


FiSTH.— All  a.«heB  shall  be  collected  and  i-eraoved  once 
in  each  day,  at  stated  houre.  which  shall  be  subject  to  the 
ai^oval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  in  all 
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the    '* streets"    in   the    First   Street-Cleaning     District, 
Sundays  excepted. 

Sixth. — All  garhage  shall  be  collected  and  removed  once 
in  each  day,  at  stated  hours,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  in  all 
the  ^streets"  in  the  said  District,  Sundays  excepted. 

Seventh — The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  ashes  and 
garbage  from  the  westerly  side  of  Broadway,  from  Four- 
teenth street  to  Batteiy  place  and  from  Castle  Garden. 

Eighth. — All  ashes,  garbage,  rubbish  and  materials 
collected  in  the  work  of  street  cleaning  shall  be  removed  in 
such  a  manner  that  no  part  of  the  same  shall  be  scattered 
upon  any  part  of  the  streets,  sidewalks  or  gutters,  through 
or  across  which  the  same  may  be  conveyed,  and  if  any 
ashes,  garbage,  rubbish  or  materials  be  at  any  time  scat- 
tered upon  the  streets,  sidewalks  or  gutters  in  their  re- 
moval to  the  dumping  places  through  the  negligence  of 
the  Contractor  or  of  any  one  in  his  employ,  shall  be  imme- 
diately gathered  up  and  removed  at  the  expense  of  the 
Contractor. 

Ninth.— For  the  purposes  of  this  contract,  the  '^  streets  " 
in  the  said  District  are  divided  into  two  classes,  designated 
classes  Fii'st  and  Second. 

Tenth. — The  First  class,  consisting  of  the  streets  and 
parts  of  streets  shown  by  red  lines  on  the  map  hereto 
annexed  and  described  in  schedule  "B"  hereto  annexed, 
shall  be  completely  cleaned  throughout  their  entire  length 
and  width,  and  the  street  dirt  removed  once  within  every 
twenty-four  hours. 

• 

Eleventh. — The  Second  class,  consisting  of  the  streets 
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and  parts  of  streets  shown  by  blue  lines  on  the  map  hereto 
annexed,  and  descril>ed  in  schedole  "  C  "  hereto  annexed, 
shall  be  completely  cleaned  throughout  their  entire  length 
and  width,  and  the  dirt  removed  three  times  a  week,  at 
uniform  periods  for  each  street. 

Twelfth.  — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may 
authorize  or  require  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this 
contract  to  be  done  at  any  hours  of  the  day  or  night  other 
than  those  enumerated  in  sections  ten,  eleven  and  twelve 
of  these  specifications,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary 
so  to  do,  but  he  shall  not  make  any  alterations  of  these 
hours,  except  upon  the  written  application  of  the  Con- 
tractor, without  giving  one  week's  notice  of  his  intention 
to  require  the  work  to  he  done  at  a  different  time,  or 
between  different  houit*  than  those  mentioned  in  said 
sections. 

Thirteenth. — In  addition  to  the  obhgations  for  periodi- 
cal cleaning  of  streets  recited  above,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  keep  all  the  streets  within 
Uie  First  Street-Cleaning  District  at  all  times  in  such  con- 
dition of  cleanUness  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Street  Cleaning,  be  necessary;  and  upon 
notice  from  the  said  Commissioner,  that  in  order  to  fully 
comply  with  this  section,  a  sjiecific  place  or  places  require 
cleaning,  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  cause  such  clean- 
ing to  be  done  within  twenty-foiU'  hours  thereafter,  and  in 
case  of  default  it  shall  be  optional  with  the  said  Commis- 
sioner to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  and  charge  the  ex- 
pense thereof  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  deduct 
the  expense  thereof  from  the  next  accruing  monthly 
payment. 

FouRTEESTH. — The    Contractor    shall,    once    in    every 
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twenty-four  hours,  sweep  and  clean  the  streets  or  parts  of 
streets  immediately  surrounding  all  public  markets,  and 
also,  once  in  every  twenty -four  hours,  sweep  and  clean 
around  and  about  all  hack-stands  within  the  First  Street- 
Cleaning  District. 

Fifteenth. — Snow  shall  be  removed  from  the  following 
streets  : 

Morris  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Rector  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Cedar  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Liberty  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Cortlandt  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Dey  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Fulton  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Vesey  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Barclay  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Chambers  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  street. 

Franklin  street,  from  Broadway  to  West  sti-eet. 

Desbrosses  street,  from  Hudson  to  West  street. 

West  street,  from  Battery  place  to  Tenth  avenue. 

Washington  street,  from  Battery  place  to  Canal 

street. 

Greenwich  street,  from  Battery  place  to  Canal  street. 

New  Church  and  Church  streets,  from  Morris  to 
Canal  street. 

College  place  and  West  Broadway,  from  Barclay  to 

Canal  street. 
South  Fifth  avenue,   from  Canal  street  to  West 

Fourth  street. 

Varick  and  Carmine  streets  and  Sixth  avenue,  from 

Franklin  street  to  West  Fourteenth  street. 

And  such  other  streets  as  the  Commissioner  may 
designate. 
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Sixteenth. — The  work  of  removing  snow  from  the 
streets  enumerated  in  the  laat  section  shall  be  performed 
in  the  following  manner  : 

1.  While  snow  is  falling,  all  crosswalks  for  foot  passen- 
gers shall  be  kept  clear,  and  proper  efforts  made  to  keep 
the  traffic  open. 

If  there  should  be  a  high  wind  at  the  time,  and  the 
snow  drifts  in  consequence,  the  drifts  of  snow  shall  be 
cut  through  or  leveled  to  permit  the  traffic  of  vehicles  to 
continue. 

2.  As  soon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  all  the  force  of 
laborers  employed  by  the  Contractor  shall  be  immediately 
put  to  work  to  clear  the  Kuttei-s  and  openings  into  sewers, 
in  preparation  for  a  sudden  thaw,  and  the  snow  shall  be 
carted  away  at  once  from  &uch  sti-eets  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning ;  in  other 
streets  the  Contractor  shall  use  snow  plows,  or  with  gangs 
of  laborers  shovel  the  snow  into  long,  narrow  heaps  on 
Bach  side  of  the  street,  taking  care  to  leave  the  gutters, 
CTOsswalk-s  and  openings  into  sewers  clear,  and  a  sufficieDt 
space  between  the  heaps,  in  order  to  allow  the  foot  passen- 
gers to  cross  the  street,  and  also  to  let  the  water  reach  the 
gutters  as  soon  as  the  snow  l>egins  to  melt.  Such  heaps 
shall  be  removed  within  three  days  after  they  have  been 
formed. 

3.  If  it  shall  appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Conimis- 
sioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  that  the  work  described  in  the 
second  subdivision  of  this  weventeenth  section  cannot,  by 
reason  of  an  unusual  accumulation  of  snow,  be  performed 
by  the  Contractor  within  the  time  therein  fixed  for  such 
performance,  the  said  Commissioner  will  allow  such  fur- 
ther time  therefor  as  he  may  deem  proper.    The  spirit 
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and  intent  of  this  seventeenth  section  being  that  the 
Contractor  shall,  in  removing  snow  and  ice,  faithf uUy  em- 
ploy as  great  an  amount  of  labor,  and  as  large  a  number 
of  horses  and  carts,  as  have  been  employed  in  performing 
the  work  of  cleaning  all  the  streets  of  said  district  at  any 
one  time. 


Seventeenth. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
may,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  authorize  and 
require  the  Contractor  to  employ  additional  horses,  carte 
and  laborers,  at  current  market  rates  of  compensation, 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  snow  and  ice ;  but  such 
authorization  or  requirement  shall  be  made  in  writing, 
and  shall  specify  the  number  of  horses,  carts  and  laborers 
to  be  employed  and  the  period  of  their  employment. 

Such  written  authorization  or  requirement  shall  be  re- 
turned, with  the  accompanying  vouchers,  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Street  Cleaning,  within  one  month  after  the  date 
thereof. 

• 

Eighteenth.— The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
will  authorize,  in  writing,  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
necessary,  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  to 
dump,  or  cause  to  be  dumped,  snow  and  ice  from  the  ends, 
or  near  the  ends,  of  any  piers  into  the  waters  of  the 
North  or  Hudson  or  East  Rivers;  but  no  dead  animal  or 
carrion,  street  sweepings,  garbage,  or  any  putrid,  offen- 
sive, decaying  or  refuse  vegetable  or  animal  matter,  shall 
be  deposited  in  violation  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  of  the  Laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty.  No  snow  or  ice  shall  be  dumped  into  the  waters  of 
the  North  or  Hudson  or  East  Rivers  by  the  said  Contractor, 
his  agents  or  employees,  except  from  the  pidrs  or  ends  of 
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piers  designated  for  such  pui-poae.  fi-om  time  to  time,  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning. 

NiNKTEENTH. — Whenever  any  snow  plow,  sweeping  ma- 
cfaiue,    or  other  similar  instrument  for  fhe   purpose  of 
dealing  with  snow,  is  used  by  the  Contractor,  hia  agents 
or  employees,  if  the  throwing  up  of  the  snow  by  any  such 
plow,  machine  or  instrument  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,   render  the  street  or 
streets  unsafe  or  impassable  for  travel,  or  make  incon- 
Tenient  the  approach  to  the  curb-stone,  then  it  shjdl  be 
the  duty  of  said  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  to 
remove  and  carry  away,  with  due  diligence  and  to  the 
I     Batibfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  the 
I     snow  thrown   up  by  such  plow,  machine,  or  instrument, 
Lnd  to  reduce  the  snow  upon  the  street  or  streets  to  such 
^■■Bvel  as  to  make  it  convenient  Cor  all  vehicles  to  approach 
^HRb  curb-stones,  and  to  reader  the  whole  width  of  the  road- 
way safe  for  travel. 

Twentieth, — Nosnow-plow,  sweeping  machine,  orother 
instrument  for  sweeping  or  cleaning  the  streets  or  for 
melting  snow,  shall  be  used  by  the  Contractor,  bis  agents 
or  employees,  without  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Sti'eet  Cleaning  first  had  and  obtained  ;  and  all  such 
|)lows,  machines,  or  instruments  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
not  to  throw  any  snow,  dirt  or  slush  on  the  side- walks  or 
buildings. 

Twwry  Tivst. — The  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees, 
shall  not  cast,  throw,  or  sprinkle,  or  cause  to  be  cast, 
thrown  or  sprinkled,  any  salt  or  other  substance  in  or 
upon  any  street  or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  melting  any 
snow  or  ice  which  may  have  fallen,  accumulated  or  been 
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deposited  thereon,  without  the  permission  first  had  and 
ohtained  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Twenty-second. — The  drivers  of  all  carts  employed  as 
ash  or  garbage  carts,  shall  receive  all  ashes,  garbage, 
sweepings  and  rubbish  which  shall  be  delivered  to  thera, 
or  that  may  be  placed  upon  the  sidewalks  in  vessels,  or 
in  the  front  area  of  any  dwelling-house,  store  or  public 
building;  and  shall  remove  the  same  once  in  every  twenty- 
four  hours,  Sundays  excepted. 

Twenty-third. — Whenever  the  contents  of  any  vessel 
or  receptacle  shall  be  spilled  upon  the  sidewalks  or  gutters, 
the  drivers  will  take  up  or  gather  the  same,  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  taken  up  or  gathered  and  placed  in  the  carts. 
E^h  cart  shall  be  provided  with  a  broom  to  sweep  up 
ashes  or  garbage,  whenever  spilled  or  scattered  upon  the 
sidewalks  or  gutters. 

Twenty-fourth. — Receptacles  or  vessels  containing 
ashes  or  garbage,  when  emptied,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
places  from  which  they  were  removed,  whether  on  side- 
walks, in  areaways,  or  upon  outside  cellar  steps. 

Twenty-fifth. — The  carts  used  by  tlie  Contractor  shall 
be  strong  and  tight,  and  those  used  for  the  removal  of 
ashes  shall  be  adequately  and  tightly  covered,  and  each 
and  all  of  such  carts  shall  be  inspected  and  approved  by 
he  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  before  use. 

Twenty-sixth. — All  carts  used  by  the  Contractor  in  the 
work  of  cleaning  the  streets,  removing  snow  and  ice 
therefrom,  and  collecting  ashes,  garbage  and  street  sweep- 
ings, and  the  removal  of  the  same,  shall  be  numbered  and 
have  conspicuously  painted  upon  a  sign  on  their  sides  the 
names  of  the  Contractor  and  of  the  district. 
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TwENTT-SEVENTH. — All  stieets,  when  so  dry  that  dust 
will  rise  from  the  action  required  in  street  cleaning,  shall 
be  sprinkled  with  water  immediately  in  advance  of  the 
work  of  street  cleaning,  to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent 
the  dust  from  rising. 

TwENTY-KroHTH. — The  Contractor,  his  agonts  or  em- 
ployees, when  sweeping  or  cleaning  any  streets  or  causing 
them  to  be  swept  or  cleaned,  shall  properly  sciape  or  cause 
to  be  properly  scraped  the  gutters  and  pai  ts  of  streets  along 
which  the  water  will  run  before  the  water  is  suffered  to 
flow  from  any  hydrant  for  the  purpose  of  washing  the 
same,  in  order  that  no  substance  or  obstruction  be  carried 
into  any  of  the  receiving  basins  or  sewers. 

TWESTY-NIMTH.— As  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  exclusive  control  over  the  public  hydrants  and  use  of 
the  Croton  water,  and  sole  authority  to  grant  licenses  for 
the  sprinkling  of  the  sti-eets  with  water,  all  requirements 
of  these  specifications  as  to  the  sprinkling  of  the  streets  or 
the  use  of  water  are  made  subordinate  to  such  control  and 
authority,  and  the  Contractor  must  at  all  times  obtain  the 
necessary  permission  to  open  public  hydrants  and  use  the 
Croton  water,  and  the  licenses  to  sprinkle  the  streets. 

Thirtieth,— The  work  to  be  performed  by  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  will  be  observed  and  inspected  from  day 
to  day  by  employees  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning, 
to  ascertain  whether  the  conditions  and  agreements  of  the 
contract  are  performed  and  fulfilled,  and  reports  in  re- 
spect thereto  will  be  made  by  them  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning. 

TmBTY-FiBST.— The  Contractor,  hisagentsor  employees, 
Bhall  obey  and  conform  to  all  laws  and  ordinances  and 
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provisions  of  the  Sanitary  Code  relating  to  the  work,  or 
any  part  thereof,  required  to  be  done  under  these  specifi- 
cations and  contract,  and  shall  conform  to  such  regulations 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  prescribe  for  the  proper  performance  thereof, 
particularly  as  to  the  separate  collection  and  removal  of 
a&hes  and  garbage. 

Thirty-second. — The  Contractor  shall  furnish  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  at  his  office,  before 
twelve  o'clock  m.  of  each  day,  a  report  showing  all  the 
streets  cleaned  on  the  previous  day  or  night,  and  the 
streets  to  be  cleaned  upon  the  day  the  report  is  made  or 
on  the  night  following. 

Thirty-third. — The  cleaning  of  any  street  shall  not  in- 
clude the  removal  of  piles  of  rubbish  or  materials  belong- 
ing to  or  resulting  from  the  construction,  alteration  or 
repair  of  any  building,  deposited  or  remaining  upon  any 
street  in  front  of  or  alongside  any  such  building  or  struc- 
ture, but  the  rest  of  any  street  so  occupied  shall  be  cleaned 
and  kept  cleaned. 

Thirty-fourth. — Disorderly,  quarrelsome  or  incompet- 
ent employees  of  the  Contractor  must  be  discharged  im- 
mediately on  the  demand  of  the  Commissioner  of  Sti-eet 
Cleaning,  and  must  not  be  employed  again  without  his 
permission. 

TmRTY-FiFTH.-— No  money,  reward,  gratuity,  fee  or  other 
valuable  consideration,  except  the  compensation  hereunder 
agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be 
charged,  received  or  taken  by  the  Contractor,  or  any  of 
his  agents  or  employees,  for  doing  or  failing  to  do  any 
part  of  the  work  required  to  be  done  under  this  agreement; 
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an^  the  said  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  shall 
Hot,  under  any  circumstances,  without  the  consent  ex- 
pressed in  writing  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning. 
receive,  take  away  or  dump  any  building  material,  cellar 
dirt  or  any  substance  or  material  whatsoever,  except  those 
provided  for  and  specified  in  this  agreement. 

Thirty-sixth. — Whenever  and  wherever  in  this  agree- 
ment the  word  "  Contractor  "  or  the  phrase  "  party  of  the 
first  part "  is  used,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
mean  and  intend  the  party  or  parties  (as  the  case  may  be) 
of  the  first  part  to  this  agreement. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees,  that  if  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
the  proper  cleaning  of  said  streets,  or  any  part  them,  shall 
l»e  omitted  or  neglected,  or  any  part  of  the  street  dirt, 
ashes  oi-  garbage  shall  not  he  collected  and  removed  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract,  or  if  any 
of  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  contract  shall  be 
violated  and  notice  shall  be  given  to  said  party  of  the  first 
part  by  said  Commissioner  of  such  neglect,  omission  or 
violation,  and  said  neglect,  omission  or  violation  shali  con- 
ttnae  for  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning  shall  have  the  power  to  procure  such 
implements  and  appliances,  and  to  employ  such  labor  as 
may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  work  provided  for  in 
this  contract,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  nec. 
essarj',  and  to  charge  the  expense  of  the  same  to  said 
party  of  the  fii-st  part,  and  to  deduct  and  retain  the  same 
out  of  any  money  that  may  be  due  or  become  due  to  said 
party  of  the  first  part  under  this  agreement  or  from  the 
sfKicial  deposit  in  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  City 
of  New  York. 
_It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the 
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term  for  and  during  which  the  work  to  be  done  under  this 
agreement  is  to  he  performed,  shall  be  for  a  period  of  two 
years,  both 

days  inclusive,  unless  it  shall  be  sooner  terminated  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  contract. 

It  is  further  mutually  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto  that  tjie  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  at 
any  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  annul  and 
cancel  this  contract  upon  giving  ten  days'  notice  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  that  the  action  of  said  Com- 
missioner in  so  annulling  or  cancelUng  this  contract  shall 
be  in  all  respects  final  and  conclusive,  and  binding  upon  the 
parties  hereto,  and  that  thereupon  this  contract  shall  be 
terminated  and  void,  annulled  and  cancelled,  and  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  no  claim  or  action  for 
any  damages  or  compensation  for  or  on  account  of  annul- 
Ung  or  cancelling  this  contract. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  undertakes, 
promises,  and  agrees  to  do  all  the  street  cleaning  and  col- 
lect all  the  materials,  and  remove  the  same  according  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  contract,  for  the  sum  of 

dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  at  the 
times  and  in  the  manner  herein  stipulated,  subject  to  the 
right  of  the  Commissioner  to  make  deductions  from  the 
monthly  payments,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  be- 
tween the  parties  hereto,  that  the  above  last-mentioned 
sum  shall  be  the  sole  compensation  for  the  work  to  be  per- 
formed under  this  contract,  except  as  herein  elsewhere 
provided  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice,  and  that  no 
claim  shall  be  made  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  his  suc- 
cessors, assigns  or  personal  representatives,  for  any  greater 
or  extra  compensation. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of 
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the  undertakings,  stipulations  and  agreements  on  the  part 
of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  be  performed,  fulfilled 
and  kept,  will  pay  to  the  said  paity  of  the  first  part  the 
sum  of  dollars  per 

annum,  in  monthly  payments,  each  of  which  shall  he  of 
an  amount  that  bears  the  same  proportion  to  the  entire 
sum  that  is  to  be  paid  for  one  year  as  the  numbei-  of  days

street  dirt,  from  any  of  said  streets,  to  the  stipulations 
of  this  contract,  then  the  said  Commissioner  may  deduct 
from  such  monthly  payment  a  sum  or  amount  that 
shall  hear  the  same  ratio  to  the  whole  amount  of  such 
monthly  payment  as  the  work  so  neglected  or  omitted 
bears  to  the  whole  amount  of  work  to  be  done  during  such 
month  or  period  for  which  payment  is  to  be  made. 

The  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  deposit  with 
the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  on  or  before  the 
execution  of  this  contract  or  agreement,  eight  thousand 
dollars  in  cash  or  securities  approved  and  accepted  by  the 
said  Comptroller,  as  an  additional  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  agree- 
ment, and  as  a  fund  to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  Com- 
ioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  to  pay  for  any  expense  that 
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may  be  incurred  under  this  agreement  by  the  said  Com- 
missioner or  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  by  reason  of 
the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  faithfully 
comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  agreement. 

The  said  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  is  to  remain  on 
deposit  with  said  Comptroller  without  interest,  and  if  not 
used,  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  the  purposes  for  which 
the  same  was  deposited,  the  said  sum  or  the  unexpended 
portion  thereof  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  his  assigns,  or  personal  representatives,  upon  the 
completion  of  the  contract  or  the  abrogation  thereof. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  covenants  and 
agrees  that  he  will  give  his  personal  attention  to  the 
faithful  prosecution  of  said  work ;  that  he  will  not  assign 
or  sublet  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  pre- 
vious written  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning  endorsed  on  this  agreement,  but  will  keep  the 
same  under  his  own  control ;  that  he  will  not  assign  by 
power  of  attorney  or  otherwise  any  of  the  moneys  payable 
under  this  agreement,  unless  by  and  with  the  like  consent, 
to  be  signified  in  like  manner. 

It  is  further  mutually  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  be- 
tween the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the  undertakings, 
agreements  and  stipulations  contained  herein,  shall  bind 
and  be  obligatory  upon  the  executors,  administrators, 
assigns,  successors  and  legal  representatives  of  the 
respective  parties  hereto. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto,  that  if  at  any  time  before  or  within  thirty  days 
after  the  whole  work  herein  agreed  to  be  performed  has 
been  completed  and  properly  done  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  any 
person  or  persons  claiming  to  have  performed  any  labor

— The  Second  class,  consisting  of  the  streets 
and  parts  of  streets  shown  by  blue  lines  on  the  map  hereto 
annexed  and  described  in  schedule  "  C  "  hereto  annexed, 
shall  be  completely  cleaned  throughout  their  entire  length 
and  width,  and  the  dirt  removed  «three  times  a  week,  at 
uniform  periods  for  each  street. 

Twelfth. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may 
authorize  or  require  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this 
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contract  to  be  done  at  any  hours  of  the  day  or  night  other 
than  those  enumerated  in  sections  ten,  eleven  and  twelve 
of  these  specifications,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  neces- 
sary so  to  do,  but  he  shall  not  make  any  alterations  of 
these  hours,  except  upon  the  written  application  of  the 
Contractor,  without  giving  one  week's  notice  of  his  inten- 
tion to  require  the  work  to  be  done  at  a  different  time,  or 
between  different  hours  than  those  mentioned  in  said 
sections 

THiRTKEpiTH. — lu  addition  to  tlie  obligations  for  periodi- 
cal cleaning  of  streets  recited  above,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part  to  keep  all  the  streets  within  the 
Second  Street-Cleaning  District  at  all  times  in  such  condi- 
tion of  cleanliness  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
BKiDer  of  Street  Cleaning,  be  necessary;  and  upon  notice 
fconi  the  said  Commissioner,  that  in  order  to  fully  comply 
with  this  section  a  specific  place  or  places  require  cleaning, 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  cause  such  cleaning  to  be 
done  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  and  in  case  of 
default  it  shall  be  optional  with  the  said  Comraissioner  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  done  and  charge  the  expense  thereof 
to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  deduct  the  expense 
thereof  from  the  next  accruing  monthly  payment. 

FocRTEKNTH.— The  Contractor  shall,  once  in  every 
twenty  four  hours,  sweep  and  clean  the  streets  or  parts  of 
streets  immediately  surrounding  all  public  mai'kets,  and 
also,  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  sweep  and  clean 
around  and  about  all  hack-stands  within  the  Second  Street- 
Cleaning  District. 

FlFTBBNTH. — Snow  shall  be  removed  from  the  following 
streets:

Third  avenue,  from  the  Bowery  to  EJast  Fourteenth 

street. 
Fourth  avenue,  from  the  Bowery  to  East  Fourteenth 

street. 
And  such  other  streets  as  the  Commissioner  may 

designate. 

Sixteenth. — The  work  of   removing  snow  from  the 
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streets  enumerated  in  the  last  section  shaH  be  performed 
IB  the  following  manner  : 

1.  While  snow  is  falling  all  crosswalks  for  foot  pas- 
sengers shall  he  kept  clear,  and  proper  efiforts  made  to 
deep  the  traffic  open. 

If  there  should  be  a  high  wind  at  the  time,  and  the 
snow  drifts  in  consequence,  the  drifts  of  snow  shall  be  cut 
through  or  leveled  to  permit  th«  traffic  of  veliicles  to 
continue. 

a.  As  soon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  all  the  force  of 
laborers  Employed  by  the  Contractor  shall  be  immediately 
put  to  work  to  clear  the  gutters  and  openings  into  sewers. 
in  preparation  for  a  sudden  thaw,  and  the  snow  shall  be 
carted  away  at  once  from  such  streets  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning ;  in  other 
streets  the  Contractor  shall  use  snow  plows,  or  with  gangs 
of  laborers  shovel  the  snow  into  long,  narrow  heaps  on 
each  side  of  the  street,  taking  care  to  leave  the  gutters, 
ciosswalks  and  openings  into  sewers  clear,  and  a  sufficient 
space  between  the  heaps,  in  order  to  allow  the  foot  pas- 
sengers to  cross  the  street,  and  also  to  let  the  water  reach 
gutters  as  soon  as  the  snow  begins  to  melt.  Such 
1  shall  be  removed  within  three  days  after  they  have 
.  formed. 

3.  If  it  shall  appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commis- 
sonerof  Street  Cleaning,  that  the  work  described  in  the 
second  subdivision  of  this  seventeenth  section  cannot,  by 
reason  of  an  unusual  accumulation  of  snow,  be  performed 
bj  the  Contractor  within  the  time  therein  fixed  for  such 
performance,  the  said  Commissioner  will  allow  such  fur- 
ther time  therefor  as  he  may  deem  proper.     The  spirit 

1  intent  of  this  seventeenth  section  being  that  the  Con- 
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tractor  shall,  in  removing  snow  and  ice,  faithfully  employ 
as  great  an  amount  of  labor,  and  as  large  a  number  of 
horses  and  carts>  as  have  been  employed  in  performing 
the  work  of  cleaning  all  the  streets  of  said  district  at  any 
one  time. 

Seventeenth. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
may,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  authorize  and 
require  the  Contractor  to  employ  additional  horses,  carts 
and  laborers,  at  current  market  rates  of  compensation, 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  snow  and  ice;  but  such 
authorization  or  requirement  shall  be  made  in  writing, 
and  shall  specify  the  number  of  horses,  carts  and  laborers 
to  be  employed,  and  the  period  of  their  employment. 

Such  written  authorization  or  requirement  shall  be 
returned,  with  the  accompanying  vouchers,  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Street  Cleaning,  within  one  month  after  the 
date  thereof. 

EiOHTEENTH. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
will  authorize,  in  writing,  from  time  to  time  ^  may  be 
necessary,  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  to 
dump,  or  caused  to  be  dumped,  snow  and  ice  from  the 
ends,  or  near  the  ends,  of  any  piers  into  the  waters  of  the 
North  or  Hudson  or  East  Rivers,  but  no  dead  animal  or 
carrion,  street  sweepings,  garbage  or  any  putrid,  offensive, 
decaying  or  refuse  vegetable  or  animal  matter,  shall  be 
deposited  in  violation  of  Chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  of  the  Laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty.  No  snow  or  ice  shall  be  dumped  into  the  waters 
of  the  North  or  Hudson  or  East  Rivers  by  the  said  Con- 
tractor, his  agent  s  or  employees,  except  from  the  piers,  or 
ends  of  piers,  designated  for  such  purpose,  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning. 
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Nineteenth.  — Whenever  any  snow-pTowT^  Bwe^fflig 
machine  or  other  similar  instrument  for  the  purpose  of 
dealing  with  snow,  is  used  by  the  Contractor,  his  agents 
or  employees,  if  the  throwing  up  of  the  snow  by  any  such 
plow,  machine  or  instrument  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  CleEming,  render  the  street  or 
streets  unsafe  or  impassable  for  travel,  or  make  inconveni- 
ent approach  to  the  curbstone,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  to  remove 
and  carry  away,  with  due  diligence  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  the  snow  thrown 
up  by  such  plow,  machine  or  instrument,  and  to  reduce 
the  snow  upon  the  street  or  streets  to  such  a  level  as  to 
make  it  convenient  for  all  vehicles  to  approach  the  curb- 
stones, and  render  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway  safe 
for  travel. 

Twentieth. — No  snow-plow,  sweeping  machine  or  other 
instrument  for  sweeping  or  cleaning  the  streets  or  for  melt- 
ing snow,  shall  be  used  by  the  contractor,  his  agents  or 
employees,  without  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Street  Cleaning  first  had  and  obtained;  and  all  such 
plows,  machines  or  instruments  shall  be  so  constructed 
86  not  to  throw  any  snow,  dirt  or  slush  on  the  sidewalks 
or  buildings. 


TWENTT-FIRST, — The  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employ- 
eee,  shall  not  cast,  throw  or  sprinkle,  or  cause  to  be  cast; 
thrown  or  sprinkled,  any  salt  or  other  substance  in  or  upon 
any  street  or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  melting  any  snow 
or  ice  which  may  have  fallen,  accumulated  or  been  de- 
posited thereon,  without  the  permission  first  had  and  ob- 
tained from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
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Twenty-second. — The  drivers  of  all  carts  employed  as 
ash  or  garbage  carts  shall  receive  all  ashes,  garbage,  sweep- 
ings and  rubbish  which  shall  be  delivered  to  them,  or  that 
may  be  placed  upon  the  sidewalks  in  vessels,  or  in  the  front 
area  of  any  dwelling  house,  store  or  public  building,  and 
shall  remove  the  same  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours, 
Sundays  excepted. 

TwENTY-TmRD. — Whenever  the  contents  of  any  vessds 
or  receptacles  shall  be  spilled  upon  the  sidewalks  or  gut- 
ters, the  drivers  will  take  up  or  gather  the  same,  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  taken  up  or  gathered  and  placed  in  the 
carts.  Each  cari*  shall  be  provided  with  a  broom  to  sweep 
up  ashes  or  garbage,  whenever  spilled  or  scattered  upon 
the  sidewalks  or  guttei^. 

Twenty-fourth. — Receptacles  or  vessels  containing 
ashes  or  garbage,  when  emptied,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
places  from  which  they  wjere  removed,  whether  on  side- 
walks, in  areaways  or  upon  outside  cellar  steps. 

Twenty-fifth. — The  carts  used  by  the  Contractor  shall 
be  strong  and  tight,  and  those  used  for  the  removal  of 
ashes  shall  be  aidequately  and  tightly  covered,  and  each 
and  all  of  such  carts  shall  be  inspected  and  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  before  use. 

Twenty-sixth.— All  carts  used  by  the  Contractor  in  the 
work  of  cleaning  the  streets,  removing  snow  and  ice  there- 
from, and  collecting  ashes,  garbage  and  street  sweepings, 
and  the  removal  of  the  same,  shall  be  numbered  and  have 
conspicuously  painted  upon  a  sign  on  their  sides  the  names 
of  the  Contractor  and  of  the  district. 

Twenty-seventh. — All  streets,  when  so  dry  that  dust 
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will  rise  from  the  action  l^'quiretl  in  street  cleaning,  shall 
besprinkled  with  water  immediately  in  advance  of  the 
work  of  sti'eet  cleaning,  to  such  an  extent  ae  to  prevent 
the  dust  from  rising. 

TwBNTy- EIGHTH. — The  Contractor,  his  agents  or  em- 
ployees, when  sweeping  or  cleaning  any  streets,  or  cans- 
log  them  to  be  swept  or  cleaned,  shall  properly  scrape,  or 
caose  t'j  be  properly  scraped,  the  gutters  and  parts  of 
rtwets  along  which  the  water  will  run  before  the  water  is 
suffered  to  flow  from  any  hydrant  for  the  purpose  of 
waghiag  the  same,  in  oi-der  that  no  substance  or  ob- 
i^ction  be  carried  into  any  uf  the  receivii^  basins  or 


TwESTT-NiNTH.— As  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  exclusive  control  over  the  public  hydrants  and  use  of 
theCroton  water,  and  sole  authority  to  grant  licenses  for 
I  the  sprinkling  of  the  streets  with  water,  all  requirements 
of  these  specifications  as  to  the  sprinkhng  of  the  streets 
or  the  use  of  water,  are  made  Bubordiuate  to  such  control 
and  authority,  and  the  Contractor  must  at  all  times  obtain 
the  necessary  permission  to  open  public  hydrants  and  use 
the  Croton  water,  and  the  licenses  to  sprinkle  the  streets. 

Thirtieth. — The  work  to  be  performed  by  the  said 
party  of  the  tirst  part  will  be  observed  and  inspected  from 
flay  to  day  by  employees  of  the  Department  of  Street 
Cleaning,  to  ascertain  whether  the  conditions  and  agree- 
Dients  of  the  contract  are  performed  and  fulfilled,  and 
reports  in  respect  thereto  will  l>e  made  by  them  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning. 

THncTY-FiRST. — The  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees, 
shall  obey  and  conform  to  all  laws  and  ordinances  and 
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provisions  of  the  Sanitary  Code  relating  to  the  work,  or 
any  part  thereof,  required  to  be  done  under  these  specifi- 
cations and  contract,  and  shall  conform  to  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  deem 
necessary,  and  prescribe  for  the  proper  performance 
thereof,  particularly  as  to  the  separate  collection  and  re- 
moval of  ashes  and  garbage. 

TmRTY-SECOND. — The  Contractor  shall  furnish  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  at  his  oflSce,  before 
twelve  o'clock  m.  of  each  day,  a  report  showing  all  the 
the  streets  cleaned  upon  the  previous  day  or  night,  and 
the  streets  to  be  cleaned  upon  the  day  the  report  is  n)ad3 
or  on  the  night  following. 

TmRTY-TmRD. — The  cleaning  of  any  street  shall  not  in- 
clude the  removal  of  piles  of  rubbish  or  materials  belong- 
ing to,  or  resulting  from,  the  construction,  alteration  or 
repair  of  any  building,  deposited  or  remaining  upon  any 
street  in  front  of  or  alongside  any  such  building  or  struc- 
ture, but  the  rest  of  any  street  so  occupied  shall  be  cleaned 
and  kept  clean. 

TmRTY-FOURTH.  —Disorderly,  quarrelsome  or  incompe- 
tent employees  of  the  Contractor  must  be  discharged  im- 
mediately, on  the  demand  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  and  must  not  be  employed  again  without  his 
permission. 

TmRTY-FiFTH. — No  money,  reward,  gratuity,  fee  or 
other  valuable  consideration,  except  the  compensation 
hereunder  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  shall  be  charged,  received  or  taken  by  the  Contractor, 
or  any  of  his  agents  or  employees,  for  doing  or  failing  to 
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do  any  part  of  tho  work  required  to  be  done  undi 
agreement;  and  the  said  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employ- 
ees, shall  not,  under  any  circumstances,  without  the  con- 
sent, expressed  in  writing,  of  the  Coniraissioaer  of  Street 
Cleaning,  receive,  take  away  or  dump  any  building 
material,  cellar  dirt  or  any  substance  or  material  whatso- 
ever, except  those  provided  for  and  specified  in  this 
agreement. 


Thihty-sixth. — Whenever  and  wherever  in  this  agree- 
ment the  woi-d  "Contractor,"  or  the  phrase  "  party  of  the 
first  part,"  is  used,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
mean  and  intend  the  party  or  parties  (as  the  case  may  be) 
of  the  first  part  to  this  agreement. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  that  if,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  the 
proper  cleaning  of  said  streets,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall 
be  omitted  or  neglected,  or  any  part  of  the  sti-eet  dirt, 
ashes  or  garbage  shall  not  be  collected  and  I'emoved,  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract,  or  if  any  of 
the  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  contract  shall  be  vio- 
lated, and  notice  shall  be  given  io  said  party  of  the  first 
part  by  said  Commissioner  of  such  neglect,  omission  or 
violation,  and  said  neglect,  omission  or  violation  shall 
continue  for  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Street  Cleaning  shall  have  the  power  to  procure 
such  implements  and  appliances,  and  to  employ  such 
Iibor  as  may  be  necessary  tti  complete  the  work  provided 
for  in  this  contract,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  and  to  charge  the  expense  of  the  same  to  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  to  deduct  and  retain  the  same 
out  of  any  money  that  may  be  due  or  become  due  to  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  under  this  agreement,  or  from  the 
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special  deposit  in  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  City 
of  New  York, 

It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the 
term  for  and  during  which  the  work  to  be  done  under  this 
agreement  is  to  be  performed,  shall  be  for  a  period  of  two 
years,  from 

both  days  inclusive,  unless  it  shaU  be 
sooner  terminated  according  to  the  provisions  of  t^is  con- 
tract. 

It  is  further  mutually  agi-eed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto,  that  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  at 
any  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  annul  and  can- 
cel this  contract  upon  giving  ten  days'  notice  to  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  that  the  action  of  said  Commissioner 
in  so  annulling  or  cancelling  this  contract  shall  be  in  all 
respects  final  and  conclusive  and  binding  upon  the  parties 
hereto,  and  that  thereupon  this  contract  shall  be  termina- 
ted and  void,  annulled  and  cancelled,  and  the  said  partyof 
the  first  part  shall  have  no  claim  or  action  for  any  damages 
or  compensation  for  or  on  account  of  annulling  or  cancell- 
ingr  this  contract. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  undertakes,  promi- 
ses and  agrees  to  do  all  the  street-cleaning,  and  collect  all  the 
materials,  and  remove  the  same  according  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  contract  for  the  sum  of  dollars 

per  annum,  to  be  paid  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner 
herein  stipulated,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Commissioner 
to  make  deductions  from  the  monthly  payments,  as  hereih- 
after  provided. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  be- 
tween the  parties  hereto,  that  the  above  last  mentioned 
sum  shall  be  the  sole  compensation  for  the  work  to  be  per- 
formed under  this  contract,  except  as  herein  elsewhere 
provided  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice,  and  that  no 
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claim  shall  be  made  by  the  party  of  the  firat  part)  ti^' 
cessors,  assigns  or  personal  representatives,  for  any  greater 
or  extra  compensation. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  consideration  of  the 
undertakings,  stipulations  and  agreements  on  the  part  of 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  be  performed,  fulfilled 
and  kept,  will  pay  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
the  sum  of  dollars  per  annum,  in 

monthly  payments,  each  of  which  shall  be  of  an  amount 
that  bears  the  same  proportion  to  the  entire  sum  that  is  to 
be  paid  for  one  year  as  the  number  of  days  in  the  month 
for  which  the  payment  is  made  bears  to  the  whole  number 
of  days  in  the  year;  provided  that  the  party  of  the  second 
part  may  and  shall  at  all  times  reserve  and  retain  out  of 
said  Jiayments,  or  either  of  them,  all  such  sum  or  sums  as 
by  the  terms  of  this  contract,  or  of  any  law  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  they  are  or  may  be  authorized  to  reserve  or 
retain.  And  provided  further,  that  if  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  the  party  of  the 
first  part  has  failed  or  neglected,  at  any  time,  during  the 
current  month  for  which  payment  is  to  be  made,  to  collect 
and  remove  the  ashes,  garbage,  or  street  dirt,  from  any  of 
said  streets,  according  to  the  stipulations  of  this  contract, 
then  the  said  Commissioner  may  deduct  from  such  monthly 
payment  a  sum  or  amount  that  shall  bear  the  same  ratio 
to  the  whole  amount  of  such  monthly  payment  as  the 
work  80  neglected  or  omitted  bears  to  the  whole  amount 
of  work  to  be  done  during  such  month  or  period  for  which 
payment  is  to  !»  made. 

The  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  deposit  with 
the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  on  or  before  the 
execution  of  this  contract  or  agreement  twelve  thousand 
doUara  in  cash  or  securities  approved  and  accepted  by  the 
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said  Comptroller,  as  an  additional  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  agree* 
ment,  and  as  a  fund  to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning,  to  pay  for  any  expense  that  may  be  in- 
curred under  this  agreement  by  the  said  Commissioner  or 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  by  reason  or  the  failure  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part  to  faithfully  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  agreement. 

The  said  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  to  remain  on 
deposit  with  said  Comptroller  without  interest,  and  if  not 
used,  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  the  purposes  for  which 
the  same  was  deposited,  the  said  sum  or  the  unexpended 
portion  thereof  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  his  assigns,  or  personal  representatives,  upon  the 
completion  of  the  contract  or  the  abrogation  thereof. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  covenants  and 
agrees  that  he  will  give  his  personal  attention  to  the  faith- 
ful prosecution  of  said  work;  that  he  will  not  assign  or 
sublet  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  previous 
written  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
endorsed  on  this  agreement,  but  will  keep  the  same  under 
his  own  control;  that  he  will  not  assign  by  power  of  at- 
torney or  otherwise  any  of  the  moneys  payable  under  this 
agreement,  unless  by  and  with  the  like  consent,  to  be  sig- 
nified in  like  manner. 

It  is  further  mutually  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  be- 
tween the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the  undertakings, 
agreements  and  stipulations  contained  herein,  shall  bind 
and  be  obligatory  upon  the  executors,  administrators,  as- 
signs, successors  and  legal  representatives  of  the  respec- 
tive parties  hereto. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto,  that  if,  at  any  time  before  or  within  thirty  days 
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after  the  whole  work  herein  agreed  to  be  performed  has 
been  completed  aiid  properly  done  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  any  per- 
son or  persons  claiming  to  have  performed  any  labor  or 
furnished  any  machine,  implement,  appliance  or  material 
towards  the  performance  or  completion  of  this  contract, 
shall  tile  with  the  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  and 
with  the  head  of  the  Finance  Department  of  the  said  City 
of  New  York,  any  such  notice  as  is  described  in  the  Act 
of  the  Legifilatm^  of  the  State  of  New  York.,  passed  May 
22,  1878,  entitled,  "An  act  to  secure  the  payment  of  la- 
borers, mechanics,  merchants,  tradera  and  persons  furnish-

Sir, — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  2(1  instant  calling 
my  attention  to  the  following  Acts  of  the  Legislature  : 

1.  Chapter  524,  Laws  of  1884,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the 
relief  of  Mary  A.  Vandewater." 

2.  Chapter  b2,  Laws  of  1885,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the 
relief  of  Lawrence  Collins, " 

3.  Chapter  90,  Laws  of  lis8G,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the 
rehef  of  Joseph  Steinert." 

4.  Chapter  i!23,  Laws  of  1886,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the 
relief  of  William  L.  Cole,"  etc. 

5.  Chapter  457.  Laws  of  1885,  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  Boaid  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tioDQient  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  examine  into,  audit 
and  allow  certain  claims  for  damages,"  etc.

of  the  Legislature  relating  thereto." 
I  assume,  in  view  of  special  provisions  of  the  several 
I  in  relation  to  the  time  at  which  the  action  of  the 
d  and  of  the  Comptroller  is  directed  to  be  taken,  that 
fcinquiry  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
I  •intended  to  raise  the  question,  whether  action  may  now 
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be  taken,  which  by  the  act  is  directed  to  be  included  in  the 
final  estimate  for  the  year  1886. 

The  Act  No.  1  provides  that  the  Comptroller  be  author- 
ized to  examine  the  claim  of  Mary  A.  Vande water,  and  fix 
and  determine  what  sum,  if  any,  is  justly  due  on  account 
of  the  claim  ;  the  Comptroller  is  authorized  to  certify  to 
the  Board  of  Apportionment  the  sum  determined  by  him, 
if  any,  and  the  Board  is  authorized  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  payment  of  the  same,  "and  include  the 
amount  thereof  in  the  final  estimate  for  the  year  1885, 
and  the  said  amount  or  sum  so  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  said  Comptroller  and  appropriated  by  said  Board  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Comptroller  to  said  Mary  A.  Vandewater 
upon  receiving  from  her  a  full  release  of  all  claims  against 
theCityof  New  York." 

The  second  act  named  provides  that  the  Comptroller 
shall  be  authorized  to  examine  the  claim  of  Lawrence 
Collins  and  receive  certain  proofs  thereof,  and  that  if,  in 
his  judgment,  such  claim,  or  any  portion  thereof,  is  proper 
and  just,  and  ought  equitably  to  be  paid  by  the  City,  the 
Comptroller  is  authorized  to  audit  and  certify  the  amount 
of  such  claim  for  salary  at  the  rate  established  by  law, 
with  interest,  or  such  portion  of  such  claim  as  to  him 
seems  proper  to  allow,  but  the  Comptroller  shall  certify 
the  amount  so  audited  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment, which  Board  shall  thereupon  make  an  ap- 
propriation for  the  payment  thereof,  and  the  amount  so 
appropriated  shall  be  included  in  the  final  estimate  for  the 
year  1886,  and  paid  to  the  claimant. 

The  third  act  above  named  provides  that  the  Comp- 
troller is  authorized  to  inquire  into  the  claim  of  Joseph

Comptroller  is  authorized  to  audit  and  allow  the  same, 
and  draw  his  warrant  for  the  amount  of  salary  found  un- 
paid and  audited  and  allowed,  as  aforesaid,  in  favor  of 
Jeeeph  Steinert,  upon  receiving  a  release  of  the  claim. 
The  Comptroller  is  also  anthorizetl  to  make  such  payment 
out  of  any  balances  in  the  City  Treasury  to  the  credit  of 
District  Court  appropriations,  and  to  raise  stich  sum  as 
may  be  necessary  to  make  the  payment  by  the  issue  of 
revenue  bonds.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment is  authorized  to  make  provision  for  the  payment  of 
the  revenue  bonds  in  the  final  estimate  for  the  year  1886.

By  the  fifth  act  above  mentioned,  the  Boai'd  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  is  authorized,  irrespective  of  any 
Statute  of  Limitations,  to  examine  into  and  determine  cer- 
Wn  claims  for  damages,  and  to  audit  and  allow  the 
siDOunt  of  such  damages  for  the  sum  that  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  Board  may  be  just  in  the  premises,  and  the 
Comptroller  is  authorized  to  pay  the  amount  so  audited 
]  Md  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
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By  the  sixth  act  above  named,  the  C!omptroller  is  au- 
thorized to  examine  claims  against  the  city  for  advertising 
in  the  New  York  Mercury,  certain  notices  and  proceeding, 
and  to  determine  what  amount,  if  any,  is  justly  due  for 
said  advertising.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment is  authorized  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  amount  so  fixed  and  determined,  ''  which  said 
appropriation  shall  be  included  in  the  final  estimate  made 
by  said  Board  for  the  year  1886,"  and  the  Comptroller  is 
authorized  and  required  to  pay  the  amount  so  fixed,  de- 
termined and  appropriated  to  the  person  entitled  thereto 
on  receiving  a  release. 

Your  letter  informs  me  that  none  of  the  steps  required 
by  the  several  acts  have  been  taken  by  the  Comptroller  or 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  several  Acts  (except  No.  5) 
require  that  the  exanfination  and  audit  should  be  com- 
pleted, and  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  respective 
claimants  should  be  included  in  the  final  estimate  either 
of  the  year  1885  or  1886. 

If,  therefore,  it  be  essential  to  the  relief  of  the  claim- 
ants, under  the  respective  Acts  referred  to,  that  the  exam- 
ination, audit,  allowance,  appropriation  and  raising  of  the 
moneys  for  their  relief,  should  be  done  at  the  time  named 
in  the  respective  statutes,  their  rights  have  lapsed,  by 
reason  of  the  failure  of  the  respective  pubUc  officers,  there- 
in  named,  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  within* 
ths  prescribed  period. 

I  am,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes,  in  respect  to  the  time  within  which  the  appropri- 
ation is  to  be  made,  and  money  raised,  respectively,  are 
directory  only,  and  not  of  the  essence  of  the  statutes. 

The  rule  is  that  when  a  statut,e  specifies  the  time  within 
which  a  public  officer  is  to  perform  an  act  regarding  the 
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;hts  and  duties  of  others,  it  will  be  considered  as  di_ 
jtory  merely,  unless  the  nature  of  the  act  to  be  reviewed, 
the  language  of  the  Statute,  shows  the  designation  of 
ne  was  intended  as  a  limitation  of  power.

In  the  statute  cited,  the  essential  featuras  are  those 
hich  secure  to  the  claimants  a  right  to  have  their  claims 
tamined,  and  which  impose  upon  the  Comptroller  the 
ity  of  examining  and  auditing,  in  his  discretion,  and 
jon  the  Board  of  Apportionment  to  provide  the  means  of 
lyment  in  case  the  claims  are  audited.  The  feature  of 
me  is  evidently  non-essential,  not  involving  any  con- 
ition  of  jurisdiction  or  power,  but  concerning  only  the 
lode  of  proceeding.

In  that  case,  the  sum  of  81,000  had  been  authorized  to 
«  raised  for  an  extraordinary  village  expenditure,  under 
in  act  which  provided  that  the  Trustees  of  the  village 
should,  within  twenty  days  after  an  extraordinary  expen- 
diture shall  have  been  voted,  proceed  toassess  the  amount.

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this  case  was  made  out  in  season,  but  there  are  no  nega- 
tive words  in  the  statute  such  as  would  necessarily  make 
it  imperative  ;  and,  in  such  a  case,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public,  the  act  may  be  done  after  the  time  has  elapsed,  the 
statute  as  to  time  being  directory  only." 

In  Dwarris  on  Statutes,  p.  223,  it  is  said  : 

"  When  a  Statute  directs  a  person  to  do  a  thing  in  a 
certain  time  without  any  negative  words  restraining  him 
from  doing  it  afterwards,  the  naming  of  the  time  will  be  | 
considered  as  directory  to  him,  and  not  a  limitation  upon 
his  authority."

I  therefore,  in  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the  « 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  advise  you  that,  in  i 
my  opinion,  the  power  of  that  Board  to  take  the  adacn  \ 
directed  in  the  several  statutes  above  mentioned  is  not  i 
lapsed,  and  that  the  Board  continues  to  be  vested  with  sad 
power  and  is  now  competent  to  act  under  said  statuteB, 
notwithstanding  the  expiration  of  the  time  therein  men*  -. 
tioned. 

Your  letter  also  asks  my  opinion  "  as  to  the  authori^ 
conferred  by  said  acts  to  examine  and  determine  the  eqvi- 
ties  of  the  claims  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  anj  . 
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such  amounts  as  may  be  found  due  upon  them;"  and  for 
my  advice  also  as  to  the  proper  and  legal  method  of  pro- 
ceeding to  dispose  of  each  claim  under  the  special  act  con- 
cerning it. 

You  also  ask  my  advice  as  to  the  action  to  be  taken 
under  the  provisions  of  law  contained  in  the  several  acts. 

First. — Under  the  act  fii-st  mentioned,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Comptroller  (iHo  examine  the  claim;  (2)  to  fix  and  de- 
termine what  sum  or  amount,  with  interest,  if  any,  is  still 
due;  (3>tofileacertificatethereof  in  hisoflBce;  (4)  to  certify 
to  the  Board  of  Esti  mate  and  Apportionment  the  sum  fixed 
by  him,  if  any;  and  (S)  if  an  appropriation  is  made  by  the 
Board,  then  to  pay  the  claim  upon  receiving  a  full  release. 
Your  letter  informs  me  that  the  "Justice  or  equity  of 
this  claim  has  never  been  admitted  or  recognized  by  the 
officers  representing  the  city.  It  is  believed  that  its  legality 
cannot  be  established  in  court." 

Under  the  statute  the  Comptroller  is  made  the  sole  judge 
of  the  justice  and  equity  of  the  claim,  and  it  is  committed 
solely  to  hia  discretion  to  say  whether  anything  is  due 
thereon,  and  to  reject  the  same  if,  in  his  opinion,  nothing 
is  still  due. 

The  sole  duty  of  the  Comptroller,  under  the  act,  toward 
the  claimant,  in  this  i-espect.  is  that  he  shall  examine  the 
claim;  and  if  its  justice  or  equity  is  not  admitted  or  recog- 
nized by  him,  he  is  not  bound  to  allow  anything  to  the 
claimant  therefor. 

The  duty  of  examination,  moreover,  which  is  imposed 
by  the  statute  upon  your  predecessor,  is  an  official  duty  to 
which  you  have  succeeded,  with  the  same  discretion  which 
was  confen-ed  by  the  act  upon  your  predecessor. 


[COKD.— Under  the  act  secondly  above  named,  it  is  the 
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duty  of  the  Comptroller,  upon  receiving  the  proof  thereii] 
described,  to  certify  the  claim  of  Mr.  Collins  for  salary  as 
Messenger  of  the  Clerk  of  Special  Sessions,  or  any  portion 
thereof  which  he  considers  proper  and  just,  with  interest, 
to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  which  Board 
is  directed  to  make  the  necessary  appropriation  for  the 
payment  of  the  amount  so  certified. 

The  discretion  of  the  Comptroller  under  this  act  is  ample 
and  unlimited,  with  respect  to  the  allowance  of  the  claim; 
he  is  not  compelled  to  allow  anything,  unless  he  is  con- 
vinced that  the  claim  is  proper  and  just,  and  ought  equit- 
ably to  be  paid. 

The  only  limit  imposed  upon  his  discretion  by  the  act 
seems  to  be  that,  if  he  shall  allow  the  claim  for  salary  for 
any  period,  the  rate  of  allowance  shall  be  the  rate  estab- 
lished by  law,  as  the  compensation  of  the  Messenger  of  the 
Court  of  Special  Sessions,  at  the  time  when  the  claimant 
was  wrongfully  excluded  from  the  office. 

Third. — Under  the  act  third  above  mentioned,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Comptroller  (1)  to  inquire  into  the  claim  of 
Joseph  Steinert,  for  salary  of  Clerk  of  the  Seventh  Judicial 
District  Court,  from  August  1,  1872,  to  December  1,  1S74; 
(2)  the  Comptroller  is  to  require  such  evidence  to  be  pro- 
duced before  him  as  shall  satisfy  that  said  Steinert  ren- 
dered services  under  an  appointment  made  by  Joseph  Mo- 
Guire,  as  Justice  of  said  Court;  (3)  that  no  person  or 
persons  have  received  the  salary  for  the  same  period,  or 
any  portion  thereof;  (4)  that  the  claim  is  an  honest  and 
just  claim,  and  ought  equitably  to  be  paid  by  the  city;  (5) 
thereupon,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  audit  and 
allow  the  claim  at  the  sum  which  he  deems  honest  and  just^ 
and  which  he  deems  ought  equitably  to  be  paid  by  the  dty 
therefor,  and  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Chamberlain  for 
the  amount  found  due,  if  there  be  moneys  in  the  City 
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Treasury  applicable;  (6)  thereupon,  to 
from  said  Steinert;  (7)  the  warrant  upon  the  Chamberlain 
is  bo  be  drawn,  if  there  be  balances  remaining  in  the  City 
Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  District  Court  appropriations. 
If,  however,  there  be  no  such  balances,  the  act  provides, 
in  terms,  that  the  necessary  raoney  shall  be  raised  by  the 
issue  of  revenue  bonds.  Under  the  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment of  1884.  in  the  present  condition  of  city  indebtedness, 
revenue  bonds  can  be  issued  only  "  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  taxes,  for  amounts  actually  contained  or  to 
be  contained  in  the  taxes  for  the  year  when  such  certifi- 
cates or  revenue  bonds  are  issued,  and  payable  out  of  such 
taxes." 

The  issue  of  revenue  bonds  under  the  statute,  therefore, 
cannot  be  made  until,  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  the  amount  has  been  included 
within  a  final  estimate. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  authorized 
to  niake  provision  for  the  payment  of  such  revenue  bonds 
in  the  next  final  estimate. 

Fourth. — Under  the  fourth  of  the  above-mentioned 
Bcte,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
nwnt  to  examine,  upon  notice  to  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
fte  claim  of  the  gentlemen  theroiu  named,  and  it  is  com- 
mitted to  the  discretion  of  that  Board  to  fix  and  determine 
what  amount,  if  any,  is  justly  due  for  the  advertising 
Damed. 

It  is  then  made  the  duty  of  the  Boai'd  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  payment 
of  the  amount  so  fixed  and  determined  in  the  next  final 


The  Comptroller  has  no  duty  to  perform  under  this  act 
except  to  pay   the  amount  so  fixed,  determined  and  ap- 
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propriated  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
on  receiving  a  proper  release. 

Fifth. — The  fifth  act  above  mentioned  imposes  no  duty 
iu  respect  to  examination  and  allowance  upon  the  Comp- 
troller. 

By  the  act  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  examine  into  and  determine 
the  claim  specified,  and  to  audit  and  allow  the  amount 
for  damages  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  is  justly 
due. 

It  is  then  made  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  pay  the 
amount  so  audited  and  allowed. 

In  this  act,  no  provision  is  made  in  relation  to  raising 
the  funds  required  to  make  the  payment.  It  is,  however, 
necessarily  implied,  from  the  action  required  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the 
Comptroller,  that  the  amount  which  may  be  allowed  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall  be  included 
in  the  final  estimate  which  shall  be  perfected  next  after 
the  audit  and  allowance  of  the  claim  by  them;  the  duty  of 
payment  by  the  Comptroller  will  arise  only  after  the 
Board  of  Apportionment  has  thus  provided  the  necessary 
fund. 

Sixth. — By  the  sixth  act  above-mentioned,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  examine  the  claim  made 
against  the  city  for  advertising  in  the  Sunday  Mercury^ 
therein  specified,  and  to  determine  what  amount,  if  any, 
is  justly  due  for  said  advertising  actually  published  in  said 
newspaper. 

The  making  of  this  determination  is  committed  to  the 
sole  and  uncontrolled  discretion  of  the  Comptroller.  .  If  he 
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is  not  satisfied  that  any  money  is  justly  due  for  the  aaid 
advertisement,  he  may  disallow  the  claim;  and.  on  the 
other  hand,  he  is  at  liberty  to  ascertain  the  value  of  any 
advertising  which  he  is  satisfied  has  been  done  and  re- 
mains unpaid  for  in  any  manner,  and  is  to  award  therefor 
such  sum  as  he  is  convinced  is  justly  due. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment to  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  amount 
fixed  and  determined  by  the  Comptroller,  and  that  ap- 
propriation maybe  included  in  the  final  estimate  which 
is  completed  next  after  the  determination  by  the  Oorap- 
tP'Uer  of  the  amount  justly  due. 

After  such  appropriation  has  been  made  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  it  becomes  the  duty  of 
the  Comptroller  to  pay  the  amount  so  fixed  and  deter- 
mioed  upon  receiving  a  release  of  the  claim. 

The  order  of  procedure  directed  by  the  statutes  Nos.  1, 
3,  3,  6,  requires  that  the  action  of  the  Compti-oller  in  re- 
spect to  audit  of  the  claim  should  lie  first  completed, 
and,  when  certified  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, should  become  the  basis  of  action  by  that  l»ody,

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reduction  of  expenses,  the  force  cannot  be  reduced  to  con- 
form to  the  present  appropriations  without  impairing  the 
eflBciency  of  the  Department  to  such  an  extent  as  to  cause 
serious  pubh'c  injury.  To  maintain  a  proper  organization 
and  an  efficient  administration  of  the  Department,  the 
following  transfers  are  still  needed  : 

"  Boulevards,  Roads  and  Avenl'es— Maiktenance — 

Salaries." 

For  1885  there  was  $2,i)00  appropriated  for  this  account, 
which  was  for  the  payment  of  a  clerk  in  charge  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Bureau  of  Streets  and  Koads.  In  the 
Final  Kstimate  for  issfi  no  appropriation  whatever  was 
made  for  this  purpose,  and  the  sum  of  $1,800  should  be 
transferred  to  the  account  from  ''Boulevards,  Roads  and 
Avenues — Maintenance." 


"Supplies  for  and  Cleaning  Public  Offices — 
Salaries." 
The  appropriation  for  1885,  less  transfei-s,  was  $26,935. 
The  amount  appropriated  in  the  Final  Estimate  for  1886  ' 
ie  fc!5,0Ci0. 

The  sum  of  $1,800  is  needed  to  supplement  the  defi- 
eieDcy  to  the  appropriation,  which  sum  may  be  taken  from 
"Public  Buildings — Construction  and  Repairs." 

"  Lamps  and  Gas  and  Electric  Lighting — Salaries." 

The  appropriation  for  1885  was  $6,300. 

The  Final  Estimate  for  1S86  was  $5,400. 

A  transfer  of  ?900  to  be  taken  from  the  appropriation 
for  "  Lamps  and  Gas  and  Electric  Lighting,"  is  needed  to 
pay  for  the  services  of  the  clerk  in  charge  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Bureau,  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
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for  the  necessary  inspection  of  the  public  lamps,  to  insure 
eflRciency  in  the  service. 

"  Sewerage  System— Salaries." 

In  consequence  of  the  alterations  made  in  the  trust  ac- 
count, known  as  the  "  Fund  for  Local  Improvements," 
Chapter  174,  Laws  of  1885,  there  is  and  will  be  a  large 
deficiency  in  the  amounts  that  should  be  charpjed  to  that 
account  for  the  services  of  the  engineer  in  charge  of  sew- 
ers and  his  assistants.  Notwithstanding  the  very  large 
reductions  that  have  been  made  in  the  force  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  engineer  in  charge  of  sewei-s— in  fact  below 
that  required  for  efficient  service — it  is  found  that  a  trans- 
fer of  at  least  $2,000  to  the  above  appropriation  is  required, 
which  may  be  taken  from  the  appropriation  * '  Aqueduct, 
Repairs,  Maintenance  and  Strengthening— Salaries." 

The  departmental  estimate  for  the  appropriation  was 
$19,974. 

And  the  Final  Estimate  for  1886  was  $15,000.

Gentlemen, — I  wish  to  place  the  Gansevoort  Market 
matter  now  before  you  in  a  new  light  and  in  a  way  that 
has  not  been  presented. 

The  act  for  acquiring  the  ground  and  for  building  a 
market  up  town  became  a  necessity.  The  increased  busi- 
ness in  the  lower  part  of  the  city  and  the  overcrowded 
streets  made  it  obligatory  on  the  part  of  our  officials  to 
give  some  relief.  In  no  way  can  this  be  done  except  by 
the  removal  of  West  Washington  Market.  In  order  to  do 
this,  a  place  had  to  be  provided.  The  land  acquired  at 
Gansevoort  street  was  the  most  available  and  the  best  cal- 
culated for  market  purposes.  West  street  may  be  widened 
from  Canal  to  Barclay  street  and  from  Liberty  to  the  Bat- 
tery, but  no  relief  would  be  had  so  long  as  West  Washing- 
ton Market  remained. 

It  is  incumbent  on  you  as  guardians  of  the  city's  interest 
to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  this  act.  It  is  not  neces- 
sarv  to  make  a  detailed  statement  of  the  obstructed  streets 
and  want  of  more  room  for  the  accommodation  of  business 
in  the  lower  part  of  tlie  city,  but  it  is  necessary  to  provide 
a  place  for  this  fast-accumulating  business. 

The  building  of  this  market  would  be  financially  a  suc- 
cess, the  rents  in  five  years  would  repay  the  outlay,  and, 
instead  of  being  a  tax,  would  be  a  source  of  revenue.  The 
present  site  of  West  Washington  Market  is  required  for 
docks,  and  would  bring  as  much  rental  as  now. 

As  soon  as  the  market  at  Gansevoort  street  would  be 
constructed,  the  Department  of  Docks  would  have  funds 
to  improve  the  same. 

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  improvement  of  the 
city,  all  business  has  been  obliged  to  seek  larger  and  more 
convenient  quarters,  with  the  exception  of  West  Washing- 
ton Market. 
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Many  reasons  might  bo  iiiged,  but  you  are  sufficiently 
acquainted  with  the  best  interests  of  the  city  to  devise 
some  plan  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  needed  im- 
provement.

Section  1. — Any  elevated  steam  railway  or  railways 
now  in  actual  operation  in  the  City  of  New  York  may 
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connect  over,  through  or  across  the  streets,  avenues, 
places  or  lands  thereof,  with  other  steaiu  railways,  or 
the  depots  thereof,  or  with  steam  ferries,  except  over, 
through  or  across  such  sti-eets,  avenues,  places  or  lauds  as 
are  occupied  by  buildings  belonging  to  such  city,  or  to 
this  State,  or  to  the  United  States,  and  may  construct  and 
operate  such  connections  with  all  rights  and  with  like 
effect  as  though  the  same  had  been  a  part  of  the  original 
route  of  such  railway,  upon  fulfillment  by  such  elevated 
steam  railway  company,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  such  con- 
nections, of  such  of  the  requirements  and  conditions  as 
are  necessary  to  be  filled  in  such  cases,  under  Section 
18  of  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  as 
were  imposed  upon  said  elevatRd  steam  railway  company 
by  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  606  of  the  Laws  of  18T5,  with  respect  to  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  its  railways.

After  ,He  \ 
if  that  resolution  I  received  infonuation  which  led  me  to 
bink  it  probable  that  the  price  of  the  property  was  more 
han  its  real  value,  and  I  referred  the  question  to  the 
!!ouDsel  to  the  Corporation  to  have  an  examination  into 
he  facts  and  asceiliain  what  might  be  considered  a  fair 
md  reasonable  valuation. 

I  have  received  a  reply  from  the  Cuutisel  to  the  Corpora- 
ion,  which  is  herewitli  submitted,  stating  the  facts  in 
"^ard  to  this  property,  and  furnishing  evidence  that  the 
jrice  of  the  property  under  the  agreement  of  the  Aque- 
luct  Commission  is  greater  than  its  real  value.

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  uuder  date 
of  March  ID,  1S86,  enclosing  wipy  of  communication  from 
t*Mj  A(pjeduct  Commission  to  tlie  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  fee  and 
easement  rights  upon  lands  belonging  to  the  Now  York 
Life  Insurance  Company  at  Anisley,  in  the  Town  of 
^Weoburgh,  Westchester  County,  together  with  the  map 
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of  the  same.  You  also  enclose  copies  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  at  a  meet- 
ing held  January  19,  1886,  approving  an  agreement  made 
by  the  Aqueduct  Commission  with  the  New  York  Life 
Insurance  Company  for  the  purchase  of  said  property  for 
the  sum  of  $5,000. 

These  papers  you  submit  to  me  for  '^  an  examination 
into  the  facts  as  to  the  real  value  of  said  lands  and  ease* 
ments,"  with  a  request  that  I  inform  you  wh^t  I  consider 
to  be  a  fair  and  reasonable  price  for  the  property — some 
question  having  been  raised  on  this  point  since  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

The  agreement  referred  to  contemplates  the  purchase  of : 


(A)  The  perpetual  easement  in  Parcel  No.  515 177 

(B)  The  fee  of  parcel  516,  originally  indicated  on 

the  property  maps  as  shaft  site  and  dump- 
ing ground 7.586 

(C)  The  fee  of  an  additional  parcel  north  of  No. 

516  and  now  numbered  516J,  taken  for  a 
dumping  ground 1.759 

Total  acres 9.522 


Subsequent  to  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  of 
Appraisal  upon  the  New  Aqueduct,  Westchester  Section, 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company,  by  its  attorney, 
filed  (on  February  20,  1885)  a  claim  for  $4,000.  The  land 
to  which  the  claim  referred  is  shown  upon  the  map  which 
you  enclose,  and  included  the  fee  of  Parcel  516  and  the 
easement  right  in  Parcel  515  (above  indicated  as  "A"  and 
*'  B  "))  and  I  believe  also  included  damages  to  contiguous 
real  estate  owned  by  the  claimant.  Subsequently,  on 
June  23,  1885,  the  attorney  of  the  claimant  appeared 
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jfore  the  Commissiouers  of  Appraisal  at  th^r  meeting, 
id  asked  leave  to  withdraw  the  filed  claim  and  written 
atement  thereof,  which  was  accorded  to  him. 
It  will  be  perceived,  from  an  examination  of  the  map 
id  agreement,  that  the  $5,000  is  to  be  paid  for  the  fee  of 
Eircel  SIC,  the  easement  in  Parcel  515  and  the  fee  of  Par- 
il  516J.  The  latter  is  the  only  additional  property  ac- 
lired  by  the  City  over  and  above  that  included  in  the 
iginal  claim,  for  which  the  claimant  asked  an  award  of 
t,000. 

In  reply  to  the  precise  question  asked  in  your  letter,  I 
ould  respectfully  report: 

On  February,  1S85,  immediately  after  the  filing  of  the 
aim  for  $4,000,  the  counsel  in  charge  of  the  case  for  the 
ity  tin  accordance  with  his  general  instructions  in  all 
lese  cases)  made  a  very  careful  examination  of  the  prop- 
■ty,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  claim  for  $4,000 
loald  be  contested  before  the  Oomniissionera,  and  if  so, 
3w  much  expense  the  City  would  be  warranted  in  incur- 
ng  in  the  contest.  Such  investigation  showed  that  the 
^mises  owned  by  the  insurance  company  at  that  place 
»st  it  a  trifle  ovei"  $200  an  aero,  and  were  worth  as  a 
hole  about  that  sura  per  acre,  but  the  seventeen  acres 
amediately  adjoining  the  Saw  Mill  River  road,  and  the 
ad  leading  east  from  Ashford  to  Central  avenue,  were 
oilh  more  than  the  other  portion  of  the  property, 
his  latter  tract  seemed,  on  a  liberal  estimate,  to  lie  worth 
3t  in  excess  of  $:3.tO  per  acre.  At  that  rate  the  seven  and 
half  acres  sought  to  bo  acquired  in  fee  by  the  City  would 
nouDt  to  $1,875.  Investigation  also  showed  that  the 
■rmanent  easement  and  damages  to  adjacent  lands  might 
nount  to  $1,000  additional,  making  a  total  of  $2,875, 
B^s  latter  estimate  of  ?!1,000  for  damages  to  adjacent 
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lands,  however,  allowance  was  made  for  the  fact  that  the 
lands  on  the  north  of  the  piece  taken  in  fee  by  the  City 
(being  the  same  land  as  that  in  Parcel  516i),  would  be  ab- 
solutely ruined,  since  it  was  not  fit  for  farming  purposes, 
and  too  near  the  cut  and  dump  to  be  available  for  building 
sites.  Allowance  was,  moreover  made  for  the  fact  that  the 
strip  of  land  lying  between  the  church  and  the  east  strip 
of  the  aqueduct  lands  (as  shown  on  the  map),  would  be 
decreased  in  value. 

As  a  result  of  these  investigations,  it  was  determined 
that  the  City's  interests  would  be  advanced  by  contesting 
this  claim  of  $4^,000,  for  the  reason  that,  after  making  very 
liberal  allowances,  there  was  still  a  margin  of  over  $1,000 
in  favor  of  the  City.  Upon  arriving  at  this  conclusion, 
steps  were  taken  to  resist  the  claim.  The  premises  were 
again  examined,  the  situation  thereof  explained  to  real 
estate  men  who  had  been  retained  as  witnesses  for  the 
City,  the  assessment  rolls  of  the  town  were  examined,  and 
recent  sales  of  property  in  the  neighborhood  were  looked 
up,  and  the  conclusion  was  an-ived  at  that  the  City  would 
be  able,  when  necessary,  to  reduce  the  $4,000  claimed  ma- 
terially. 

Subsequent  to  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  March  10, 1 
caused  another  examination  of  the  premises  to  be  made  by 
the  counsel  in  charge  of  the  case,  in  company  with  one  of 
the  best  real  estate  agents  in  Westchester  County,  in  order 
to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  piece  of  land  designated  on 
the  map  as  parcel  No.  516i  containing  1.759  acres.  I  in- 
close herewith  the  certificate  of  the  real  estate  agent  as  to 
the  value  thereof,  viz. :  $250,  and  I  may  add  that,  in  my 
opinion,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  twenty  such  cer- 
tificates from  real  estate  experts  of  such  standing  in 
the  County  of  Westchester,  as  would  entitle  their  opinion 
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to  favorable  cousidemtiuu  by  any  Court  or  jury  sitting  in 
that  couuty. 

Inasmuch  as  the  damages  to  the  adjoining  lands  were, 
no  doubt,  included  in  the  claim  of  J4,000,  the  only  reason 
for  the  increased  sum  of  $5,000,  now  asked  by  that  com- 
pany, is  the  acquisition  of  the  fee  of  this  additional  strip 
instead  of  a  permanent  eawement  thereof.  It  seems  so  un- 
reasonable to  i-equire  the  City  to  make  this  payment  of  a 
thousand  dollars  additional  for  a  strip  of  land  ruined  as  it 
was  by  the  dump  site^and  its  ruin  included  in  a  former 
claim,  which  is  also  to  be  acquiesced  in  and  paid— that  I 
feel  sure  the  Aqueduct  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  must  have  been  misled  as  to 
its  character,  location  and  value. 

The  special  counsel  who  has  charge  of  tbe  trial  of  these 
Cases  for  the  City  reports  to  me  as  follows: 

"From  many  years  experience  in  this  class  of  cases,  and 
conversations  with  real  estate  men,  and  my  general 
knowledge  of  the  country  and  tif  sales  in  the  vicinity,  and 
from  four  special  examinations  of  the  premises  alone  and 
with  the  Comnn'ssioners  of  Appraisal  and  real  estate  ex- 
perts, I  consider  the  amount  to  be  paid  too  large  by  at  least 
«1,500." 


1  inclose  also  certificate  of  Town  Clerk  as  tu  assessments 
for  the  last  five  years,  from  which  it  appeal's  that  it  has  been 
assessed  from  $100  to  $120  per  acre.  That  sum,  according 
to  the  tables  of  equalization  of  assessments  of  the  County 
of  Westchester,  represents  about  sixty-two  per  cent.  (62;^ 
of  thetrue  value  of  the  property.  The  agreement  referred  to 
in  your  letter  contemplates  a  payment  of  about  $500  per 
acre. 

Lsrould  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  place  the  Law 
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Department  on  record  as  opposing  the  practice  of  purchas- 
ing at  private  sale,  lands  included  within  the  property  maps 
filed  in  this  proceeding,  except  at  what  would  be  univers- 
ally considered  a  low  price.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
every  purchase  so  made  will  be  urged  before  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Appraisal  as  a  concession  on  the  part  of  the  city 
that  the  price  so  paid  per  acre  is  a  fair  price  for  lands  of 
similar  character  similarly  situated.  When,  therefore,  the 
question  of  appraising  such  other  lands  comes  before  the 
Commission,  it  will  be  asking  a  gi*eat  deal  of  the  gentle- 
men composing  it  to  insist  that  they  shall  fix  the  price  en- 
tirely in  accordance  with  their  own  conceptions  of  what  is 
fair  and  according  to  the  evidence  produced  before  them, 
without  taking  into  consideration  the  inflated  prices  which 
the  city  officers  have  agreed  to  pay  for  the  lands  first  pur- 
chased. Fortunately,  the  high  character  and  standing  of 
the  Commissioners  who  have  this  matter  in  charge  is  such 
that  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  efforts  of  the 
Counsel  for  the  City  in  securing  a  reasonable  appraisement 
of  the  land  damages  will  be  successful,  but  each  new  pur- 
chase of  land  at  private  sale  for  a  higher  price  renders  the 
task,  both  of  counsel  and  of  Commissioners,  more  difficult. 
Another  unfortunate  consequence  of  purchasing  land  by 
private  agreement  is  sufficiently  indicated  in  the  following 
quotation  from  a  letter  received  by  me  from  the  Clerk  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Appraisal  on  the  Westchester  Sec- 
tion, in  response  to  a  request  as  to  the  filing  of  a  claim  for 
damages  because  of  the  taking  of  Parcel  No.  518 — in  the 
near  \icinity  of  the  one  now  under  consideration  : 

'* I  beg  to  say  that  no  claim  has  been  filed  therefor. 

Some  time  since  the  gentleman  who  claims  to  have  been 
the  owner  of  sucli  parcel  at  the  time  it  was  taken  for 
aqueduct  purposes  called  at  this  office  and  obtained  in- 
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formation  as  to  his  claim  and  tlie  pi'eseiitatioii~lhereof 
this  Commission.  After  that  I  had  several  interviews  with 
him,  and  he  informed  me  that,  as  the  Aqueduct  Commis- 
sioners had  agreed  to  such  favorahle  terms  with  the  New 
York  Life  Insurance  Company,  wlio  owned  Parcel  No. 
516,  southeast  of  liis  land,  tie  would  endeavor  to  make  a 
private  agreement  with  the  Aqueduct  Commissioners  as 
the  insurance  company  had  done,  expecting  to  be  treated 
iu  the  same  manner  as  they  had  been." 

Of  course,  occasions  may  arise  where,  in  order  to  expe- 
dite the  work  or  to  save  some  heavy  engineering  expense, 
it  may  be  necessary  to  acquire  title  at  once  to  property  not 
indicated  on  the  maps,  and,  wheie  the  delay  caused  by  the 
institution  of  the  necessaiy  legal  proceedings  to  acquire 
title  would  involve  the  city  in  serious  [lecuniary  loss.  In 
this  case,  however,  the  agreement  should  clearly  indicate 
that  the  high  price  exacted  by  the  owner  is  paid,  not  as 
compensation  for  land  taken,  hut  as  the  payment  of  an 
additional  sum  which  his  favorable  position  allows  him  to

On  March  8,  1886,  an  application  was  made  by  members 
of  committees  representing  the  West  Washington  Market 
Association  and  the  taxpayers  of  the  Ninth  Ward,  **  for 
the  appropriation  of  such  sum  of  money  as  may  seem 
necessary  and  desirable  for  the  commencement  of  work  upon 
the  structures  and  necessary  appurtenances,"  upon  lands 
dedicated  for  market  purposes  in  the  said  Ninth  Ward  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  **for  the  occupancy  of  the  mar- 
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ketmen  now,  ami  hitlierto    occupying    stands   at    West 
Wasliington  Market," 

This  application  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller. 

Chapter  K25  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  amending  Section  129 
of  the  "  New  York  City  Consolidation  Act"  o£  18R2,  pro- 
rides  that,  "The  lands  in  the  Ninth  Ward  of  said  city, 
andod  on  the  north  by  Bloomfield  street,  on  the  south 
r  Oanesvoort  street,  on  the  east  by  West  street  and 
nth  avenue,  and  on  the  west  by  Thirteenth  avenue,  be- 
ing a  portion  of  the  lands  heretofore  set  apart  by  law  for 
use  as  a  market  place,  are  hereby  dedicated  for  market 
purposes,  and  shall  !«  used  and  occupied  as  such,  in  the 
manner  that  may  be  designated  and  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  who  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  in  respect  thereto." 

Section  2  of  the  same  act  amends  Section  345  of  the 
"Consolidation  Act,'' and  autliorizes  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  direct  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  to  prepare  said  lands  for  occupancy,  "  who,  if  so 
directed,  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  forthwith  purchase  and  erect 
the  necessary  appurtenances  and  structures,"  for  such 
market  puiposes;  and  also  authorized  the  Comptroller 
"  to  issue  Revenue  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for 
such  amounts  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund." 

Underthe  authority  of  said  Act  of  1884,  an  application 
was  made  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  by 
the  West  Washington  Market  Company  to  lease  the  said 
lands  to  it,  for  the  erection  of  a  market  building  thereon, 
which  was  refused;  and  on  Septenaber  4,  1S84,  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  adopted  resolutions  direct- 
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ing  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  prepare  plans  of 
suitable  market  buildings  for  conducting  therein  the 
wholesale  market  business  then  transacted  at  the  West 
Washington  Market,  and  providing  that  an  application  be 
made  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  an 
appropriation  to  be  included  in  the  Final  Estimate  for 
1885,  '*  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  necessary  ex- 
penses thereof. " 

Plans  of  market  buildings  were  accordingly  prepared  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  submitted  to  the 
Commissionei's  of  the  Sinking  Fund.  The  cost  of  the 
market  buildings  was  estimated  at  $468,050,  which,  by  the 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
was  '^  to  be  approved  and  provided  for  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
in  making  the  Final  Estimate  for  1885." 

The  sum  of  $150,000  was  appropriated  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  in  the  Provisional  Estimate  for 
1885,  *'  For  Erection  of  New  Market  Buildings  on  the  Fort 
Gansevoort  Property,"  but  the  appropriation  was  omitted 
in  the  Final  Estimate. 

No  action  has  been  taken  upon  this  matter  subse- 
quently, either  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  or  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

As  the  Act  of  1884  authorized  the  Comptroller  to  "  issue 
Revenue  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  such 
amounts  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund,"  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the  market 
buildings,  I  have  submitted  the  question  to  the  Counsd 
to  the  Corporation  whether  the  power  exists  at  this  time 
to  issue  revenue  bonds  under  the  provision  of  the  act  of 
1884,  for  such  an  amount  as  may  be  required  to  commence 
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the  work  of  erecting  the  buildings,  to  be  included  in  the 
tax  levy  of  the  present  year. 

The  reply  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  which  is 
herewith  submitted,  states  that,  in  his  opinion,  ''  the  ex- 
pense of  building  the  market  cannot  be  provided  for  by 
the  issue  of  revenue  bonds  under  the  Act  of  1884." 

According  to  that  opinion  of  the  legal  advisor  of  the 
Corporation,  therefore,  the  appropriation  applied  for  by  the 
committees  of  the  West  Washington  Marketmen  and  the 
taxpayers  of  the  Ninth  Ward,  cannot  now  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  under  the  au- 
thority of  Chapter  525  of  the  Laws  of  1884.

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communications  under 
date  respectively,  of  March  12  and  March  10,  relative  to 
the  issue  of  revenue  bonds  to  raise  the  money  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  mai-ket  on  Gansevoort  place. 

Section  2,  Chapter  525  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  authorizes 
the  Ck)mmissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  direct  the  Com- 
ttiissioner  of  Public  Works  to  prepare  Gansevoort  lands 
for  occupancy,  and  erect  thereon  market  buildings,  and 
for  such  purpose  the  Comptroller  is  authorized  to  issue 
Revenue  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  such  amounts 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund. 

Plans  for  a  market  building  have  been  approved  by  the 
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Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  by  a  resolution  of 
approval  which  was  passed  December  5,  1884,  suggesting 
that  the  expense,  or  a  part  thereof,  should  be  included  in 
the  Final  Estimate  for  the  year  1885.  It  appears  that  an 
item  of  $150,000  for  this  purpose  was  included  in  the 
Provisional  Estimate  for  the  year  1885,  but  was  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Final  Estimate  for  that  year,  nor  has  any 
other  or  further  appropriation  since  been  made. 

The  constitutional  amendment  which  became  operative 
on  January  1,  1885,  prohibited  the  incurring  of  any  new 
indebtedness  additional  to  that  already  existing  whei-e  the 
existing  indebtedness  equaled  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
vahiation  of  real  estate. 

This  limit  having  already  been  reached,  the  power  to 
issue  bonds  ceased  on  January  1,  1885,  except  in  the 
specific  cases  which  were  excluded  in  the  operation  of  the 
constitutional  amendment. 

One  of  these  excepted  classes  comprises  *'  certificates  of 
indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of 
the  collection  of  taxes  for  amounts  actually  contained,  or 
to  be  contained  in  the  taxes  for  the  year  when  such  ceiti- 
ficates  or  revenue  bonds  are  issued  and  payable  out  of 
such  taxes. 

Inasmuch  as  no  appropriation  for  this  purpose  is  in- 
cluded in  the  tax  levy,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
expense  of  building  the  market  cannot  be  provided  for  by 
the  issue  of  revenue  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  the 

Act  of  1884.

TIk  Peopk  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  twonty-nineof  chap- 
l^rfour  hundred  and  ten  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
a'ld  eiglity-two,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  cunsolidato  into  one 
act,  and  to  declare  the  special  aiid  local  laws  affecting  pub- 
lic interests  in  the  City  of  New  York,"  is  hereby  amended 
So  as  to  read  as  follows: 

i  I2it.  The  lots  in  tlie  Ninth  Ward  bounded  on  the  north 
\>y  Bloomfield  street,  on  the  south  by  Gansevooi-t  street, 
OQ  the  east  by  West  street  and  Tenth  avenue,  and  on  the 
west  by  Thirteenth  avenue,  and  the  block  of  ground  in 
Boid  city  bounded  by  Oansevoort.  Little  West  Twelfth, 
hington     and    West     streets    and    Tenth    avenue, 
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hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  market  place,  shall  be  kept 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  farmers  and  market  gardeners;  it 
shall  also  be  lawful  for  farmers  and  market  gardeners  to 
stand  in  the  streets  adjacent  to  all  public  markets  in  said 
city,  and  the  finance  department  shall  have  the  exclusive 
charge  and  controlof  said  public  market  place  and  the 
wagons  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  farm  and  garden 
produce  in  said  city,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  suita- 
ble regulations  concerning  fees,  the  hours  during  which 
the  business  of  selling  said  produce  shall  be  conducted,  and 
the  general  management  of  the  same. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

"  An  Act  to  enable  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Chan- 
ties and  Con-ection  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  purchase 
land  outside  of  the  County  of  New  York  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  additional  facilities  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  inmates  of  the  institutions  under  the  control 
of  said  Commissioners,  and  to  regulate  the  control 
thereof." 


The  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Coi-poration  upon  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to 
niake  such  transfer  is  herewith  submitted: 

The  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  advises  that  "  the  Com- 
missioners of  Charities  and  Correction  have  power  to 
t^nd  the  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  a  building  at  Ward's 
Islahd,  and  the  Boai-d  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  can- 
not compel  the  appropriation  to  be  covered  into  the 
fieoeral  Fund  unless  the  Commissioners  dechne  to  spend 
it  for  that  purpose  and  certify  that  it  is  unnecessary  for 
il«  original  object:"  that,  "the  appropriation  to  erect  a 
Uo-story  pavihon  on  Ward's  Island  is  unexpended,  but 
lieiiig  made  for  a  special  purpose  it  may  still  be  expended 
for  that  pur|x>se;  "  that  the  opinion  of  his  predecessor  up- 
s  powor  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
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to  make  such  transfer  may  be  safely  followed,  and  that, 
''  the  result  of  such  action  is  simply  to  place  the  building 
constructed  with  the  sixty  thousand  dollars  at  Central 
IsHp  instead  of  on  Ward's  Island." 

A  tract  of  land  has  been  purchased,  situated  at  Central 
Islip,  Long  Island,  under  the  authority  of  the  said  act  of 
1883,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment, on  September  7,  1885,  and  the  erection  of 
buildings  thereon  will  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  persons  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Charities  and  Correction. 

The  appropriation  made  for  the  construction  of  a  pavilion 
for  their  accommodation  at  Ward's  Island  has  not  been 
expended,  and  in  thfe  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Cor- 
poration, as  the  appropriation  was  made  specially  for 
that  purpose,  it  may  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a 
building  at  Central  Islip,  Long  Island,  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. 

A  resolution  to  make  such  transfer  is  herewith  submit- 
ted for  such  action  of  the  Board  as  may  be  deemed  acWs- 
able.

Hon.  Edward  V.  Loew,  Comptroller : 

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  under  date 
of  September  11,  1S85,  asking  my  opinion  upon  the  power 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  transfer 
an  appropriation  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  made  to  the 
Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  upon  the  Final 
Estimate  for  the  year  1883,  for  constructing  a  two-stoiy 
pavilion  on  Ward's  Island  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
insane,  to  an  appropriation  of  1885,  for  the  construction  of 
suitable  buildings  at  Central  Islip,  Long  Island,  for  the 
accommodation  of  those  persons  (i.  e.,  the  insane)  in 
charge  of  the  Department. 

I  advised  you  under  date  of  June  11,  1885,  upon  the 
genei-al  subject  of  transfers  of  unexpended  balances  from 
one  year  to  another.  In  that  opinion  it  was  stated  that  ^ 
the  question  as  to  whether  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  had  power  generally  to  make  such  trans- 
fei-s,  was  a  debatable  one,  and  that,  in  view  of  the  expres- 
sion of  opinion  by  the  General  Term,  given  as  a  dictum  in 
the  case  of  Bii-d  vs.  The  Mayor,  I  did  not  feel  warranted 
in  advising  you  that  it  had  such  power,  adding  ♦  *  *  * 
'-  Still  this,  like  all  other  doubtful  questions,  can  only  be 
resolved  bv  the  Courts,  and  if  the  Board  considers  that 
such  transfei-s  ai-e  necessary  for  the  proper  administration 
of  city  business,  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor  (not  having 
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been  overruled  by  the  C'ouit)  may  be  tjiktiu  as  authority 
for  its  action,  until  a  further  expression  of  judicial  opinion 
gives  a  final  construction  to  tho  question. 

The  present  case  is  somewhat  different  from  the  one 
under  consideration  at  the  time  the  opinion  above  quoted 
from  was  given.  The  appropriation  to  erect  a.  two-story 
pavilion  on  Ward's  Island  is  unexpended,  but  being  made 
for  a  special  pui-pose  it  may  still  be  expended  for  that  pur- 
pose. It  is  not,  therefore,  the  kind  of  balance  which  the 
General  Term  had  in  mind  when  they  decided  the  case  of 
Bird  vs.  The  Mayor.  The  balances  therein  i-eferred  to 
were  such  as  would  have  to  be  covered  into  the  Gener-al 
Fund  unless  they  were  transferi'ed  to  a  new  appropriation. 
That  is  not  the  case  liere;  the  Commissioners  of  Charities 
and  Correction  have  power  to  spend  the  sixty  thousand 
itoUars  for  a  building  at  Ward's  Island,  and  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Appoi-tionment  cannot  compel  the  appropri- 
ation to  be  covered  into  the  General  Fund  unless  the  Com- 
missioners decline  to  spend  it  for  that  purpose  and  certify 
that  it  is  unnecessary  for  its  original  object.  Under  these 
circumsth,nces,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  opinion  of  ray  pre- 
decessor may  be  safely  followed.  The  result  of  such 
action  is  simply  to  place  the  building  constructed  with  the 
sixty  thousnnd  dollars  at  Central  Islip  iustead  of  on 
Ward's  Island.  The  particular  appropriation  to  which  it 
sliould  be  transferred  is  '  The  Construction  of  New  Build- 
iags,'  there  being  no  appropriation  for  the  year  1885  for 
'The  Constraction  of  Suitable  Bmldings  at  Central  Islip.'  "

4.  Of  the  construction,  maintenance  and  care  of  all

nels  beneath  said  river;  the  locating,  care,  management 
and  maintenance  of  public  baths. 

a.  Of  filling  sunken  lots,  and  of  street  vaults  and  open- 
ings in  sidewalks. 

6.  Of  the  construction,  erection  and  maintenance  of 
public  buildings  in  the  city,  and  of  the  care  of  certain  of 
said  buildings,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  four  bureaus  in  said  Department  of 
Public  "Works  : 

1.  A  bureau  having  charge  of  the  erection  and  construc- 
tion, niaiutenance  and  care  of  all  structures  and  property 
connecte<l  with  the  supply  and  distribution  of  Croton 
water,  the  laying  of  water  pipes;  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  wells  and  hydrants;  the  construction, 
locating,  care,  management  and  maintenance  of  public 
baths;  the  construction,  leconstruction,  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  sewers;  the  locating,  erection,  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  public  urinals  and  drains,  the  chief 
officer  of  which  shall  be  called  Chief  Engineer. 

2.  A  bureau  having  charge  of  the  construction  and 
maintenance  and  regulating  and  grading,  curbing,  gutter- 
ing, flagging,  paviog  and  repiving  the  streets,  roads, 
avenues  and  places  of  the  city;  the  removal  of  incum- 
brances on  the  streets  and  sidewalks:  the  supervision  of 
the  lighting  of  the  streets,  roads,  avenues,  squares  and 
places;  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  bridges  over, 
and  tunnels  under,  the  Harlem  River;  the  filling  of  sunken 
lots,  and  the  regulating  of  street  vaults  and  opeuing  in 
sidewalks  and  streets,  the  chief  officer  of  which  shall  be 

the  City  Surveyor. 
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3.  A  bureau  having  charge  of  the  erection  or  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  all  buildings  erected  belonging  to 
said  city,  or  constructed,  repaired  and  maintained  at  the 
expense  of  the  city,  or  paid  out  of  the  funds  in  the  treas- 
ury of  said  city,  and  of  the  care  of  all  the  public  buildings 
belonging  and  rented  to  said  city,  the  chief  officer  of  which 
shall  be  called  the  City  Architect,  who  must  be  an  archi- 
tect of  at  least  ten  years'  experience. 

4.  A  bureau  for  the  collection  of  revenue  derived  from 
the  sale  and  use  of  water,  the  chief  officer  of  which  shall 
be  called  Water  Register.  The  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  must,  immediately  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  consolidate  the  bureaus  in  his  depart- 
ment, and  may  appoint  and  remove  a  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  heads  of  bureaus,  and  such  clerks 
and  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  may  delegate  to  the  bureaus  herein  named,  or  to 
either  of  them,  any  power  and  duty  now  conferred  by  law 
or  ordinance.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the 
City  of  Neiv  York  : 

During  the  month  of  December  last  your  Boai-d  appro- 
iriat«d  the  sum  of  thirty  th<.>u8aiid  dollars  for  tlie  purcliase 
ty  the  city,  from  Mrf  Robert  J.  Leaycraft,  of  certain  in- 
lices  claimed  by  him  to  be  his  property.  The  sile  then 
ontemplated  by  you  has  been  consummated,  and  the  in- 
lices  in  question  are  now  in  my  custody  and  are  in  daily 
ise  by  me  in  making  the  searches  called  for  by  persons 
lading  business  with  this  office.  At  the  time  of  the  dis- 
ussion  before  your  Board,  the  claim  upon  the  part  of  Mr. 
jeaycraft,  as  well  as  numerous  gentlemen  who  appeared 
n  his  behalf,  was,  as  I  am  informed,  that  unless  these  in- 
lices  in  question  were  purchased  by  and  heca^ie  the  prop- 
irty  of  the  city  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  County 
31erk  to  make  the  searches  except  at  very  great  incon- 
■enienceto  the  legal  profession,  caused  by  the  delay  which 
Fould  necessarily  ensue  in  making  the  searches  direct  from 
be  public  docket.  Since  the  consummation  of  the  pur- 
chase from  Mr.  Leaycraft,  a  number  of  demands  have  been 
nade  upon  me  by  various  individuals,  lawyei's  as  well  as 
lersons  representing  private  coi-porations,  for  permission 
»  use  the  indices  in  making  their  own  searches.  I  have 
refused  in  all  cases  such  permission,  because  it  could  not 
be  granted  without,  in  the  first  place,  seriously  inconven- 
iencing the  business  of  this  office,  as,  owing  to  the  multi- 
tude of  requisitions  for  searches  which  have  been  received 

{.me  since  the  first  of  January,  the  indices  are  in  con- 
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stant  use  by  the  searchers,  and  their  work  would  be  seri- 
ously delayed  if  these  indices  were  in  use  by  persons  other 
than  searchers  of  this  oflSce.  Another  reason  for  my  re- 
fusal is  that  I  had  supposed  the  purchase  was  made  simply 
to  facilitate  and  expedite  the  labors  of  the  searchers  in  this 
office,  and  that  these  indices  were  not  in  any  sense  to  be 
crmsidered  as  ])uhlic  records,  not  having  been  made  in  pur- 
suance of  any  law,  and  not  being  competent  to  be  used  in 
evidence  in  any  Court  or  before  any  tribunal  as  to  their 
contents.  I  consider  them  simply  as  a  method  devised  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  put  in  the 
hands  of  the  County  Clerk  the  necessary  implements  to 
enable  him  to  perform  the  duty  imposed  on  him  by  law. 
My  refusal  has  caused  dissatisfaction  to  some  members  of 
the  bar,  and  I  see  by  the  pubUc  prints  that  notice  of  such  re- 
fusal has  been  taken  by  the  Bar  Association,  who  have  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  compel  the  granting  of  the  right  to  use  these 
indices  and  to  make  extracts  from  them  at  all  times. 

I  write  now  to  you  to  obtain  your  views  and  advice  as 
to  my  duty  in  the  premises.  I  do  not  desire  to  do  any- 
thing which  is  going  to  conflict  with  the  proper  adminis- 
tration of  the  public  service,  nor  do  I  intend  to  do  any- 
thing which  would  deprive  the  city  of  the  revenue  to 
which  it  is  justly  entitled.  When  these  indices  were  origi- 
nally conmienced  it  was  a  private  enterprise,  intended 
only  as  a  temporary  convenience.  They  were  not  substan- 
tially prepared  even  when  they  were  found  to  be  of  per- 
manent value,  but  were  continued  tliei-eafter  in  the  same 
manner.  The  indices  are  written  upon  very  inferior  paper, 
are  bound  in  the  most  unsubstantial  manner,  and  were 
only  bound  when  it  became  absolutely  necessaiy  for  their 
protection.      Under  all  these  circumstances  these  indices 
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require  the  greatest  care  in  handling  to  preserve  ibem 
and  keep  them  from  destruction.  Indiscriminate  use  of 
them  by  the  legal  profession,  or  by  other  parties  desiring 
to  inspect  them,  will  not  only  speedily  wear  them  out  and 
destroy  tliem,  but  as  a  natural  consequence  will  materially 
rothice  the  revenue  of  the  city,  which  it  would  otherwise 
receive  were  this  inf-pection  not  made.  The  public  records 
of  the  office,  consisting  of  the  dockets  and  other  records  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  kept,  are  always  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  whoever  desires  to  use  them.  These  indices  are,  of 
coui-se,  a  means  of  saving  the  time  of  lawyers  in  making 
their  own  individual  searches,  and  could  each  lawyer  make 
his  own  search,  the  Legislature  might  as  well  abolish  all 
revenue  to  be  derived  from  searches  and  relieve  the 
County  Clerk  from  the  obligation  of  collecting  any  fees 
whatever  for  those  services.  For  tliese  i-easons  and  these 
alone,  I  have  heretofore  declined  to  [lermit  the  public  to 
use  such  indices  or  make  extracts  therefi'om,  believing  that 
in  so  doing  I  have  been  faithfully  discharging  the  duties  of 
the  office  of  County  Clerk,  as  ray  official  oath  requires  me 
to  do.

An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  four  hundi*ed  and  ten  of  the 
Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  entitled 
*'An  Act  to  consolidate  into  one  act,  and  to  declare 
the  special  and  local  laws  affecting  public  interests  in 
the  City  of  New  York." 

Tlie  People  of  the  Slate  of  New  Yorkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three  of 
Chapter  four  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-two,  entitled  **  An  Act  to  consolidate 
into  one  act,  and  to  declare  the  special  and  local  laws 
affecting  public  interests  in  the  City  of  New  York,"  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  853.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  receiver,  if  any  tax

Sectios  1.  Whenever  fifty  residents  of  Btaten  Island, 
who  axe  freeholders  therein,  and  twenty-five  residents  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  who  are  freeholders  therein,  shall 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  of  New  York  a 
certificate  signed  by  them  stating  tfiat  an  increase  of  the 
facilities  for  communication  by  water  transportation  be- 
tween Staten  Island  and  New  York  City  is  necessary,  and 
will  prove  advantageous  to  the  residents  of  Staten  Island 
and  of  New  York  City,  and  shall  designate  therein  for  that 
purpose  a  suitable  landing  place  in  the  City  of  New  York 
other  than  one  then  regularly  employed  in  the  business  of 
transporting  pas.aengers  and  freight  between  New  York 
City  and  Staten  Island  and  a  suitable  landing  place  on 
Staten  Island,  and  also  a  person  or  corporation  deemed  by 
them  suitable  for  engaging  in  such  biisiness  and  affording 
such  increased  facilities,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of 
said  county  to  forthwith  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  New  York  a  certified  copy 
of  such  certificate. 


§  2.  Within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  such  copy  of  said 
certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  said  Common  Coun- 
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cil,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  acting  through  said  Common  Council  and 
Mayor,  if  they  claim  or  possess  the  power  so  to  do,  shall 
establish  a  ferry  between  said  designated  landing  places. 

§  3.  In  case  of  failure  or  refusal  so  to  do  by  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York,  no 
injunction  order,  judgment  or  decree  of  any  court  or  judge 
restraining  such  pei'son  or  corporation  named  in  said  cer- 
tificate from  carrying  on  such  transportation  between  said 
landing  places  upon  a  claim  that  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  have  any  interest 
or  authority  of  any  kind  in  or  over  the  transportation  by 
water  of  passengers,  animals,  vehicles  or  freight  between 
said  landing  places,  or  that  such  transportation  between 
such  points  will  intierfere  with  any  ferry  previously  estab- 
lished by  the  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  granted  on  the 
application  of  any  one  or  shall  possess  any  validity. 

§  4.  All  actions  or  legal  proceedings  instituted  by  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  or  any  person  or  corporation  against  any  person  or 
corporation  engaged  under  authority  of  this  act  in  the 
aforesaid  transportation  business  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing or  maintaining  any  interest,  authority  or  right  of 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  in,  over  or  against  the  said  transportation  busi- 
ness, or  of  any  person  or  corporation  claiming  under  said 
municipal  corporation,  shall  be  brought  elsewhere  than  in 
the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  and  in  case  any  such 
interest,  authority  or  right  shall  for  any  reason  be  therein 
established  and  allowed,  the  relief  therein  granted  to  said 
plaintiffs  shall  be  limited  to  a  recovery  of  the  profits  of  the 
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defendants  from  said  transportation  business  over  anct 
above  actual  operating  expenses  thereof  lawful  interest  on 
the  value  of  the  property  therein  employed. 

§  5.  In  case  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty" 
of  the  City  of  New  York  shall,  in  the  manner  and  within 
the  time  hereby  designated,  establish  a  ferry  between  the 
said  designated  landing  places,  such  estabhsbmeut  of  a 
ferry  or  the  operation  thereof  shall  not  operate  to  limit  or 
exclude  the  establishment  or  operation  of  any  other  ferry, 
but  the  same  shall  be  offered  for  leasing  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York  at  a 
public  auction,  to  be  held  within  twenty  days  after  such 
ferry  is  established,  to  the  highest  bidder  of  a  specific  sum 
of  money  as  the  rental  thereof,  and  no  upset  price  shall  be 
fixed  therefor,  hut  no  award  shall  be  made  to  any  bidder 
who  shall  not  at  the  time  of  making  a  bid  exhibit  to  the 
person  or  officer  representing  said  city  at  said  sale  a  written 
and  vahd  authorization  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
landing  places  to  use  the  same  for  the  pui-pose  of  said  ferry 
in  case  the  privilege  to  operate  the  same  is  awarded  to  such 
bidder.  Neither  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common- 
alty of  the  City  of  New  York,  nor  any  officer,  department 
or  agent  thereof  shall  impose  upon  any  bidder  at  such 
auction  or  any  lessee  of  such  such  ferry  any  terms  or  con- 
ditions with  respect  to  the  same  more  burdensome  or  ex- 
acting than  those  imposed  upon  bidders  for  or  the  lessee  of 
any  other  ferry  from  New  York  City  to  Staten  Island,  and 
in  case  violation  of  provision  is  attempted  it  shall  be  void 
and  may  be  designated  at  such  direction,  or  if  contained  in 
such  lease,  and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  power,  on

Gentlemen, — I  desire  to  protest  against  the  awarding  of 
any  contract  to  any  person,  and  the  executing  or  making 
any  contract  with  any  person,  for  the  cleaning  of  streets, 
for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice,  and  for  the  collection  of 
ashes,  garbage  and  street  sweepings  and  the  removal  of 
the  same,  in  that  portion  of  the  city  designated  by  the 
Street  Commissioner  as  the  First  Street  Cleaning  District 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Second  Street-Cleaning 
District  of  the  City  of  New  York.  My  ground  for  this 
protest  is  the  fact  that  I  have  been  prevented  by  the  action 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  from  obtaining 
any  blank  foims  of  specifications  and  proposals  upon 
which  to  bid  for  this  work.

Sir, — I  have  considered  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Education  on  the  17th  ultimo,  a  copy  of  which 
you  have  sent  me,  and  which  is  printed  in  the  minutes, 
page  185,  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Board  be  requested  to 
communicate  to  this  Board  his  opinion  as  to  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  transfer 
from  one  account  of  expenditure  to  another  during  the  year 
18SG,  if  requested. 

In  section  207  of  the  New  York  City  Consolidation  Act 
of  1882,  it  is  provided  that  *'  The  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  to  trans- 
fer any  appropriation  for  any  year  which  maybe  foimdby 
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the  bead  of  the  department  for  which  such  appropriation 
shall  have  been  made,  to  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  re- 
quired or  deemed  to  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  or  ob- 
jects thereof,  to  such  other  purposes  or  objects  for  which 
the  appropriations  are  insufficient,  or  such  as  may  require 
the  same." 

This  provision  is  the  only  one  that  authorizes  the  trans- 
fer of  appropriations  from  one  purpose  to  another  during 
the  year  for  which  they  are  made ;  but  as  the  Board  of 
Education  is  not  a  department,  it  does  not,  I  think,  apply 
to  the  appropriations  made  for  that  Board. 

Upon  the  assumption  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  has  the  power,  in  the  estimate  for  the 
Board  of  Education,  to  divide  the  agggregate  amoimt  ap- 
propriated into  separate  sums  for  each  of  the  purposes 
composing  the  various  items  of  expenditure,  as  has  been 
done  for  the  year  1886,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is 
no  statute  which  authorizes  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  to  transfer  from  one  account  of  expendi- 
ture, by  the  Board  of  Education,  to  another,  during  the 
year  1886,  if  requested. 

Section  189  of  said  Consolidation  Act  does  provide  that 
the  provisional  estimate  to  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  *'  shall  be  prepared  in  such  detail 
as  to  the  aggregate  sum  allowed  to  each  department  and 
bureau  as  the  said  Board  of  Apportionment  shall  deem 
advisable; "  but  as  the  Board  of  Education  is  neither  a  de- 
partment nor  a  bureau,  it  would  seem  that  such  provision 
is  not  applicable  to  tliat  Board.  And  this  view  is  support- 
ad  by  the  uniform  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  in  respect  to  the  Board  of  Education,  from 
;he  time  of  the  enactment  of  that  section,  in  the  year 
1873,  down  to  the  time  of  the  estimate  for  the  year  1886. 
f  this  view  be  correct,  and  I  do  not  see  how  the  statute 
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can  be  differently  construed,  there  would,  I  think,  be  no 
legal  objection  to  such  transfer.

Gentlemen, — At  your  meeting  yesterday  my  opinion  was 
requested  as  to  whether  the  Board  had  any  function  to 
discharge  with  regard  to  accepting  or  rejecting  bids  for 
cleaning  the  streets  in  one  of  the  districts  recently  adver- 
tised for,  and  whether  their  approval  or  rejection  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  a  contract  submitted  to  them  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  could  be  based  on  a 
consideration  of  the  price  named  for  the  work. 

First. — The  Board  has  no  function  to  discharge  in  re- 
gard to  the  selection  of  bids;  it  can  neither  reject  one  or 
all,  nor  can  it  accept  any.  The  statute  expi*essly  confides 
that  duty  to  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning. 

Second. — On  a  careful  examination  of  the  statutes,  I 
am  myself  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  approval  of 
terms  and  conditions  >\  hich  was  contemplated  in  the  act 
was  an  approval  to  be  expressed  before  the  bidding,  and 
was  not  intended  to  extend  to  an  expression  of  opinion  with 
regard  to  the  price.  It  has  been  held,  however,  by  Judge 
Van  Brunt,  sitting  at  Chambers  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  in  an  action  brought  by  Thomas  Kerns  against  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  January,  1883, 
that  the  Street  Cleaning  Commissioner  should  be  restrained 
from  entering  into  any  contract  until  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  liave  approved  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  such  proposed  contract,  including  the  price  to 
be  paid  as  one  of  such  terms.

This  Board,  in  making  up  what  is  known  as  the  Final 
j|;imate  for  the  present  year,  was  compelled,  under  the 
Iptniction  placed  upon  a  recent  constitutional  amend- 
int  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  sustained  by  the 
QUrt  of  Common  Pleas  of  this  city,  to  insert  therein  vari- 
is  items  of  expenditure,  which,  had  it  not  been  for 
Jch  amendment,  should  properly  have  been  met  by 
le  issue  of  bonds.  The  Court  of  Appeals  has  lately  i 
terniled  by  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Common

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The  enactment  of  this  measure  will  assist  this  Board  to 
materially  reduce  the  total  amount  of  the  tax  levy,  whidi 
is  certainly  high  enough  under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances. 

Second.— As  to  Senate  Bill  No.  104,  known  as  No. 
113,  on  the  printed  list  of  bills  furnished  by  the  Governor, 
entitled  *'An  Act  in  Relation  to  Certain  Actions  against  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New 
York." 

The  proposed  measure  sufficiently  protects  honest  and 
deserving  claimants,  while  at  the  same  time  it  will  materi- 
ally aid  the  Law  Department  in  procuring  disinterested 
and  unbiased  witnesses.  The  difficulty  of  successfully 
defending  a  claim  against  the  city  is  nmch  enhanced  by  a 
long  statute  of  limitations,  since  the  witnesses  to  an  acd. 
dent  are  very  liable  to  become  scattered  and  their  names 
and  residence  difficult  to  discover.  We  earnestly  com- 
mend  this  measure  to  your  favorable  consideration,  and 
request  that  if  you  deem  it  proper  you  will  affix  your  sig 
nature  thereto. 

Third.— As  to  Senate  Bill  No.  435,  known  as  No.  348 
on  the  printed  list  of  bills  furnished  by  the  Governor,  and 
entitled  *  *  An  Act  to  Encourage  the  Growth  of  Free  Public 
Libraries  and  Free  Circulating  Libraries  in  the  Cities  of  this 
State." 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  bill  any  duly  incorporated 
library  possessing  property  to  a  prescribed  amount  and 
maintaining  a  free  circulation  of  a  prescribed  amount  of 
volumes,  shall  be  authorized  to  apply  to  this  Board  for 
the  appropriation   of   a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000.    An 
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opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  been  received 
upon  the  l^al  effect  of  this  bill,  from  which  we  make  the 
following  quotation  : 

"  There  is  nothing  in  it  which  in  terms  confers  upon 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  any  discretion 
as  to  the  appropriations  provided  for  in  it,  and  it  might 
well  be  that  the  act  would  be  so  construed  as  to  compel 
the  appropriation  whenever  an  appUcation  should  be 
made  by  any  Ubrary  association  which  could  bring  itself 
within  the  terms  of  the  act. " 

This  bill  is  therefore   mandatory,  and  as  such  is  ob- 
;    noxious  to  the  objection  which  this  Board  has  raised  with 
reference  to  measures  of  that  description,  and  upon  which 
jou  have  heretofore  disapproved  like  bills. 

f  Fourth.— As  to  Assembly  Bill  No.  572,  known  as  No. 
315  on  the  printed  list  of  bills  furnished  by  the  Goveinor, 
and  entitled  *'  An  Act  to  Amend  Chapter  527  of  the  Laws 
of  1884,  etc.,  etc." 

From  a  copy  of  the  engrossed  bill  now  in  your  hands, 
it  is  evident  that  while  the  bill  confers  jurisdiction  upon 
the  members  of  this  Board  to  pass  upon  the  claim,  it 
does  not  confer  upon  them  any  powei'  to  examine  into  or 
pass  upon  the  evidence  upon  which  the  claim  is  based. 
Such  evidence  is  to  be  passed  upon  by  the  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  who  shall  certify  as  to  its  efficiency;  but 
the  City  is  not  authorized  to  appear,  and  cannot  be  repre- 
sented before  the  justice  giving  such  certificate.  It  might 
therefore  be  held  that  such  certificate  establishing  the 
facts,  would  also  establishjthe  justice  of  the  claim,  and 
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the  Board  of  Estimate  would  be  compelled  to  act  upon  it

Sir — A  careful  consideration  of  the  merits  of  the  bill 
now  before  you  known  as  Assembly  Bill  No.  1013,  entitled 
*'  An  Act  to  Repeal  Chapter  174  of  the  Laws  of  1885,  en- 
titled *  An  Act  Concerning  Local  Improvements  in  the  Gty 
of  New  York,'  "  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  ray 
duty  to  present  for  your  earnest  consideration  some  of  the 
more  serious  of  the  objections  thereto. 

Chapter  174:  of  the  Laws  of  1885,  which  it  is  proposed 
to  repeal  in  the  premises,  was  carefully  prepared  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  at  the  instance  of  and  after  long 
consultation  with  the  City  authorities,  including  the 
Finance  Department.  The  design  was  so  to  adapt  the 
change  of  financial  methods  in  connection  with  local  ini- 
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ovements  which  was  rendei-ed  imperative  by  the  late 
mstitiitional  Amendraent  limiting  the  City's  indebted- 
'ss  to  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation,  that  this 
nitatioD  should  not  prevent  the  due  prosecution  of  accus- 
med  or  needful  new  improvements.

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  receipts  of  the  local 
improvement  fund  from  future  collections  will  be  ample  to 
meet  the  average  expenditures  required  for  all  needful 
works  of  local  improvements. 

Second — It  provided  an  important  check  upon  the  need- 
less expenditures  of  public  money  which  was  not  available 
under  the  previous  law,  viz.:  ''The  certification  by  the 
Comptroller  upon  contracts  for  local  improvements,  that 
he  has  on  hand  the  money  required  therefor,  which  the 
Act  of  1885  makes  necessary  to  the  validity  of  the  con- 
tract.'' 

Third— It  has  abolished  an  antiquated  and  most  intri- 
cate system  of  accounting  by  the  ci^eation  of  a  single  fund 
for  the  cost  of  all  local  improvements  within  its  purview, 
in  place  of  the  many  separate  accounts  to  which  such 
works  were  chargeable  under  the  old  law. 
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On  the  other  hAnd  you  will  notice — 

1.  The  repealing  act  contains  no  provLsion  tiy  which  the 
moneys  in  said  fund  can  he  used  to  meet  payments  upon 
contracts  to  wliich  a  poi-tion  of  the  fund  has  been  pledged 
as  |>er  certificate  of  the  Comptroller,  neither  does  it  provide 
any  mode  of  transfer  to  any  other  account  or  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  new  works,  or  make  any  disposition  of  the  fund 
on  hand  under  the  Act  of  1885. 

2.  All  works  of  improvement,  the  estimated  expense  of 
which  has  been  charged  to  said  fund,  under  the  act  of 
I8SS,  would  have  to  be  abandoned  till  the  requisite  funds 
could  be  raised  by  the  Comptroller  ou  permanent  loans,  or 
the  contractors  would  be  obliged  to  recover  by  action  at 
law,  at  great  expense  to  the  city,  and  payment  of  judg- 
ments recovered  would  be  made  out  of  the  Judgment 
Fund,  thereby  ignoring  the  city's  right  to  have  the  cost  of 
the  work  assessed  upon  the  property  benefitetl. 


3.  There  is  no  necessity  for  tlie  repeal  of  the  Act  of  1885 
to  provide  for  all  works  uf  local  improvement,  so  called, 
which  can  be  undertaken  judiciously,  until  another  Legis- 
lature can  by  proper  amendments  of  the  said  act  remove 
any  difficulties  which  may  arise  in  the  sequel  but  canuot 
yet  l)e  foreseen. 

This  letter  will  be  handed  to  you  by  Mr.  William  J. 
Lyon,  Auditor  of  Accounts  in  the  Finance  Department, 
who  will  explain  to  you  personally  the  above  points  of 
objection  to  the  bill  in  question.

We  accordingly  obtained  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  James  Wood,  a  resident  and  former  Super- 
visor of  Westchester  County^  who  has  heretofore  acted  as 
aj^raiser  on  behalf  of  the  City  for  lands  taken  for  the 
Aqueduct  from  Jay  Gould,  Thomas  Edwards,  Henry  Wel- 
ger,  Phebe  B.Vail,  and  others;  whose  appraisements  in  all 
those  cases  have  shown  skill,  good  judgment  and  con- 
servatism, and  your  awards  based  thereon  have  all  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

We  now  submit  for  your  consideration  Mr.  Wood's  re- 
port, hereto  annexed,  in  which  he  appraises  the  property 
at  $300  over  the  estimate  of  this  Committee;  showing  that 
the  action  of  this  Committee  and  this  Commission  in  the 
premises  was  neither  ill-judged  nor  the  allowance  agreed 
to  be  made  to  the  company  excessive. 

We  request  that  this  report,  and  that  of  Mr.  Wood,  with 
all  other  papers  relating  to  the  case,  be  placed  upon  file  for 
future  reference;  and  that  we  be  dischai^ged  from  further 
consideration  of  the  matter.

York: 

Puied  Jane  7,  1B66;  threefifths  being  prcaent. 

37te  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
the  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  asfollotvs: 

Section  l.  The  board  of  police  of  the  City  of  New 
York  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  in- 
crease the  police  force  of  said  city,  by  appointing  addi- 
tional patrolmen,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  in  number, 
the  amount  necessary  to  provide  for  the  compensation 
during  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  of  the 
additional  patrolmen  authorized  to  be  appointed  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  raised  by  the  sale  of 
revenue  bonds,  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
Dient  is  authoriaed  and  empowered  to  insert  in  the  final 
estimate  for  said  year  (befoie  the  certificate  of  the  Corap- 
tmller  as  to  the  amounts  by  law  authoiized  to  be  raised  by

Chapter  596. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '*  An  Act  to  consolidate 
into  one  act  and  to  declare  the  special  and  local  laws 
affecting  public  interests  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

Passed  June  7,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  Chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  entitled  **An  Act  to  consolidate  into  one 
act  and  to  declare  the  special  and  local  laws  affecting 
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public  interest  in  the  City  of    New    York,' 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 


§  254.  Tlie  Board  of  Police  may  with  the  authority  and 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council,  from  time  to 
time,  but  with  special  reference  to  locating  the  same  as 
crentralty  in  precincts  as  possible,  establish,  provide  and 
furnish  stations  and  station-houses,  or  sub-stations,  and 
sub-station-houses,  at  least  one  to  each  precinct,  for  the 
accommodation  tliereat  of  members  of  the  police  force, 
and  as  places  of  temporally  detention  for  persons  arrested 
and  property  taken  within  the  precinct;  and  shall  also  pro- 
vide and  furnish  such  business  accommodations,  appara- 
tus, and  articles,  and  provide  for  the  care  thereof,  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  department  of  police  and  the  transac- 
tion of  the  business  of  the  department.  The  said  Board  of 
Police  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  furnish 
horses  and  wagons  to  bo  known  as  patrol  wagons,  not  ex- 
ceeding four,  to  be  assigned  to  each  police  pi-ecinct  station- 
house,  and  not  less  than  five  to  be  assigned  to  police  head- 
(juartei-s,  which  said  horses  and  wagons  shall  be  under 
the  custody  and  care  of  said  police  department  and  for  the 
fliclusive  nse  thereof ;  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  is  directed  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum 
of  money  in  each  and  every  year,  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
iiishing  such  horses,  wagons  and  apparatus  connected 
therewith  and  the  maintenance  thereof.

Jan  to  not  more  than  six  or  three  months,  to  be  deter- 
coiDed  by  the  amount  for  which  the  person  is  committed, 
and  provides  substantially  that  the  Sheriff  shall  appoint  a

I  have,  at  the  present  time,  employed  in  Ludlow  Street 
Jail  nine  keepers,  but  that,  inasmuch  as  the  number  of 
prisonei's  confined  will  be  reduced  by  the  terms  of  the 
recent  law,  it  is  my  opinion  that  seven,  the  number  pro- 
vided for  in  the  act  to  which  I  refer,  will  be  sufficient. 

As  by  the  provisions  of  this  bill  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  of  which  you  are 
a  member,  to  fix  the  compensation  of  said  Warden  and 
Keepers.  1  have  thought  well  to  advise  you  that  the  salaries 
heretofore  paid  by  me  have  been:  the  Warden  three  thou- 
sand uoUai-s  per  annum,  and  to  each  keeper  one  thousand 
dollars  per  annum. 

These  I  consider  fair  and  very  reasonable  salaries,  and 
I  do  not  beUeve  that  the  services  of  such  men  as  are  re- 
quii'ed  can  be  obtained  for  a  less  sum  per  annum,  respect- 
ively, than  is  now  paid  by  me.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment: 

At  a  meeting  held  on  June  25,  1886,  an  act  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature  (chapter  660),  authorizing 
and  empowering  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment to  revise  the  Final  Estimate  for  the  present  year, 
was  referred  to  the  Comptroller. 

This  statute  was  submitted  by  me  to  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporation  for  his  opinion  upon  the  powers  of  this  Board 
in  revising  the  amounts  of  certain  appropriations  which 
were  included  in  the  Final  Estimate  for  1886,  on  account  of 
the  prohibition  of  the  Constitutional  Amendment  of  1834, 
upon  an  increase  of  "  municipal  indebtedness  "  after  Jan- 
uary 1,  1885,  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed  val- 
uation of  the  real  estate  in  the  city  subject  to  taxatioa 
Under  a  recent  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  removinj; 
the  restriction  which  the  Constitutional  Amendment  had 
placed  upon  the  issue  of  bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York 
after  Januaiy  1,  1885,  they  may  now  be  issued  for  the  ob- 
jects and  purposes  for  which  said  appropriations  were 
made,  as  provided  by  said  act  of  the  Legislature. 

A  communication  from  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation 
upon  the  powers  of  this  Board  to  revise  these  appropria- 
tions is  herewith  submitted. 

The  Final  Estimate  for  1886  includes  an  appropriation  of 
$500,000  to  the  *'  Fund  for  Local  Improvements,"  created 
by  Chapter  174,  Laws  of  1885. 

The  advice  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  regard  to  a  re- 
vision of  this  appropriation  is  that  ' '  if  there  will,  beyond 
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any  doubt,  be  left  in  the  Fund  for  Local  Improvements, 
exclusive  of  the  $500,000  appropriated  for  this  year,  a  suf- 
ficient sum  of  money  to  meet  all  claims  upon  contracts 
certified  against  that  fund  and  not  provided  for  by  chapter 
42i»  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  including  such  incidental  accre- 
tions of  expense  as  conmionly  attend  the  execution  of  con- 
tracts, then  the  whole  amount  may  be  deducted  from  the 
Final  Estimate  for  188(1  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
660  of  the  Laws  of  1886." 

"  If  the  Fund  for  Local  Improvements  should)  for  any 
reason,  be  insufficient  to  meet  all  probable  claims  upon  it 
without  using  some  part  of  the  $500,000  appropriation, 
then  I  advise  vou  that  it  is  competent  for  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  revise  the  Final  Estimate 
for  this  year  by  striking  therefrom  so  much  of  the  $500,- 
000  appropriation  as  will  not  be  needed  for  the  purpose  to 
which  it  was  appropriated." 

The  amount  credited  to  the  Local  Improvement  Fund, 
exclusive  of  the  appropriation  of  $500,000.  is  $439,342.84, 
and  the  amount  of  contracts  certified  against  it  pursuant 
to  section  8  of  Chapter  174  of  the  Laws  of  1885,  is  $315,- 
952.13.  The  sum  of  $14,071.07  lias  been  paid  on  contracts, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  fund  of  $109,319.04.  While  this 
sum  may  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  claims  against  such  con- 
tracts, "including  incidental  accretions  of  expense  as 
commonly  attend  the  execution  of  contracts  "  for  local  im- 
provements, yet  as  the  cost  of  such  works  frequently  ex- 
ceed iu  lar^e  amounts  the  estimates  of  the  departments  in 
charge  of  them  I  think  it  advisable  to  reserve  a  larger  bal- 
ance in  the  Fund  for  Local  Improvements,  and  therefore 
i^commend  that  the  sum  of  $100,000  be  retained  out  of 
the  appropriation  of  $590,000  and  the  sum  of  $400,000  be 
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stricken  out  of  that  appropriation  in  the  Final  Estimate  for 
1886. 

An  appropriation  of  $894,000  was  made  in  the  Final  Es- 
timate for  18S6  for '^  Purchasing  and  Procuring  Sites  for 
and  Erecting  New  School  Buildings  and  for  Additions  to 
School  Buildings,"  of  which  appropriation  the  sum  of  $60,- 
345.47  has  been  expended  and  charged  against  it. 

An  appropriation  was  also  made  of  $750,000  in  the  Final 
Estimate  for  1886  for  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the 
Harlem  River,  of  which  the  sum  of  $19,285.28  has  been 
expended  and  charged  against  it. 

The  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  respect  to  these  two 
appropriations  says:  ^'  I  see  no  reason  why  the  tax  levy 
should  not  be  revised  to  the  extent  of  striking  ther^KHn 
the  whole  appropriation  made  for  school  sites  and  build- 
ings, reimbursing  the  Treasury  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation already  expended  by  the  issue  of  School  Bonds 
under  existing  provisions  of  law,"  and  also  the  whole  ap- 
propriation for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  Har- 
lem River,  under  the  provision  of  the  act  authorizing  the 
construction  of  the  bridge,  reimbursing  the  Treasury  from 
the  proceeds  of  bonds  for  the  amount  already  expended 
for  that  purpose. 

I  recommend  that  the  whole  amount  of  each  of  tbese 
two  last  named  appropriations  be  stricken  from  the  RmI 
Estimate  for  1886,  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the 
Counsel  to  the  Coi-poration.

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  July  1, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  Chapter  *i6U  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  en- 
titled "  An  Act  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  City  of  Kew  York  to 
revise  the  final  estimates  of  the  amounts  required  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  conducting  the  public  business  of  the  City 
and  County  of  New  York  and  of  the  Board  of  Kducation 
for  the  year  1886." 

You  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment,  held  on  June  25,  1886.  this  act  was 
referred  to  you,  with  instructions  to  consult  me  upon  the 
subject  of  revising  certain  appropriations  included  in  the 
Final  Estimates  for  18s6,  for  objects  and  purposes  that  can 
now  be  provided  for  by  tlie  issue  of  bonds. 

You  state  that  an  appropriation  of  §500,000  %vas  made 
to  the  Fund  for  Local  Improvements,  and  that  this  appro- 
priation has  not  been  expended,  but  remains  intact,  and 
you  ask  my  advice  whether  the  whole  amount  should  be 
deducted  from  the  Final  Estimate  for  1886,  stating  that  it 
fa  not  i-equired  to  pay  contracts  certified  by  the  Comp- 
troller, in  view  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  42(*  of  the 
Iaws  of  1836  for  the  payment  of  contracts  made  prior  to 
1885. 

I  addressed  you,  on  June  28,  a  letter  regarding  the 
^ect  of  an  act  passed  by  the  last  Ijegislatme,  repealing 
Chapter  17+  of  the  Laws  of  1S85,  which  provided  for  the 
<3^tion  of  the  fund  known  as  the  Fund  for  Locai  Im- 
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provements.  Referring  to  that  letter,  I  now  advise  you 
that  if  there  will,  beyond  any  doubt,  be  left  in  the  Fund 
for  Local  Improvements,  exclusive  of  the  $600,000  appro- 
priated for  this  year,  a  sufBcient  sum  of  money  to  meet 
all  claims  upon  contracts  certified  against  that  fund  and 
not  provided  for  by  Chapter  420  of  the  Laws  of  1886, 
including  such  incidental  accretions  of  expense  as  com- 
monly attend  the  execution  of  contracts^  then  the  whole 
amount  may  be  deducted  from  the  Final  Estimate  for  1886, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  660  of  the  Laws  of  this 
year. 

If  the  Fund  for  Local  Improvements  should,  for  any 
reason,  be  insufficient  to  meet  all  probable  claims  upon  it 
without  using  some  part  of  the  S500,000  appropriation, 
then  I  advise  you  that  it  is  competent  for  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  revise  the  Final  Estimate 
for  this  year  by  striking  therefrom  so  much  of  the  $600,000 
appropriation  as  will  not  be  needed  for  the  purpose  to 
which  it  was  appropriated. 

You  also  state  that  an  appropriation  was  made  in  the 
Final  Estimate  for  1886  of  $894,000  for  *'  Purchasing  and 
Procuring  Sites  for  and  Erecting  New  School  Buildings  and 
for  Additions  to  School  Builings,"  and  that  of  this  appro- 
priation there  has  been  expended  $60,185140,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance imexpended  of  $833,814.86,  and  you  enclose  a  copy  of 
Chapter  456  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  extending  the  time  for 
the  issue  of  bonds  for  these  purposes,  and  you  ask  whether 
the  whole  amount  of  the  appropriation  should  be  deducted 
from  the  Final  Estimate,  and  the  amount  heretofore  ex- 
pended and  charged  to  it  be  reimbursed  to  the  Treasury 
from  the  proceeds  of  bonds,  or  whether  only  the  amount 
of  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  should  to 
deducted. 
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It  was  the  clear  inteution  of  the  Legislature  in  passing 
the  law  kuown  as  Chapter  660  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  to 
relieve  the  present  tax  levy,  as  far  as  possible,  from 
charges  which  could  be  met  by  the  issue  of  bonds,  and  I  see 
no  reason  why  the  tax  levy  should  not  be  i-evised  to  the 
extent  of  striking  therefrom  the  whole  appropriation 
made  for  school  sites  and  buildings,  reimbursing  the 
Treasury  the  amount  of  that  appropriation  already  ex- 
pended by  the  issue  of  school  bonds  under  existing  pio- 
visions  of  law. 

You  further  state  that  an  appropriation  was  made  in 
the  Final  Estimate  for  1S86,  of  $1750, 000  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  bridge  over  the  Harlem  Kiver,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  487  of  the  Laws  of  1885,  and  that  there 
has  been  charged  to  this  appropriation  already  a  sum  of 
$15,570.28,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  therein  of 
$734,429.33,  and  you  ask  in  reference  to  this  appropriation 
the  same  question  that  you  have  asked  in  reference  to  the 
appropriation  for  school  sites  and  school  buildings.  To 
this  last  question  I  make  the  same  answer  that  I  make  to 
the  one  above  referred  to,  namely,  that  I  see  no  reason 
why  the  Final  Estimate  should  not  be  revised  by  striking 
therefrom  the  entire  appropiiation  and  reimburaing  the 
Treasury  for  the  amount  already  expended  by  the  issue 
and  sale  of  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  author- 
izing the  construction  of  the  bridge.

Section  1,  The  time  for  the  issue  of  bonds  as  provided 
by  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  entitled  '"  An  Act  to 
provide  additional  accommodations  for  the  common  schools 
in  the  City  of  New  York,"  as  amended  by  chapter  four 
hundred  and  nmety-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  chapter  four 
liundi-ed  and  fifty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundi-eU 
and  eighty-foui',  entitled  '  An  Act  to  provide  additional  ac-

My  Dear  Sir,— referring  to  the  letter  of  your  Board,  of 
8th  instant,  to  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association,  in 
which  request  is  made  for  "  such  aid  in  the  inception  of  the 
plan  (for  the  establishment  of  municipal  lodging-houses) 
as  may  be  in  the  power  of  your  (our)  Board,"  I  beg  to  offer 
the  following  general  suggestions: 

The  statistics  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Police 
Department  would  seem  to  show  that  the  largest  require- 
ments for  shelter  are  made  of  the  precincts  east  of  Broad- 
way, south  of  Houston  street,  and  of  those  north  of 
Twentieth  street,  east  and  west,  to  Sixtieth  street. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  one  experimental  house  proposed 
to  be  established  under  the  act,  we  would  recommend  a 
location  about  East  Fortieth  street,  sufficiently  near  the 
river  to  insure  an  economical  delivery  of  wood  supply, 
but  far  enough  west  to  bring  within  the  mile-radius  pro- 
vision of  the  act  (section  4)  the  following  station-houses, 
namely.  Eighteenth  Precinct,  No.  327  East  Twenty-second 
street;  Nineteenth  Precinct,  No.  220  East  Fifty-ninth 
street;  Twenty-first  Precinct,  No.  120  East  Thirty-fifth 
street.  ^ 

To  meet  the  probable  requirement  of  these  precincts,  as 
shown  by  the  statistics  already  quoted,  a  house  might  be 
leased  in  the  neighborhood  above  mentioned  of  suitable 
capacity  to  accommodate  say  sixty  persons  (men),  with 
yard  area  sufficient  for  the  active  labor  of  the  inmates,  as 
provided  by  the  act.  This  area  would  need  shed  covering 
as  protection  against  weather.  If  deemed  advisable,  there 
might  be  two  dormitories  of  twenty-five  cots  each,  with 
one  of  ten  cots  for  the  better  sort  of  lodgers,  and  rooms 
for  Superintendent,  employees,  etc. ;  a  large  eating-room, 
bath-room,  reception  office,  kitchen.     The  details  of  for- 
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Dishing,  of  course,  sugi^t  themselves— canvas  cots,  pillow, 
blanket  and  comforter;  night-shirts,  towels;  bath-tubs, 
range,  boiler,  cooking  utensils,  tables,  chairs,  saws,  axes, 
etc.  The  food  supplies  would  be  of  the  simplest  kind. 
The  cleaning,  washing,  etc.,  could  be  done  by  details  of 
scrub-women  from  the  Island.  The  administration  of  the 
establishment  might  be  in  the  care  of  a  superintendent, 
with  an  assistant,  two  employees,  and  a  cook. 

As  regards  the  labor  to  be  performed  by  the  inmates  of 
the  house,  the  only  kind  having  commercial  value  that 
seems  to  suggest  itself  at  present,  is  the  sawing  and  split- 
ting of  wood;  though  if  necessary,  this  might  be  sup- 
plemented by  stone  breaking.  You  will,  of  course,  realize 
ttiat  this  is  the  most  important  feature  of  the  plan,  and  no 
doubt  it  has  its  difficulties.  Still,  the  handling  of  wood 
has  worked  well  elsewhere  and  should  have  a  fair  trial 
here.  The  wood  could  be  contracted  for,  deliverable  at 
nearest  dock,  and  a  market  found  for  a  quantity  of  it  in 
the  various  city  departments,  and  elsewhere  through  in- 
dividuals, doubtless,  and  by  the  co-operation  of  private 
charitable  societies,  orders  being  transmitted  to  some 
central  office.  For  the  better  identification  of  applicants 
for  lodging,  the  co-operation  of  the  police  might  be  sought 
in  the  issuance  by  them  of  tickets,  somewhat  as  follows:

Your  Board  being  charged  with  the  rules  for  the  disd- 
pline  of  the  house  I  need  not  add  anything  on  that  score. 
I  hope  that  this  outline  of  the  plan  may  assist  your  Board 
in  formulating  full  details  of  the  scheme,  and  I  shall  be 
glad  to  confer  personally  with  you  on  the  subject  should 
you  so  desire.

Sirs, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  your  Secretary, 
dated  June  15,  18S6,  inclosing  a  certified  copy  of  Chapter 
535  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  entitled  *'  An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  establishment  of  Municipal  Lodging-houses,  <&€.," 
together  with  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  your  Board,  request- 
ing my  advice  as  to  liovv  you  should  proceed  to  properly 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

The  act  is  intended  to  authorize  either  the  leasing  or 
the  purchase  of  buildings  to  be  used  as  municipal  lodging- 
houses.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  you  cannot^  at 
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present,  purchase  auy  buildings  for  that  purpose, : 
reason  that  the  second  section  of  the  act,  which  is  the 
iection  relating  to  the  purchase  of  buildings,  provides  that 
;he  money  required  in  the  purchase  shall  be  raised  by 
the  issue  of  revenue  bonds,  and  that  an  amount  suf&cient 
,o  cover  the  expense  aud  to  pay  the  bonds  so  issued,  shall 
je  included  in  a  final  estimate  for  the  year  in  which  such 
lurchase  shall  be  made.  As  there  is  no  provision  in  the 
ict  wherebj'  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
an  include  in  the  final  estimate  for  the  year  l!^86  any  sum 
it  money  for  the  purchase  of  building  imder  this  act,  it 
vill  be  impossible  to  effect  any  such  purchase  during  this 
'6ar.  The  same  difficulties  do  not,  however,  stand  in  the 
vay  of  leasing  a  building  or  buildings,  for  the  third  sec- 
ion  of  the  act  provides  that  "  for  the  year  1886  the  Board 
)f  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  authorized  to  appi-o- 
triate  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  rental  and 
naintenance  of  any  such  premises,  and  the  amount  so  ap- 
iropriated  shall  be  included  in  the  final  estimate  for  said 
'ear."  This  provision  of  the  statute  would  authorize,  in 
ny  opinion,  action  by  the  Btiard  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
iooment  which  would  result  in  I'evising  the  final  estimate 
or  the  present  year  to  the  extent  of  including  therein  an 
mount  sufficient  to  pay  the  rental  for  the  balance  of  the 
ear  of  any  building  or  buildings  which  might  now  be 
tased  under  the  provisions  of  the  act.  The  fii-st  section  of 
le  act  provides  that  your  Board  may  lease  one  or  more 
uildings  for  the  purposes  therein  provided,  but  that  no 
uilding  shall  be  so  hired  until  the  leasing  thereof  shall 
ave  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
[>rtionment.  This  provision  as  to  the  authorization  of 
le  lease  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
not,  in  my  opinion,  intended  by  the  Legislature,  and 
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does  not  supersede  or  impliedly  repeal  the  provisions  of 
Section  181  of  the  New  York  City  Consolidated  Act  of 
1882,  which  requires  all  applications  to  lease  any  real 
estate  for  the  purposes  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
ijionalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  be  presented  to  and 
passed  upon  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

In  my  opinion,  the  provisions  as  to  the  approval  of  the 
lease  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  was 
intended  by  the  Legislature  to  be  an  additional  safeguard 
thrown  around  the  leasing  of  such  premises  and  not  a 
substitute  for  the  general  provisions  of  law  above  referred 
to.  If  your  Board  should  therefore  deem  it  wise  to  leaae 
one  or  n)ore  buildings  for  the  purposes  prescribed  in  the 
act  of  which  you  send  me  a  copy,  you  must,  before  any 
lease  can  become  effective,  submit  the  proposition  for  a 
lease  first  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
and  obtain  the  approval  of  that  Board,  and  second,  cause 
the  proposal  to  be  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  in  the  manner  provided  by  Section  181  of 
the  Consolidation  Act,  above  referred  to,  and  obtain  the 
authorization  of  that  Board.  If  such  a  lease  is  to  be  made 
during  the  present  year,  it  will  also  be  necessary  that  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall  meet  and  ap- 
propriate a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  rental  and  provide 
for  the  maintenance  during  the  balance  of  the  year  of 
such  buildings  as  may  be  authorized  to  be  leased  as  here- 
inbefore provided.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  eatabliBhment  of  municipal 
lodging-bouses  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Pused  June  2,  IBSe;  three-firtlis  being   prsuot. 

TSe  People  of  the  State  of  New  Vork,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Seotiok  I.  The  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Connec- 
tion of  the  City  of  New  York  are  authorized,  in  a  reason- 
able time  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  hire  one  or  more 
buildings  in  said  city,  with  sufficient  ground  attached  to 
each  to  he  known  as  municipal  lodging-houses,  and  useil 
for  purposes  of  this  act.  But  no  building  shall  be  so  hired 
until  the  leasing  thereof  shall  have  been  authoi-ized  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction 
are  also  authorized  to  purchase  and  take  title  in  the  name 
of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  to  buildings  with  sufficient  grounds  attached 
thereto  in  said  city,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  this  act 
whenever  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Aiiportionment.  The  Comptroller,  when  authorized 
by  the  Boai-d  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  shall  pro- 
vide the  money  to  pay  the  expense  of  each  of  such  pur- 
chases by  the  issue  of  revenue  bonds  of  said  city,  and  an 
amount  sufficient  to  cover  such  expense  and  to  pay  such 
bonds  shall  be  included  in  the  final  estimate  for  the  year 
in  which  any  such  purchase  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall 
include  in  the  final  estimate  for  each  year  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  rent  of  all  premises  rented  as  provided  for  ia 
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section  one  of  this  act.  There  shall  also  be  included  in  the 
Appropriation  for  the  Department  of  Public  Charities  and 
and  Correction  in  the  Final  Eetimate  for  each  year  such 
sum  as  the  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionmeiit 
may  determine  upon  for  the  maintenance  during  such 
year  of  the  said  municipal  lodging  houses,  including  re- 
pairs, furniture,  supplies,  raw  material,  implements  of 
labor  and  salaries  of  those  employed  thereat.  And  for  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  is  authorized^to  appropriate  such 
sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  rental  and  maintenance 
of  any  such  premises;  and  the  amoimt  so  appropriated 
shall  be  included  in  the  Final  Estimate  for  said  year. 

Sec.  4.  As  soon  as  any  such  municipal  lodging-house  shall 
be  prepared  to  receive  apjlicants,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
he  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction  to  inform 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  of  that  fact,  and  to 
provide  them  with  tickets  of  admission  to  such  lodging- 
house  for  distribution  to  the  precinct  under  their  charge. 
After  such  notification  is  received,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  captain  of  precinct,  or  other  police  official  to  shelter  as 
a  lodger  in  any  police  station,  situated  within  the  limits  of 
one  mile  from  such  lodging-house,  any  persons  other  than 

• 

women,  children  and  aged  or  infirm  men.  And  to  all 
other  applicants  for  shelter  or  lodging,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  captain  or  other  police  officials  to  furnish  tickets  of 
admission  to  the  nearest  Municipal  Lodging-House. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Chari^ 
ties  and  Correction,  or  of  the  Superintendent  or  Keeper  of 
of  any  Municipal  Lodging-House  acting  under  them,  to 
provide  for  any  applicants  for  shelter  who,  in  their  judg- 
ment, may  properly  be  received,  plain  and  wholesome  food 
and  a  night's  lodging  free  of  charge,  apd  also  to  cause 
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and  applicants  to  be  bathed  on  admission,  and  their 
clothing  to  be  steamed  or  disinfected,  provided  that  no 
person  shall  be  received  more  than  three  times  in  any  one 
month  in  the  same  lodging-house,  and  the  said  superin- 
tendent or  keeper  shall  require  all  persons  so  applying  to 
him  for,  and  receiving  from  him  food  and  lodging,  or 
either,  to  prefonn  a  reasonable  amount  of  labor  in  return 
for  such  food  and  lodging,  and  may  detain  any  such  per- 
son until  the  same  is  performed,  but  not  beyond  the  hour 
of  eleven  in  the  forenoon  of  the  day  succeeding  his  ap- 
pUeation.  And  if  any  such  person  sliall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  perform  such  labor  suited  to  his  age,  strength  and 
capacity,  or  shall  willfully  damage  any  of  the  property  of 
the  lodging-house,  or  shall  willfully  violate  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Charities  and  Correction  may  make  for  the 
government  of  such  lodging-house,  he  shall  be  deemed  a 
vagrant,  and  may  be  prosecuted  and  punished  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  eight  hundred  and  ninety,  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-three  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure. 

Sec.  6.  The  Commissionei-B  of  Charities  and  Correction 
may  make  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  admission  to 
and  for  the  Government  of  any  Municipal  Lodging- House; 
they  shall  determine  the  kind  and  means  of  employment 
and  labor  to  be  exacted  of  the  persons  receiving  food  and 
lodging  therein,  and  shall  provide  for  their  neoessary 
Buperinteudence  and  detention  until  such  labor  shall  be 
performed.  All  revenue  resulting  from  such  labor  shall 
be  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Gentlemen, — I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissionera, 
requesting  the  transfer  of  $3C,(»00  from  various  appropria- 
tions for  this  Department  for  the  current  year  to  the  ap- 
propriation for  '*  Appai-atus,  Supplies,  etc,"  for  the  current 
year. 

It  is  found  that  the  removal  of  the  offices  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  of  the  fire-alarm  telegraph  central  office  from 
tbe  present  location  to  the  new  building  in  Sixty-seventh 
s(reet,  will  involve  considerable  expense,  the  amount  of 
which  could  not  well  be  determined  when  the  estimate  for 
)he  current  year  was  made. 


Headquahtees  Fire  Department- 
City  OF  New  York, 
N03.  155  and  157  Mercer  Street, 
New  York,  October  20,  188G. 
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The  cost  of  effecting  the  removal  and  rearrangement  of 
the  system  of  telegraph  circuits  alone,  is  estimated  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Telegraph  at  about  $27,000,  which  in- 
cludes the  connecting  of  the  fire-alarm  telegraphic  circuits 
with  the  new  building  underground  in  various  directions 
for  an  aggregate  distance  of  ab<^ut  one  and  a  half  miles. 
This,  though  more  expensive  than  to  make  the  rearrange- 
ment entirely  upon  the  telegraph  poles  of  the  Department, 
would,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  telegraph  wires  must, 
in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  laws  on  the  subject, 
sooner  or  later  be  placed  under  ground,  be  in  the  end  mucb 
more  economical  and  satisfactoiy. 

When  the  removal  of  the  Department  offices  to  the  new 
headquarters  on  East  Sixty-seventh  street  was  determined 
upon,  the  alteration  of  the  present  headquarters  building 
to  fit  it  for  quarters  of  a  hook  and  ladder  company,  for 
night  quarters  for  the  Chief  of  Department  and  for  a  oen- 
tml  fuel  depot,  was  also  contemplated. 

The  location  is  a  most  important  one  for  all  these  pur- 
poses, being  in  the  central  part  of  what  is  known  as  the 
dry-goods  district,  a  section  that  annually  averages  a  mud 
larger  proportion  of  fiies  to  the  number  of  buildings  (the 
ratio  being  one  to  seventeen),  and  which  also  contains 
property  in  wares  and  merchandise  of  much  greater  valufi 
than  any  other  in  the  city. 

The  need  of  a  hook  and  ladder  company  is  espedally 
great  in  this  section,  the  nearest  hook  and  ladder  compa- 
nies being  No.  3,  in  East  Thirteenth  street,  near  Fourth 
avenue;  No.  5,  in  Charles  street,  near  Hudson;  No.  9, in 
Elizabeth  street,  near  Prince,  and  No.  8,  in  North  Moore 
street,  near  West  Broadway.  It  is  proposed  to  place  the « 
second  section  of  Hook  and  Ladder  No,  9  (a  double  com- 
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pany)  in  this  location,  until  the  organization  of  an  inde- 
pendent company  can  be  provided  for. 

These  changes  will  necessitate  considerable  alteration  to 
the  building,  but  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  flre^xtin- 
guishing  service. 

Should  any  balance  remain  after  these  expenditures  are 

provided  for,  it  is  the  intention  to  apply  it  to  improving 

the  condition  of  the  apparatus- houses,  many  of  which 

stand  greatly  in  need  of  repairs.  J

Sir, — From  examination  of  the  accounts  and  records  of 
the  Department,  and  from  report  made  to  me  by  the 
Superintendsnt  of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  I  find  that  the  ap- 
propriation for  "Public  Buildings — Construction  and  Re- 
pairs," for  1886,  is  exhausted,  and  that  the  Department  is 
without  the  means  to  provide  for  the  necessary  repairs  to 
the  public  buildings  under  its  charge  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year.

■which  an  officer  was  elected  extends  to  enactments  which 
confer  upon  others  the  power  to  do  so  at  their  pleasure. 
It  is  true  that  the  case  now  submitted  is  not  precisely  on 
all  fours  with  the  one  then  before  the  Court,  but  1  am 
:«trongly  of  the  opinion  that  a  resolution  increasing  or  re 
ducing  the  rate  of  fees  during  the  term  of  the  present 
tSheriff  will  be,  by  the  Courts,  held  obnoxious  to  the 
le  objection.

Dear  Sir. — As  theend  of  the  year  approaches,  I  find  that 
the  appropriation  for  "  Guiietal  Contingencies"  of  this 
Department  will  not  be  sufficient  to  enable  it  to  continue 
Working  at  its  present  rate  of  progression,  without  assist- 
ance from  some  quarter.  The  original  appropriation  iias 
proved  insufBcient,  solely  because  of  the  greatly  increased 
*niount  of  work  done  during  the  current  year,  aud  especi- 
®"v  by  reason  of  the  increased  activity  in  proseciiliug 
Actions  in  which  the  City  ia  plaintiff.  The  Department 
°^s  already  made  cash  coHectioris  under  claims  transniit- 
"^  from  the  different  departments  aggregating  .,ver 
■•375,000,  and,  if  it  does  not  have  to  suspend  this  good 
^rOrk  by  r-eason  of  lack  of  funds,  there  is  every  prospect 
"Swliectiim  t3()0.(>00  more  before  the  31st  of  December. 
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I  understand  that  the  Harlem  Hospital  will  not  be  com- 
pleted suflBciently  early  this  year  to  admit  of  the  expendi- 
ture for  services  therein  of  the  entire  amount,  $4,514, 
originally  appropriated  therefor.  Of  course  this  sum,  or- 
dinarily, would  be  covered  into  the  treasury  with  other 
unexpended  balances,  thus  passin<?  to  the  credit  of  your 
Department.  I  would,  however,  most  eartiestly  request 
that  your  Honorable  Board  express  its  willingness  to  as- 
sent to  a  transfer  of  $8(K)  from  this  balance  to  the  general 
contingencies  of  the  Law  Department.  I  feel  that  the 
money  thus  transferred  would  be  expended  greatly  to  the 
benefit  of  the  City.

The  number  of  destitute  children  committed  by  the  courts  to  charitable  imtito- 
tions  for  support  is  constantly  increasing,  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  onrlj 
six  thousand  such  children  now  in  their  care  at  a  charge  upon  the  city  of  $2  ptf 
week  each. 

The  bills  of  these  institutions  remain  unpaid  since  May  for  want  of  faadB,  lod 
for  the  seven  months  of  the  present  year  it  is  estimated  there  will  be  a  de&aaej 
of  $250,000,  which  it  is  necessary  to  provide  for  by  a  special  appropriation. 

For  the  year  1886  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made  to  meet  deficieooM 
in  the  Excise  moneys  for  the  support  of  committed  children  in  1885. 

An  appropriation  of  $250,000  will  also  be   necessary  to  provide  for  de^dtBti 
children  committed  by  the  courts  to  charitable  institutions,  as  authorized  byli'i 
for  the  year  1887,  besides  the  amount  which  will  be  provided  from  the  Eio*   B^^^. 
Fund. 

Under  chapter  90  of  the  Laws  of  1885,  the  claim  of  Joseph  Steinert,  forailtff 
as  Clerk  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  District  Court,  from  August  1,  1872,  to  D*"*" 
ber  1,  1874,  has  been  audited  at  $8,000  per  annum,  with  interest  at  the  ntt" 
three  per  cent,  per  annum,  amounting  to  $4,778.18.

and  authorizing  nn  appropriation  of  this  sum  for  the  payment  in  fall  of  thee*^ 
to  be  inserted  in  the  Final  Estimate  for  1887. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  State  has  transmitted  the  annual  statement  of  the i^ 
gate  equalized  valuation  of  real  and  pert!onal  estate  in  the  City  and  Cobb^  •

Whereat,  The  necessity  for  providing  an  additional  floating  engine,  with  it 
little  delay  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  services  of  a  floating  engine  oo  eidi 
of  the  rivers  can  at  all  times  be  relied  upon,  has  been  made  apparent  sioee  tba 
Departmental  Estimate  for  the  year  1887  was  determined  upon  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  supplementary  estimate  for  a  new  floating  engine,  at  an  aid* 
mated  cost  of  $76,000,  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportlonmeil^ 
with  the  request  that  the  same  be  incorporated  with  the  Departmental  Efltimite 
previously  submitted. 

The  Department  has  now  two  floating  engines,  the  **  Wm.  F.  Havemefff, 
built  in  1876,  and  the  "  Zophar  Mills,''  built  in  1888.  The  former,  the  mM 
of  the  two,  is  fast  wearing  out,  and  is  not  of  sufficient  capacity  for  the  BerriM 
now  required. 

Extensive  repairs  to  this  vessel,  together  with  the  delays  incident  to  obtiioi>S 
proposals  for  doing  the  work  and  the  award  of  the  contract,  have  already  ^ 
prived  the  Department  of  the  services   of  this  apparatus  for  over  four  mootba, 
and  the  commencement  of  the  work  under  the  contract  has  revealed  <^* 
defects,  necessitating  additional  expenditure  and  further  loss  of  time. 

It  is  of  the  first  importance  to  have  a  floating  engine  on  duty  on  each  oC  ^^^ 
rivers  at   all  times,  but  this  is  impossible   with  only  two  vessels,  as  fre^^ 
repairs  and  overhauling  necessitates  putting  either  one  or  the  other  out  ol" 
mission  for  periods  aggregating  two  months  annually. 

With  a  third  floating  engine  one  would  be  held  in  reserve,  ready  to  ta^^ 

place  of  either  of  the  other  two,  and  thus,  at  all  times,  keep  both  rivar- 

covered.

NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  IDIOTS. 

Stsacuse,  N.  Y.,  September  90,  IM 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  New  York : 

By  the  existing  provisions  of  law,  the  Supervisors  of  any  county  from  w\aA 
State  pupils  are  admitted  into  the  New  York  Asylum  for  Idiota,  are  reqiuitd 
to  raise  the  sum  of  (30)  thirty  dollars  a  year  for  each  pupil  ao  admitted.  (See 
chapter  739  of  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  18G7.) 

As  the  Trustees  of  the  Asylum  have  no  disposition  to  charge  the  eountiei 
for  clothing  State  pupils  anything  more  than  the  actual  coat  of  the  clothing 
furnished,  they  have  decided  to  reduce  the  charge  to  twenty-two  doUaa  mA 
for  male  pupila,  and  sixteen  dollars  for  females.    They  are  enabled  to  do  ttfli 
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ihasing  tbe  snpplies  by  wholesale  and  by  making  a  portion  of  ihe 
;h  the  labor  of  the  inmates.

These  appropriations  are  required  principally  to 
charges  of  counsel  in  the  litigation  concerned  with  thj 
taxation  of  the  National  Banks,  and  also  include  very  m 
portant  patent  suits  in  which  excessively  large  claims  an] 
advanced  against  the  Corporation. 

The  appropriations  made  for  these  two  particular  pw*] 
poses  have  been  consumed  in  the  ordinary  transactions 
a  very  extraordinary  amount  of  current  business.  I 
appreciated  for  some  little  while  past  that  they  would 
short  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  the  Department  wasafrj 
complishing  such  good  work  in  disposing  of  old  arrears^! 
business  and  in  prosecuting,  as  they  never  had  done  before 
the  affirmative  actions,  but  I  thought  it  best  not  tocaDs 
halt  so  long  as  the  judgment  fund  contained  a  large  sor* 
plus,  which  might  in  fairness  be  availed  of  to  makeup 
deficiencies  caused  by  the  very  exertions  which  have  pro- 
duced that  surplus. 

As  indicating  the  extraordinary  volume  of  business  trails 
acted  by  the  Department  for  the  current  year,  I  resped- 
fully  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  total  number^ 
actions  and  special  proceedings  finally  disposed  of  up  toarf 
including  November,  is  double  the  amount  so  disposed » 
in  the  entire  year  1885,  and  the  results  of  this  increasea 
volume  of  work  are  appareut  in  the  following  tabulations:

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment: 

Gtentlemen, — The    annual   appropriations  for  salaries, 
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Health  Department,  for  the  several  years  1 
1883,  were  $119,513.32,   $138,512  and  $153,632,    respect- 
ively. 

On  the  first  'day  o£  January,  18S4,  the  Health  Board, 
under  what  it  termed  a  classification  of  the  oflBcers  and 
employees,  established  a  labyrinthian  organization  con- 
sisting of  seven  divisions,  supplanting  the  simple  system 
of  two  bureaus  originally  established  by  law. 

The  change  thus  effected  multiplied,  unnecessarily,  the 
number  of  chief  officers,  swelled  the  number  of  books  and 
book-entries,  and  largely  augmented  the  expenses,  with- 
out, so  far  as  we  know,  any  corresponding  benefits.  On 
the  conti-ary,  it  appears  to  us  that  the  change  was  detri- 
mental. 

In  the  year  18S4  the  appropriation  for  salaries  amounted 
to  $181,382;  in  1S85,  $205,258;  iu  ISSB  the  Department 
asked  for  $221,160  and  got  $150,000. 

This  reduction  by  your  Board  was  criticised  at  the  time 
as  being  a  dangerous  economy,  in  that  it  would  operate 
prejudicially  to  the  health  of  the  city. 

That  it  has  not  done  so  is  manifest  from  the  fact  that 
the  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  to  October  1st, 
the  latest  date  to  which  we  have  the  statistics,  was 
37,796  against  28,183  for  the  year  1885  to  October  1st,  and 
2S,222  the  average  for  the  like  period  covered  by  the  five 
years  preceding  1886. 

That  the  appropriation  for  the  curi-ent  year  was  suffi- 
cient is  further  shown  by  the  fact  that  out  of  a  total  of 
$319,800  appropriated  for  all  purposes  of  the  Department, 
the  warrants  drawn  to  December  1 1,  show  an  expendi- 
ture of  $266,215.72,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$53,584.28.

Inspectors,  is  $211,778,  which  sum  your  Board  has,  in  the 
Provisional  Estimate,  reduced  to  $170,000,  which  includee 
also  a  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  additional  Sanitary  In- 
spectors, the  same  amount  that  was  appropriated  for  the 
year  1886,  and  which,  as  before  shown,  proved  to  be 
ample. 

Your  appropriation  for  the  additional  inspectors  reads 
as  follows: 

*'For  twenty  additional  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  shaD 
be  called  Sanitary  Engineers,  pursuant  to  the  provisioiifl 
of  Chapter  608,  Laws  of  1885,  $20,000." 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  requirement 
of  Chapter  508,  is  as  follows: 

**Said  Board,  (the  Health  Board,)  may  appoint  and 
commission  twenty  additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  who 
shall  be  Sanitary  Engineers." 

Note  the  language  '*  who  shall  be,"  not  who  shall  be 
'*  called"  Sanitary  Engineers.  It  is  respectfully  submitted 
that  the  language  of  your  appropriation  should  be  made 
conformable  with  the  law.  Your  Board  seem  to  have  faflen 
into  error  by  following  the  language  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  in  its  estimate  for  the  year  1886.  The 
point  in  this  matter  is,  that  while  the  law  in  terms  re- 
quires that  none  but  Sanitary  Engineers^shall  be  appointed 
under  the  act,  the  language  of  the  appropriation  may 
be  taken  as  a  warrant  for  the  appointment  of  inspectors 
not  possessing  the  required  qualifications.  And  this,  in 
fact,  has  already  occurred  under  the  appropriation  for  tbe 
current  year.  Of  the  present  appointees  under  the  act, 
but  a  very  small  proportion  are  Sanitary  Engineers  as  ap- 
pears f^'om  their  own  sworn  testimony.

The  amount  of  warrants  drawn  against  this  appropria- 
>n  to  December  11,  is  $5,301.43,  leaving  a  balance  of 
,  69^.58.  An  analysis  of  tlie  exi)enditui-es  shows  that  about 
,000  was  paid  for  labor,  S500  for  corrosive  sublimate, 
id  the  remainder  for  horse  hire,  horsefeed,  horseshoeing, 
>rse  doctoring,  repairs  to  wagons,  trucks,  harness  and  so 
rth. 

Probably  $7,000  would  be  sufficient  for  this  sort  of  dis- 
section for  the  ensuing  year. 

E'er  contingent  expenses  you  have  allow  87,500.  The 
penditures  of  the  current  year  to  December  11,  as 
own  by  warrants  drawn,  is  $5,015.44,  leaving  and  un- 
pcnded  balance  of  $2,484.5(3.  For  the  next  year  $6,000 
>uld  aeem  to  be  enough.  If  any  emergency  should  arise 
luiring  a  larger  expenditure,  it  can  be  met  by  the  emer- 
Icy  clause,  Section  580,  Consolidation  Act.  The  De- 
I'tment  has  also  a  balance  of  about  §1,000  of  moneys 
aerited  from  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Health,  which 
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is  held  to  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  Depait* 
ment. 

For  hospital  transportation  and  supplies  you  appropiiated 
for  1886,  $35,000.  The  amount  drawn  by  warrant  to  De- 
cember 11  is  $29,373. S5,  leaving  a  balance  this  year  of 
$5,626.15.  Taking  into  account  large  expenditures  inade 
during  the  current  year  for  repairs  of  the  steamboat 
Franklin  Edson  charged  against  this  appropriation,  and 
which,  presumably,  will  not  be  repeated  in  1887,  we  think 
$30,000  will  be  sufficient  for  hospital  transportation 
supplies  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Provisional  Estimate 
allows  $32,000.  If  more  be  needed  for  an  emergency,  re- 
sort can  be  had  to  the  emergency  clause  before  mentionei 

With  these  exceptions  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  ProTi- 
sional  Estimate  may  stand  without  detriment  to  the  ser- 
vice. 

With  regard  to  the  general  efficiency  of  the  Health  De- 
partment, under  its  present  chief  management,  we  can 
say  little  in  its  favor. 

We  have  given  the  subject  careful  consideration  in  con- 
nection with  several  months'  observation  of  its  methods 
and  results,  and  we  propose  at  an  early  day  to  make  a  fuD 
report  thereon  to  the  Mayor. 

The  Department  has,  undoubtedly,  many  serious  ob- 
stacles in  its  path,  not  the  least  of  which,  perhaps,  are  its 
defective  laws.  And  yet  we  cannot  resist  the  conviction 
that,  notwithstanding  the  imperfection  of  the  laws,  it  falls 
far  short  of  what  it  miglit  be  under  a  capable,  vigorous 
and  experienced  head. 

Its  syscem  of  business  is  too  circumlocutoiy  and  expen- 
sive. There  is  too  much  formality  and  too  little  out-door 
work  of  an  aggressive  and  effective  kind.  The  lax  pdicy 
which  obtains  in  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  origiflal 
orders  tends  to  \i^m^  \Jckft  ^x^tiicks^T^^^  ^t  the  Department  into 


•ntempt.  Hardly  fifty  per  cent,  of  its  primary  ordeili 
■e  complied  with.  Inspections  and  reinspections  of  a 
agle  case  occur,  until  they  are  numbered  by  scores,  and 
itries  thei-eof  on  the  books  by  hundreds. 
The  policy  now  pureued  is  the  reverse  of  that  which  ob- 
ined  in  the  early  history  of  the  Department. 
The  report  of  IS74,  in  speaking  of  the  very  successful 
ork  accomplished  in  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  the 
port,  states  "  that  this  result  has  been  owing  in  a  great 
^<ree  to  the  firm  stand  taken  by  this  Department  in  in- 
sting  in  the  flrat  instance  upon  com  pliance  with  its  orders 
ithout  favor  to  any  one,  in  which  it  has  been  sustained 
y  the  courts." 

The  present  Board  of  Health,  as  such,  appears  to  a  great 
Jttent  to  have  outlived  its  usefulness.  IE  the  Department 
iuld  be  so  reorganized  as  to  come  under  the  government 
f  a  single  commissioner  of  expenence,  ability,  tlrmness 
od  unquestioned  integrity  of  character  the  public  service 
'fluid,  in  our  opinion,  be  greatly  benefited. 

The  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  has 
*n  directed  by  a  single  commissioner  for  several  yeare 
kst  with  most  satisfactory  results,  compared  with  the  pe- 
3d  when  it  was  governed  by  a  board. 
No  reason  is  known  why  such  a  change  would  not  result 

ually  well  in  this  city.

Phe  orders  not  recoi-ded  upon  the  books  of  this  Depart- 
mt,  as  complied  with,  include  such  orders  as  have  been 
ipended  or  rescinded  by  the  Board  for  good  and  suffi- 
Qt  reasons,  and  the  cases  in  which  judgments  have  heeu 
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taken,  and  the  defendants  have  been  found  to  be  irrespon- 
sible or  non-resident. 


6th.  Tlie  statement  that  "  the  policy  now  pursued  is 
reverse  of  that  which  obtained  in  the  early  history  of  the 
Department,"  in  respect  to  the  enforcement  of  orders,  is 
incorrect,  and  has  no  other  foundation  than  the  fact  that 
in  1878  the  Board  of  Health  resolved  not  to  exact  costs 
when  orders  were  complied  with  before  the  trial  of  cases 
in  court  and  judgment  obtained.  Experience  has  proved 
the  wisdom  of  such  resolution. 

7th.  After  months  of  minute  examination,  under  every 
advantage,  by  the  Commissioners  of  Accounts  of  the 
methods  of  this  Department,  no  substantial  complaints 
have  been  presented.

As  Mr.  Slevin  the  newly  elected  Register,haB  accepted  the 
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suggestion  of  Commissioner  Coleman  to  run  that  o£Boe 
for  $101,000,  although,  in  my  opinion,  some  of  the  salaries 
paid  in  that  office  are  too  large,  I  will  offer  no  objection  to 
that  appropriation. 

Regarding  the  PoUce  J ustices  under  the  head  of  "The 
Judiciary,"  the  salaries  of  the  PoUce  Clerks,  Clerks' As- 
sistants, are  too  large  and  ought  to  be  reduced;  besides 
there  are  more  clerks  and  assistants  than  are  actually  ne- 
cessary for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  those  Courts. 

I  object  entirely  to  the  several  departments,  such  as 
Health  and  Education,  having  separate  attomeyB  and 
counsel,  for  which  salaries  and  the  expenses  comiected 
with  that  office  are  required  to  be  paid  by  the  tax-payers,  | 
and  shall  urge  the  Legislature  to  make  these  positioos 
bureaus  in  the  Corporation  Counsel's  Department 

The  salaries  of  the  PoUce  Justices  are  entirely  too  laige, 
and  the  Legislature  should  be  asked  at  its  next  session  to 
reduce  them,  and  to  make  further  provision  as  to  the 
quaUfications  of  these  officials,  who  are  paid  more  in  pro- 
portion for  the  labor  performed  than  the  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  or  the  Circuit  or  District  Judges  of  the 
United  States. 

This  city  has  more  District  Courts  than  is  required  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  business  done  in  them,  and  the 
expense  to  the  tax-payere  is  greater,  by  one-half,  at  least, 
for  their  support,  and  the  sinecurists  connected  with 
them,  than  is  justified  for  their  continuance. 

This  matter  and  others  in  which  the  tax  payers  of  this 
city  have  a  vital  interest,  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  coming  Constitutional 
Convention,  which  by  the  vote  of  the  people  of  this  State 
has  been  ordered  to  meut,  and  by  that  convention  proper 
fundamental  remedial  relief  will,  I  hope  and  beUeve,  be 
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horded  to  check  many  of  the  oppressive  evils  from  which 
we  now  suffer  from  the  administration  of  our  city  affairs.

Gentlemen, — The  need  of  additional  facilities  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Court  of  General  Ses- 
sions, which  has  been  previously  represented  to  you,  te 
now  become  so  immediately  pressing  that  we  feel  that  we 
should  be  doing  injustice  to  the  important  public  interestB 
involved  if  we  did  not  again,  and  with  even  greater  an- 
phasis,  urge  upon  yo\ir  body  some  present  action. 

The  evils  to  be  remedied  are : 

First. — The  delay  in  the  trial  of  criminal  cases,  in  which 
indictment  have  been  found  by  the  Grand  Jury  of  this 
Court. 

The  facilities  for  trying  criminal  cases  in  this  county 
have  remained  the  same  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  ^ 
that  time  the  business  to  be  transacted  has  nearly  doubled. 
The  parts  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  as -now  organ- 
ized are  open  continuously  for  ten  months  of  the  year  dd 


B  part  for  twelve  mouths,  and  the  time  of  the  judges 
d  prosecuting  attorneys  is  occupied  far  beyond  the  ordi- 
ry  requirements  of  such  officers  in  others  counties.  Yet 
3  business  of  the  Court  has  been  so  far  delayed  that 
my  untried  indictments  have  been  found  in  the  last  few 
irs  on  which  t  he  District  Attorney  is  anxious  to  act,  but 
lich  cannot  be  tried  because  the  present  Court  facilities 
>  inadequte.  The  cases  in  which  witnesses  or  defend- 
bs  are  in  confinement  are  necessarily  given  the  prefer- 
3e,  and  it  has  become  impossible  to  try  bail  cases  beyond 
■ery  limited  number,  so  that  the  giving  of  bail  in  ordi- 
rj  cases  has  often  resulted  in  their  indefinite  postpone- 
mt.  Nor  is  even  this  deplorable  state  of  affairs  the 
Tst.  The  trial  of  an  important  case  occupying,  as  the 
o  trials  of  Arthur  J.  McQuade  have  done,  the  time  of 
3  part  of  the  Court  for  several  weeks,  renders  it  im- 
ssible  to  keep  the  City  Prison  free  from  pei-sons  await- 
?  trial,  and  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  accusfid  per- 
is, some  of  whom  are,  perhaps,  innocent,  are  now  de- 
ined,  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Court.  An  unusually 
•ge  niunber  of  important  cases,  the  trial  of  which  is  de- 
anded  by  the  public,  and  which  will  necessitate  long 
ials,  are  now  in  the  District  Attorney's  office,  and  the 
inter  season  is  at  hand,  when  the  largest  number  of 
inor  crimes  are  committed,  and  the  prisons  are  most 
Dwded.  The  situation  deserves  your  most  serious  atten- 
>n  and  prompt  action. 


Second. — The  occupancy  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of  a 
rt  of  the  General  Sessions  Building  is  a  source  of  incon- 
nience  and  possible  danger  to  the  public. 
More  than  one  grand  jury  have  made  presentments  in 
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which  the  present  occupancy  of  a  part  of  the  building  where 
criminals  are  tried,  by  the  office  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes, 
has  been  condemned.  During  some  months  of  the  year 
taxpayers,  many  of  them  women,  stand  in  line  on  the 
stairs  and  corridors,  along  ;which  prisoners  in  charge  of 
officers  make  there  way  to  and  from  the  court-rooms.  Tie 
prisoners  are  frequently  desperate  criminals,  and  if  an  at- 
tempt to  escape  was  made,  the  officers  might  be  compelled 
to  use  fire-arms,  to  the  great  danger  of  the  bystanders.  The 
line  of  taxpayers  often  extend  into  the  street  in  front  of 
the  General  Sessions,  where  friends  of  the  prisoners  (often 
criminals  themselves)  congregate  to  greet  them.  The  pro- 
tection of  the  tax-payers  under  these  conditions  has  been 
extremely  difficult.  The  sight  and  frequently  the  touch  of 
the  hardened  criminals  are  evils  to  which  the  class  of 
citizens  who  support  the  city  government  should  not 
be  subject  when  they  go  to  perform  their  duty  in  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes. 

The  remedy  for  these  evils  hes  with  your  HonoraUe 
Board. 

The  State  Legislature  several  years  ago,  recogniziDg  the 
necessity  of  additional  court  facilities,  provided  for  a  third 
part  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions.  The  last  Legisla- 
ture passed,  and  the  Governor  approved,  a  bill  authoriang 
the  appointment  of  the  necessary  court  officers.  The  judges 
of  the  Court  have  expressed  their  willingness  to  perform 
the  additional  duties.  The  only  cause  for  delay  in  putting 
in  operation  this  part  of  the  Court  is  the  lack  of  room.  The 
rooms  at  present  occupied  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and 
the  Marshal  for  the  Collection  of  Arrears  of  Taxes  are  the 
only  ones  adapted  for  this  purpose,  and  action  by  jaot 
body  will  enable  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  to  occupj' 
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ihose  rooms  within  a  short  time.  The  amount  of  $30,000 
'was  appropriated  by  your  body  a  year  ago  for  an  extension 
to  the  General  Sessions  building.  But  the  official  architect 
has  reported  that  not  only  was  the  amount  inadequate, 
Imt  that  the  proposed  extension  of  the  present  building  was 
not  possible  without  a  disturbance  to  the  Courts  and  to 
tiie  business  of  the  District  Attorney's  office,  which  the 
piesent  state  of  the  public  business  absolutely  forbids  us 
to  undergo.  This  amount  of  $30,000  has  not  been  expended, 
and  would  more  than  suffice  for  the  cost  of  making  the 
necessary  changes. 

We  request  of  your  Honorable  Body  : 

FiBST. — That  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  be  appro- 
piated  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York,  to 
rent  rooms  suitable  for  the  occupancy  of  the  Receiver  of 
Tixes  and  the  Marshal  for  the  Collection  of  Arrears  of 
Taxes.  The  dealings  of  the  office  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
■^tb  the  public  are  practically  suspended  for  a  time  after 
February  1st,  and  we  suggest  that  a  change  of  situation 
Bt  that  time  would  cause  little  public  inconvenience. 

Second.— That  the  sum  of  $12,000,  or  as  much  thereof 
Bs  may  be  necessary,  be  appropriated  to  the  Commissioner 
oi  Public  Works,  to  pay  the  cost  of  preparing  the  room 
How  used  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  for  the  occupancy  of 
^art  III.  of  the  Court  of  Geceral  Sessions,  and  the  use  of 
the  District  Attorney,  and  to  make  the  necessasy  altera- 
tions in  the  building.  This  sum  might  be  sufficient,  not 
ynfy  to  fit  up  the  court-room,  but  to  so  arrange  the  present

af  the  old  apparatus  houses  which  were  turned  over 
e  Volunteer  Department  in  1865  to  this  Department, 
i  of    which  should  be  rebuilt  or  very  extensively 
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The  houses  of  Engine  2,  24,  35  and  54,  for  which 
appropriation  for  the  coming  year  is  wanted,  are  of  this 
class  and  are  in  immediate  need  of  rebuilding,  as  wiD 
appear  from  the  following  statement: 

Engine  2. — The  house  was  old  and  dilapidated  in  1865 
when  turned  over  by  the  Volunteer  Department.  Its 
walls  and  beams  are  light  and  decayed  and  the  house  is 
worn  out.  It  would  be  false  economy  to  alter  or  exten- 
sively repair  it. 

Engine  24. — The  house  was  built  for  the  Volunteer 
Department,  and  was  never  suitable  for  the  paid  service. 
It  is  in  a  bad  condition  now,  and  is  situated  in  a  very  im- 
portant locality.  The  walls  are  cracked,  the  timbers  are 
light,  and  it  is  deemed  unwise  to  expend  money  for  alter 
ation  or  extensive  repairs. 

Engine  35 — The  house  is  about  thirty  years  old,  only 
two  stories  high,  and  only  about  forty  feet  deep  and  en- 
tirely too  small  for  our  needs.  The  timbers  are  rotten  and 
the  walls  are  old  and  thin.  To  attempt  to  alter  would  be 
throwing  money  away. 

Engine  54 — The  house  is  old  (having  been  received  from 
the  Old  Department),  is  too  small,  has  no  cellar,  insufB- 
cient  light  and  ventilation,  its  walls  and  timbers  are  not 
heavy  enough  for  its  present  purpose,  and  its  general  con- 
dition is  so  poor  as  to  be  beyond  repair. 

The  other  house  for  which  the  appropriation  is  desired 
(Engine  14,  in  East  Eighteenth  street),  is  in  one  of  the 
most  important  sections  of  the  entire  city,  where  tbe 
services  of  a  double  company  have  long  been  demanded. 
It  is  however  too  small  to  accommodate  the  extra  apparatus, 
horses,  etc.,  required  for  that  purpose,  and  is  too  old  and 
weak  to  permit  of  alteration.

lly  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Board  to  the 
ct  that  the  actual  outlay  for  tlie  year  1  ji86  for  this  pur- 
>se  was  about  $33, 1 50,  while  the  sum  allowed  in  the  Pi-o- 
sional  Estimate  for  1887  is  only  *32,00ii. 
The  growing  demands  made  upon  these  bridges  in  con- 
i^uence  of  the  rapid  increase  in  population  in  the 
Benty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards  is  a  matter  of 
ntinued  anxiety  to  the  Commissioners  of  this  Depart- 
snt.  The  perishable  character  of  the  material  in  their 
wtruction  makes  it  necessary  for  the  DeiparttnetA  W 
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have  continued  examinations  made  so  that  deterioration 
may  be  checked  as  much  as  possible. 

The  maintenance  of  the  construction  property  of  any  of 
our  great  railways  having  the  same  traffic  as  these  bridges 
costs  from  one  to  two  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  their  con- 
struction, that  is,  for  keeping  them  up  to  a  standard  of 
'safety  and  making  good  the  wear  and  tear;  and  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  cost  of  these  bridges  in  the  aggr^ate 
has  been  about  $1,500,000,  and  that  in  addition  to  the 
repairs  necessary  three  gangs  of  engineers  and  assistants, 
working  eight  hours  a  day,  are  required,  besides  Watch- 
men and  Laborers,  to  clean  the  bridges,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  cost  of  maintaining  these  bridges  can  compare  farora- 
bly  with  that  of  private  works. 


THIRD  AVENUE  BRmGE. 

The  Third  Avenue  Bridge  was  built  at  a  time  when 
science  of  the  construction  of  heavy  draws  was  far  from 
what  we  see  illustrated  to-day.  Its  weight  is  enormous. 
I  estimate  that  it  contains  at  least  one  hundred  tons  more 
metal  than  is  necessary.  The  draw  revolves  upon  ninety 
wheels  of  cast-iron,  weighing  four  hundred  poimds  each. 
Notwithstanding  the  great  weight  and  apparent  strength 
of  these  wheels,  which  are  cast  from  the  best  metal,  we 
frequently  find  them  crashed  into  shapeless  masses.  The 
bridge  is  opened  as  many  as  eight  times  in  one  hour.  As 
far  back  as  January  16,  1884,  in  a  report  which  I  made  at 
that  time,  I  alluded  to  this  matter  as  follows: 

^'Demands  have  of  late  been  frequently  made  that  the 
draw  should  be  opened  at  all  hours  of  the  night  for  the 
passage  oi  ve^^^Y^^  ^xid  dovibta  have  been  expressed  of  the 
right  oi  tYi\ftTie^^x\.ttx«tL\»\iCi  V^^^^2ol^^^^  ^^sy^xsi.^^- 
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to  such  detnauds,  it  having  been  asserted  that  the 
imissionei-s  would  be  liable  to  injunction  for  the  main 
.nee  of  a  nuisance,  or  an  action  at  law  for  damages 
cd  by  delay.  Demands  of  this  sort  having  become 
3  frequent,  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  wae 
ht  in  the  matter  during  the  past  summer.  No 
'er  to  that  request  has  as  yet  been  received.  There 
IB  to  be  but  littlelawon  the  subject,  but  the  Corporation 
isel  has  informally  declared  it  to  be  his  opinion  tha 
Department  would  be  liable,  if  the  delay  occasioned 
luch  non-opening  amounts  to  a  nuisance,  and  it  may 
luestioned  whether  such  a  state  of  affairs  will  not 
srvene  in  the  near  future,  considering  tlie  increase  of 
tuerce  which  demands  thoroughfare  through  this 
ge.  Moreover,  the  safety  of  the  considerable  masses 
hipping  which  are  not  infrequently  clustered  north- 
't  of  the  bridge  is  greatly  endangered  by  this  condition 
phinga.  A  fire  originating  in  their  midst  would,  unless 
mptly  checked,  cause  great  loss  and  disaster;  and  the 
ei-tion  of  the  bridge  through  the  whole  night  shuts  out 
>  possibility  of  the  fire-boats  coming  quickly  to  the 
cue." 

Jn  December  21  of  this  year  a  careful  count  was  made, 
d  it  was  found  that  38,405  people  and  3,484  vehicles 
issed  this  bridge  on  that  day;  and  this  may  be  taken  as 
air  average  the  year  round,  as  the  season  is  not  one  dur- 
;  which  traffic  is  greatest. 

The  amount  asked  for  for  1SS7,  viz.:  $40,u00,  has  been 
efuUy  estimated,  and  no  less  amount  will  be  sufficient. 

MADISON  AVENDE   BRIDGE. 

["he  Madison  Avenue  Bridge  has  been  but  lately  com- 
4.    Owing  to  the  many  settlements  which  have  takftw 
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place  in  its  approaches,  as  reported  by  the  Ekigineer,  num- 
erous repairs  are  necessary. 

MACOMB'S  DAM  BRIDGE. 

The  greater  part  of  this  bridge  is  of  frame  work,  and 
owing  to  its  exposure  to  the  weather  and  the  great  traffic 
of  vehicles,  both  for  business  and  pleasui*e  (for  you  are  re- 
minded that  a  driving  park  and  race  course  are  on  the  line 
of  this  bridge),  the  wooden  surface  requires  renewal  at 
least  every  three  yeare.  The  rain  and  snow  rot  the  plat- 
form to  such  an  extent  that  we  are  obliged  to  make  fre- 
quent repairs  in  order  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  public. 

In  your  consideration  of  this  subject  you  appropriated 
an  amount  which,  in  your  judgment,  was  in  the  line  rf 
economy,  and  would  compel  us  to  be  frugal  and  judicioas 
in  its  expenditure.  But  you  will  consider  that  economy 
should  include  a  pmdent  management  of  property,  where- 
by it  is  saved  and  maintained.  In  the  management  of 
these  propei'ties,  sufhcient  means  should  be  provided  to 
furnish  labor  and  material  necessary  for  its  preservation 
and  safe  use  by  the  public. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Board  to 
the  necessity  of  considering  at  an  early  day  the  question  of 
providing  better  facilities  for  crossing  the  Harlem  River  at 
Third  avenue.     The  Third  Avenue  Bridge  is  built  at  a  level 
of  some  fourteen  feet  above  high-water  mark.    The  law 
prohibits  the  construction  of  any  new  bridges  across  the 
Harlem  River  at  a  lower  level  than  twenty- nine  feet  ahove 
high  water.     From  the  demands  made  upon  this  bridge  by 
the  commerce  of  the  river,  which  require  such  frequent 
opening,  sufficient  opportunity  is  not  given  for  the  accom- 
modation of  foot  and  carriage  travel,  nor  could  any  draw- 
bridge that  can  be  constructed  afford  such  accommoda* 
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tion.    I  therefore  suggest  that  at  an  early  day  this  sub- 
ject be  taken  up  by  your  Board.    It  is  my  opinion  that  a 
tunnel  under  the  river  in  this  vicinity  should  be  con- 
structed, with  easy  grades  and  open  approaches  from  some 
distance  north  and  south  of  the  river,  so  that  the  length  of 
the  covered  tunnel  would  not  extend  more  than  four  hun- 
dred feet  across  the  channel.    It  would  be  cheaper  to  con- 
struct such  a  tunnel  than  to  rebuild  the  bridge  at  the  level 
fixed  by  law.    A  tunnel  of  this  character  would  cost  but 
little  to  maintain,  as  the  expense  that  would  have  to  be 
incurred  to  manage  a  draw-bridge  would  be  avoided.    It 
would  be  well  if  this  matter  were  taken  up  before  the  Har- 
lem River  improvement  is  completed.    Assured  facilities 
across  the  Harlem  River  will  tend  to  enhance  the  value  of 
property  north  of  the  river,  and  the  City,  within  a  reason- 
able time,  will  receive  a  tenfold  return  for  its  expenditure. 
I  respectfully  submit  that  the  amount  asked  for,  viz. : 
$40,000)  should  be  appropriated  by  your  Board  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  bridges  over  the  Harlem  River,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

Ist.  That  the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  these  bridges 
during  1886  has  been  $33,150,  and  this  amount  has  enabled 
the  Department  to  keep  the  bridges  open  only  sixteen 
hours  each  day.  To  keep  them  open  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  night  would  increase  the  cost  of  maintenance  by 
about  $5«000  over  the  appropriation  for  1886. 

2d.  That  new  flooring  will  be  necessary  upon  the  Madi- 
son Avenue  Bridge,  besides  the  painting  of  the  wooden 
work  and  other  repairs. 

3d.  That  the  planking  of  the  Macomb's  Dam  Bridge  will 
hare  to  be  replaced  during  the  coming  year. 
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4th.  That  the  amount  asked  for  has  been  carefully  esti 

mated  and  is  absolutely  necessary  to  do  the  work  in  t 

proper  manner.

*  *  *  This  section  shall  not  prevent  such  county,  city, 
town  or  village  from  making  such  provision  for  the  aid  or 
support  of  its  poor  as  may  be  authorized  by  law." 

This  section  was  in  my  mind  when  I  advised  your  Board 
sn  December  li,  1886,  that  the  provisions  of  the  Consoli- 
Jation  Act  (sections  191,  195)  which  authorize  the  appro- 
jriation  of  money  in  aid  and  support  of  the  poor,  contera- 
Dlated  "  only  the  including  of  such  amount  as  may,  under 
>ther  provisions  of  law,  be  appHed  to  the  aid  and  support 
5f  the  poor." 

In  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal,  when  the  former 
communication  was  sent,  I  was  unable  to  find  any  statute 
listinctly  providing  for  the  distribution  of  coal  to  the  out- 
ioor  poor.  The  fact,  however,  that  such  appropriation 
lad  been  made  continuously  for  very  many  years  past 
teemed  to  indicate  that  there  was  authority  for  such  ap- 
>ropriation.  Since  the  receipt  of  your  second  communi- 
»tioD  I  have  examined  the  subject  more  thoroughly  with 
the  following  results:  It  is  provided  in  section  24,  chapter 
SIO,  Laws  of  1860  (which  is  re-enacted  as  sectiun  41 1  of  the 
Consolidation  Act),  that  "  whenever,  in  any  act  or  ordin- 
fcnce  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but 
ipplicable  thereto,  the  words  alms-house  department  of 
;he  City  of  New  York  shall  occur,  it  shall  be  taken  to 
mean  and  refer  to  the  Department  of  Public  Charities  and 
Uorrection,  and  in  like  manner  the  word  governor  or  gover- 
lors  of  the  alms-house  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  commis- 
lioner  oj  commissioners  referred  to  in  this  cYiapW." 
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It  is  further  provided  by  Section  1,  Chapter  246,  Laws  of 

1849,  that  'Hhe  akns-house  department  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York,  including  therein  the  alms-house 
therein  proper,  and  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor,  and 
the  lunatic  asylum,  etc.,  etc.,  shall  hereafter  be  under  tie 
exclusive  control  and  management  of  a  board  of  governors, 
to  consist  of  ten  persons,  who  shall  be  named  and  styled 
'  the  governors  of  the  alms-house.* "  As  appears  by  the 
first  report  of  the  Governors  of  the  Alms-house,  made  in 

1850,  and  to  which  I  called  your  attention  in  my  letter, 
"  the  administering  of  relief  to  the  poor  at  large,  without 
reouiring  the  applicants  to  become  inmates  of  charitaUe 
institutions  of  the  city,  had  been  in  use  many  years  before, 
and  upon  a  very  extensive  scale."  That  fact  must  be  as- 
sumed to  have  been  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1849  when  it  passed  the  act  referred  to,  and  the  sec- 
tion quoted  may  therefore  fairly  be  interpreted  as  entrust- 
ing to  the  governors  of  the  alms-house  the  support  and 
relief  of  the  poor  who  may  not  be  inmates  of  the  charit- 
able institutions  .of  the  city. 

It  is  true  that  Section  1,  Chapter  246  of  the  Laws  of 
1849  has  not  been  re-enacted  in  the  Consolidation  Act,  bat 
I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  statute  repealing  it,  nor 
has  it  been  superseded  by  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1^52. 
Being  repeated  neither  expressly  nor  by  implication,  it  ^ 
still  in  force.     (Mayor  vs.  Buell,  12  Daly,  494.) 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  your  Board  is  ^' 
thorized  to  make  the  appropriation  referred  to.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportm- 
ment: 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition 
of  the  appropriation  for  '*  Printing  and  Publication  of  the 
City  Record  "  for  the  year  1886. 

This  work  is  performed  under  contract  at  prices  fized 
by  competition  at  public  letting  after  advertisement,  and 
the  quantities  are  determined  by  statute  or  by  circum- 
stances beyond  the  control  of  the  Board  of  City  Record  or 
of  the  Supervisor.  The  publication  must  be  continued 
daily,  irrespective  of  the  question  whether  the  appropria- 
tion has  been  exhausted  or  not.  (See  opinion  of  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  Whitney,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed) 

This  appropriation  was  exhausted  in  November,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $1,642.05  of  that  month's  bill  and  the  entire 
December  bill  (estimated  at  $6,000)  wholly  unprovided  for. 

The  appropriation  for  "Printing,  Stationery  and  Blank- 
books  "  will  require  an  addition  of  $5,000  to  complete  the 
work  ordered  by  the  departments  for  the  prosent  year. 
Notwithstanding  that  I  (in  the  exercise  of  a  discretion  con- 
ceded me  by  the  Board  of  City  Record)  reduced  by  more 
than  twenty  per  cent,  the  requisitions  for  stationery  made 
by  the  several  departments,  courts  and  bureaus,  yet  the 
necessary  and  unavoidable  supplies  exceeded  my  expecta- 
tions. Especially  in  record  books,  and  in  law  cases,  points 
and  briefs,  and  in  the  new  and  additional  stationery  sup- 
plies for  the  County  Clerk  by  reason  of  that  officer  having 
become  in  this  year  salaried  instead  of  feed,  the  drafts  on 
this  office  have  been  unexpectedly  and  exceptionally  heavy. 
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There  will  be  an  excess  of  at  least  $2,r.0O  in  the  appro- 
priation for  "Advertising  "  for  the  present  year,  which 
may  be  made  available  in  this  connection. 
Since  the  adoption  of  the  Provisional  Estimate  the 
-  Be^ister  has  made  requisition  on  me  for  stationery  and 
printing  for  the  year  18S7;  and  on  consultation  with  the 
Cori)oration  Counsel,  I  am  advised  that  the  requisition 
must  be  filled,  as  the  Register  is  now  a  salaried  officer. 
My  best  information  as  to  the  cost  of  such  supplies  puts 
the  figures  between  ^3,000  and  $4,000. 

This  additional  draft  on  this  office  should,  I  respectfully 
submit,  be  provided  for  in  your  Final  Estimate.

Sir.^I  duly  received  your  letter  of  the  I2th  instant,  in 
which  yoH  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  work  of  printing  and 
publishing  the  City  Record  is  performed  at  stipulated 
prices,  under  a  written  contract,  and  that  the  quantity  of 
matter  inserted  therein  and  the  amount  of  bills  thei-e- 
toT  are  not  matters  in  any  way  within  the  control  of  the 
Supervisor.  You  also  state  that  the  amount  appropriated 
>>y  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Record  during  the  current  year  is  nearly 
exhausted,  and  that  heretofore,  when  a  deficiency  has 
a.riseD,  the  practice  has  been  to  permit  the  printer  to  sue 
^,t  the  end  of  the  year. 

You  request  to  be  advised  whether  it  is  necessary  for 
.iyou  to  take  any  action,  and  if  so,  what. 
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Under  existing  laws  the  City  Record  is  to  be  published  ■ ' 
daily  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted)  under  con- 
tract, to  be  made  as  provided  in  section  111  (^  the  Charter 
of  1873,  and  pursuant  to  such  laws  a  contract  has  been 
made  for  such  publication,  which  is  still  in  force. 

The  publication  of  the  City  Record  cannot  be  lawfoBj 
discontinued,  even  if  the  appropriation  therefor  is  exhanst-

Gentlemen,— Our  attention  has  been  called  to  ceitain 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  on  the  Itth 
instant,  ^lit  \^  ^^^^^^  ^o^^  oa  the  20th,  and  published  in 
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the  City  Record  on  the  22d.  The  resolutions  charge  that 
ia  our  letter  addressed  to  your  Board  on  the  13th  instant, 
numerous  errors  occur.     This  we  emphatically  deny. 

In  order  that  the  subject-matter  may  be  readily  and  con- 
veniently consulted,  we  have  placed  an  official  copy  of  our 
letter,  and  also  of  said  resolutions,  in  parallel  columns, 
and  submit  the  same  herewith,  marked  Exhibit  *' A." 

The  first  specific  "error"  alleged  by  the  Board  of  Health 
is,  that  "  under  the  several  laws  governing  the  Health 
Department  the  expenditure  for  salaries  was,  in  the  years 
1881, 1882  and  1883,  $142,228.43,  $162,763.07,  $168,285.35, 
respectively,  instead  of  $119,513.32,  $138,512,  $153,632,  as 
represented  by  the  Commissioners  of  Accounts." 

We  submit,  that  inasmuch  as  our  letter  contained  no 
statement  of  the  **  expenditures"  for  the  years  above  men- 
tioned, but  dealt  in  plain  terms  with  '*  appropriations,"  the 
conclusion  drawn  by  said  Board  has  no  proper  founda- 
tion. 

In  support  of  our  figures,  we  respectfully  refer  you  to 
theoflBcial  proceedings  of  your  Board,  as  follows:  Proceed- 
ings of  Friday,  December  31,  1880,  page  723;  Thursday, 
I>ecember  29,  1881,  page  524;  Friday,  December  29,  1882, 
Page  551 ;  and  also  to  a  letter  addressed  to  us  by  the  Comp- 
tjx)ller,  dated  December  24,  1 886,  which  is  submitted  here- 
with, marked  Exhibit  "  B."  It  will  be  seen  therefrom 
that  the  figures  given  by  us  in  our  said  letter  of  the  1 3th 
instant  are  absolutely  correct. 

The  Board  of  Health  having,  however,  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  '*  expenditures"  as  distinguished  from  *'  appropria- 
tions," let  us  consider  whether  the  figures  given  by  it  are 
X)rrect.  The  Finance  Department,  ns  is  well  known, 
mdits  the  expenditures  of  the  Health  Department,  and 
ceeps  the  official  accounts  thereof.  We  assume  that  such 
iccounts  will  not  be  disputed. 
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Comparing,  therefore,  the  figures  of  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment with  those  contained  in  said  resolutions  of  the  HeaWi 
Department,  the  following  results  are  shown:

It  will  be  noted  that  the  amounts  stated  by  the  Finance 
Department  approximate  the  amounts  appropriated  bj 
your  Board  for  the  purpose  mentioned.  They  are  slightly 
under  such  appropriations,  whereas,  the  amounts  stated 
in  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  largdy  ifl 
excess  thereof,  viz.:  in  1881,  $22,715.12;  in  1882,  $2i- 
251.07;  and  in  1883,  $14,653.35,  making  a  total  of  $61,- 
619.53  in  excess  of  the  amount  authorized  by  your  Board 
to  be  expended  for  salaries. 

The  second  '*  error"  alleged  against  us  by  the  Board  of 
Health  is,  *'that  the  balance  of  appropriations  for  the 
Health  Department  for  1886  that  will  be  unexpended  will 
be  about  $9,000,  instead  of  $53,584.28,  or  any  approximate 
sum,  as  represented  by  the  Commissioners  of  Accounts. 
We  respectfully  submit  that  this  is  no  answer  to  oor 
statement  of  the  balance  as  it  stood  on  the  11th  of  Decem- 
ber last.  We  did  not  undertake  to  say  what  the  balance 
might  be  at  some  future  time.  The  statement  made  by 
us  indicated  that  there  was  a  sufficient  balance  to  carry  t^^ 
Department  through  the  current  year. 

After  showing  by  comparison  of  the  appropriations  for 
the  years  1881,  1882,  and  1883  (under  the  old  order  of

niued  by  the  Civil  Service  Board  and  were  certified  to 
Board  of  Health  as  qualified  for  the  work  designated 
^w  for  such  officers,  and  that  no  others  have  been  ap- 
ted,"  etc.,  etc. 

lis  is  submitted  as  an  answer  to  the  statement  con- 
id  in  our  letter  to  the  effect  that  the  said  act  requires 

the  appointees  under  it  should  be  '"Sanitary  Engi- 
s."    We  reassert  the  fact  that  the  act  of  the  Legisla- 

)Q  question  does  so  require.     We  made  no  reference 
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to  the  examination  of  applicants  by  the  Civil  Servioe 
Board,  but  inasmuch  as  that  matter  has  been  introduced 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  we  submit  herewith  a  certified 
copy  of  a  letter  which  appears  of  record  in  the  oflBce  of  the 
Civil  Service  Examining  Board,  addressed  under  date  of 
November  16,  1885,  to  James  Gallatin,  Esq.    This  letter 
shows  that  the  Civil  Service  Examiners  understood  it  to 
be  their  duty  under  the  law  authorizing  the  appointment 
of  "  twenty  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  shall  be  Sanitary 
Engineers,"  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  applicants,  bf 
putting  to  them  certain  questions  touching  their  knowledge 
of  sanitary  engineering.    That  after  consulting  the  Board 
of  Health  and  getting  its  views  upon  the  subject  and  upon 
advice  of   the  Corporation    Counsel^  the   Civil   Servioe 
Examiners  examined  the  applicants  on  a  basis  submitted 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  but  refused  to  give  certificates  to 
the  successful  applicants  that  they  had  passed  as  '^  Sanitaiy 
Engineers,"  and  certified  them  simply  as   **  Sanitary  Id- 
spectors. " 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  applicants  were  not 
'*duly"  examined — that  is,  not  examined  as  "Sanitary 
Engineers, "  and  that  for  this  reason  they  were  not  com- 
petent for  appointment  under  chapter  508  of  the  Laws  of 
1885. 

It  is  true,  so  far  as  the  legal  point  raised  by  the  Board  of 
Health  is  concerned,  that  chapter  508  is  an  amendment  to 
the  Consolidation  Act.  But  that  is  immaterial.  It  is  tbe 
law  nevertheless.  Said  chapter  consists  of  a  re-enactment 
of  the  whole  of  section  588  of  the  Consolidation  Act,  and 
of  the  addition  of  a  new  section  authorizing  the  appoint- 
ment of  ^'  twenty  additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  shall 
be  Sanitary  Engineers,"  as  before  stated. 

The  fourth  allegation  by  the  Board  of  Health  is,  "that 
the  *  emergency  clause '  cannot  be  used,  as  represented  by 
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the  Ck)mmissioners  of  Accounts,  for  any  deficiency  in  the 
(ndinary  appropriations  for  or  expenditures  of  the  Health 
Department." 

As  we  did  not  state  that  it  could  be  so  used,  it  must,  on 
reflection,  be  conceded  by  the  Board  of  Health  that  we 
made  no  ** error"  therein. 

We  simply  demonstrated  by  a  statement  of  the  appro- 
priations, expenditures  and  balances  of  the  present  year, 
that  the  proposed  appropriations  of  like  amount  for  the 
next  year  would  be  sufficient  for  all  ordinary  pm*poses, 
and  stated  that  if  an  emergency  should  arise  it  could  be 
met  by  the  emergency  clause  of  the  Consolidation  Act. 
13iat  is  to  say,  there  was  no  necessity  for  increasing  the 
ordinary  appropriations  for  an  emergency  that  did  not 
ttdst  and  which  might  not  arise,  because  the  law  provides 
that  upon  the  statutory  proof  of  the  presence  of  an  actual 
emergency,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
may  make  an  additional  appropriation  to  meet  it.  Such 
^propriations  have  been  made  heretofore  without  greatly 
alarming  the  public. 

The  fifth  "error"  alleged  against  the  Commissioners  of 
Accounts  concerns  their  statement  that  **  hardly  fifty  per 
cent,  of  its  (the  Board  of  Health's)  primary  orders  are 
<^mplied  with." 

In  order  to  ''disprove"  this  statement  the  Board  of 
Bealth  submits  figures  purporting  to  show  the  number  of 
twders  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health,  July  1,  1885,  to 
July  1, 1886,  and  the  number  of  said  orders  complied  with. 
As  such  statement  does  not  specify  the  number  of  orders 
complied  with  in  the  first  instance,  we  submit  that  it  does 
Hot  ''disprove"  our  statement. 

The  sixth  allegation  against  the  Commissioners  of  Ac- 
counts is,  that  their  statement  that  "  the  policy  now  pur- 
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sued  (by  the  Board  of  Health)  is  the  reverse  of  that  whidi 
obtained  in  the  early  history  of  the  Department  in  respect 
to  the  enforcement  of  orders,  is  incon-ect,"  etc. 

It  was  shown  in  our  letter,  by  an  extract  from  the  re- 
port of  the  Health  Department  of  the  year  1 874,  that  the 
policy  then  was  firmly,  to  insist,  in  the  first  instance,  upon 
compliance  with  its  orders^ 

Statistics  show  that  such  insistance  was  largely  sought 
and  obtained  through  the  Courts.     In  the  year  1874,  for 
instance,  we  find  that  3,483  actions  were  commenced,  and 
$10,445.95  realized  from    judgments  and  paid  into  the 
Treasury.    Whereas,  in  the  presentment  of  the  Grand 
Jury  for  the  month  of  May,  1885,  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  certain  *' defects  of  administration,"  it  is  stated  "that 
in  the  year  1884,  nearly  300  judgments  for  penalties  of  $50 
each  were  recovered,^and  only  three  of  them  were  paid, 
and  that  the  criminal  prosecutions,  in  addition  to  the  fact 
that  they  are  but  rarely  resorted  to,  are  carried  on  with 
an  equal  lack  of  vigor  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  and  that 
consequently  delinquent  property  owners,  encouraged  bj 
the  non- enforcement  of  the  law,  and  by  the  fact  that  thej 
are  not  fined  or  imprisoned,  pay  but  little  or  no  attention 
to  the  orders  served  upon  them."    These  facts  certainly 
indicate  that  the  policy  of  the  Department,  in  later  years, 
is  not  what  it  was  in  its  early  history. 

The  seventh  and  last  allegation  by  the  Board  of  Healtt 
against  us  is,  that  after  months  of  minute  examination  of 
the  methods  of  the  Health  Department  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Accounts,  no  substantial  complaints  have  been 
presented. 

If  this  assertion  was  intended  to  convey  the  impression 
that  we  have  found  no  cause  of  complaint  with  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Health  Department  under  its  present  chirf 
executive,  it  is  erroneous.     Our  report,  dated  April  30, 
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1886,  published  in  the  City  Record^  May  22,  1886,  upon 
the  exposed  condition  of  the  archives  of  the  Department, 
contains  a  very  grave  cause  of  complaint.  Others,  of  a 
different  character,  will  in  due  time  be  reported  to  the 
Mayor.

Dear  Sir, — As  requested  by  the  Mayor,  I  have  the  hoMi  |i( 
to  submit  to  you  herewith  the  two  sets  of  ''technical 
questions"  propounded  on  two  separate  examinations  to 
applicants  for  the  position  of  "Sanitary  Engineer"  in 
the  Health  Department.  The  questions  stricken  out  from 
the  printed  set  were  not  propounded,  for  the  following 
reasons: 

The  law  says  'twenty  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  shall 
h()  Sanitary  Engineers."  I  therefore  directed  the  examin- 
ers to  prepare  a  test  that  should  fit  the  title  as  generally 
imderstood.  While  preparing  the  questions  they  con- 
sulted with  the  Health  Board,  and  were  informed  by  the 
officials  that  a  knowledge  of  sanitary  engineering,  in  its 
full  sense,  as  understood  by  Colonel  Waring  and  others, 
was  not  at  all  required  in  the  work  these  men  must  per- 
form. I  thereupon  wrote  to  the  Health  Board  asking  for 
an  official  statement  of  the  requirements  for  competently 
filling  the  position,  and  I  herewith  quote  their  answer,  a3 
far  as  it  regards  technical  knowledge: 

"  That  ability  to  inspect  tenement-houses  and  to  dis- 
cover any  defects  in  their  light  and  ventilation,  in  their 
plumbing  and  drainage,  or  in  their  sanitary  condition  gen-

Works,  but  after  a  time  the  model  was  paid  for  with  some 
amount  for  storage,  but  no  orders  were  sent  with  regard 
to  the  disposition  of  tlie  model.  Mr.  Jackson  had  died, 
but  Mrs.  Jackson,  with  a  pious  respect  for  his  memory, 
and  with  a  hope  that  tlie  City  would  have  it  executed  in 
bronze,  and  assume  the  expenses  of  storage,  has  continued 
to  pay  it,  an  amount  that  she  can  ill  afford.  With  the 
lapse  of  years,  this  hope  is  fading  out.  She  finds  that 
she  has  assumed  a  debt,  and  the  opportunity  of  having 
her  husband's  work  perpetuated  may  never  come. 

On  my  return  I  investigated  the  story.  I  find  the  parti- 
culars well  known  to  General  Greene,  G.  W.  Birdsall,  D. 
Lowber  Smith,  and  other  employees  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, and  I  feel  that,  as  a  matter  of  justice,  that  Mrs. 
Jackson  should  be  repaid  for  her  advances,  and  some  order 
given  with  regard  to  tlie  model.  It  could,  at  small  ex- 
pense, be  shipped  to  this  city,  and  stand  with  the  Park 
Department,  and  exhibited  till  the  City  may  think  proper 
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to  give  a  further  order  to  have  it  cast  and  placed  on  the 
pedestal  for  which  it  was  designed. 

The  entire  expense  in  payment  of  Mrs.  Jackson,  and 
freight  here,  I  understand,  will  not  exceed  $1,000;  and  I* 
would  respectfully  request  that  the  matter  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  with  such  recommenda- 
tion as  you  may  deem  proper.
